@HLY DEFEAT OR RETREAT FOR 
GFHE MACHINE LEADERS. 


LIEUT. GOV. SHEEHAN’S PRETENSE OF 
NOT RECOGNIZING THE TROUBLE— 
THE FIRST OF THE CHARTER-AMEND-~- 
MENT BILLS LAID ASIDE IN THE SEN- 
ATE AT ITS AUTHOR’S REQUEST. 


ALBANY, Feb. 21.—Lieut. Gov. Sheehan is not 
s happy man these days. In spite of his pub- 
lished interviews that “‘the story of a revolt is 
all untrue,” and “that it originated in the dis- 
torted imaginations of a combine of newspaper 
writers,” the entire Democratic machine was 
never 80 close to going to smash as it is to-day, 
and all because of this revolt—a revolt which 
the Lieutenagmt Governor has not yet been able 


to see. 

The revolt has taken such a shape that two 
alternatives only are left to the machine lead- 
ere—defeat or retreat. They dare not risk an 
open fight, and propose to make a retrograde 
movement under cover if possible, but even 
that privilege is denied them. 

“The seventeen Democratic members of As- 
sembly from Kings County stand ready not 
only to vete to refer back to the committee 
the Albany charter bille—whose only aim is to 
destroy the regular Democratic organization in 
this county+but to vote against them if the bills 
are brought before the House.” These words 
‘were uttered by one of the members from that 
county to THe New-York Times's correspond- 
ent this morning. According to Mr. Sheehan’s 
ideas, this may not be revolt, but it is certainly 
disobedience to the orders of the machine 
bosses, and particularly of Senator-elect Mur- 
phy. In elucidation of the position of the 
Kings County members, Senator MoCarty said 


this morning: 

“The members from our county have entered 
into no combination with Republicans or Dem- 
ocrats; nor do they intend to doit. They sim- 
ply propose to oppose legislation that is directed 
against a regular Democratic organization. 
These Albany charter amendment bills, if 
passed, will destroy the Democratic organiza- 
tion in this county—an organization that has 
annually been admitted to State Conventions 
and acknowledged to be regular. I am at a loss 
to understand why a Democrat should vote or 
advocate the passage of these bills. The charter 
of the City of Albany is similar to that of the 


City of Brooklyn in the powers bestowed upon 
the Mayor, and I can see no reason why the 
Albany charter should be tinkered.”’ 

Of course,to the analytical mind of Lieut. 
Gov. Sheehan, this language does not mean re- 
volt, but reflects “the distorted imagination of 
a combine of newspaper writers.” 

Again, the plan of the Brooklyn members of 
Assembly this morning was te move to refer the 
Albany charter amendments back to the Cities 
Committee under the supposition that the bills 
would be reached to-morrow, but this project 
was spoiled by two facts; the bills were not 
printed, and the Tammany members were un- 
certain what actionto take until they could 
hear from Mr. Croker. They therefore adopted 
the wisest course, and persuaded the friends of 
the bills to hold them in abeyance. 

One of the Tammany members put the case in 
this light: ‘‘Im Mr. Croker’s absence Mayor 
Gilroy is the acknowledged leader of the organ- 
ization, but the Mayoris too cautious and his 
relations with Mr. Croker are too intimate for 
him to direct legislation unless it is to be ap- 
proved by the big chief. Mayor Gilroy was one 
of the few leaders who shouted for Uleveland 
when all the rest of the organization was hurrah- 
ing for Hill To-day, beyond a doubt, if the de- 
cision were left to him the Mayor would say to 
the organization: ‘Follow Mr. Cleveland. He 
is the leader of the party, not only in the State, 
but in the Nation.’ Asa matter of fact, this 
Legislature, and particularly the Democratic 

art of it, cannot aiford to antagonize Mr. 

Sleveland. Nor can it afford to lend iteelf to de- 
stroy one of the few county organizations 
which through thick and thin has been loyal to 
him for the reason that it has been loyal.” 
, The ludicrous side of every crisis is seen even 
| im the political situation here. And, curiously 
‘ enough, the Lieutenant Governor and his wig- 
giing appendix, Senator Endres of Buffalo, fur- 
Bish it. It is now two weeks since Endres 
unbosomed himself to the bright young corre- 
spondent of the Bufialo News and informed him 
ip a two-thousand-word interview what kind of 
amendments it was necessary to pass for the 
comfort of Buffalo and especially of the Shee- 
han machine there. He repeated this inter- 
view substantially to the Albany correspondent 
of the Buffalo Courier. His gearrulity de 
stroyed all hopes of passing the amend- 
-ments, for the public uproar which fol- 
lowed his interviews deterred his bosses 
from introducing them. Then it was that the 
Lieutenant Governorcame forward and assert- 
ed with characteristic vehemence that such 
amendments had never been considered. Taking 
this cue, Senator Endres in turn declared he 
had only been playing a joke on the correspond- 
dents, an explanation which prevented the 
Lieutenant Governor from resorting to hie usual 
charge that it was the work of a *‘ newspaper 
combine” who “agree to pound him” when 
times are duii and news is scarce. 

The first open evidence on the floor of the 
Benate that the revolt is in good running order 
and that the machine’s running gear is smashed 
‘was furnished when the bill of Mr. Mullin(Rep., 
Oswego,) appeared for consideration. It stood 
at the top of the calendar. Mr. Mullin, in a 
mild an@ unobtrusive tone, asked that the bill 
be laid aside. No one objected and his motion 
passed. The significance of the act was not ap- 
parent until the discovery was made that this 
was the first of the Charter Amendment bills 
which has appeared in the Senate, and which 
has been treated as the Democratic Senators in 
revolt have threatened that all such bilis will 
be treated. Sengtor apuaiin pesterred to lay the 
bill aside rather than have if yy defeated, 
a fate which awaited it had a vote been taken. 

Mr. Sheehan may require further evidence 
that a revolt is going on under his eyes, andif 
he is patient euch evidence will be forthcoming 
if a test is required, 

There was a persistent rumor in Brooklyn 
yesterdsy thatthe local machine had at last 
decided to fight the Hill-Murphy combination 
and would make the first stand by opposing all 
the legislation affecting city charters now pend- 
ing. Dispatches from Albany appeared in all 


local papers to the same effect, and it was given 
out that from now on there would be war be- 
tween the Democratic Assemblymen and Sena- 
tors. 

No one in Brooklyn who knew anything about 
the subject would discuss it for publication. 
Hugh McLaughlin refused te see reporters at 
~ and all his lieutenants took their cue from 

m. 

From a reliable source it was learned that a 
break had been imminent for some time, but 
McLaughlin did not feel safe in giving positive 
orders until he learned of Senator Hagan's 
death. This loss reduces the Democrativ ma- 
jority in the Senate to a very slender margin, 
and the two Democratic Senators from Kings, 
McCarty and McCarren, can cause a heap of 
trouble if they act with the Republicans. 

Numerous conferences have been held recently 
between McLaughlin and his political advisers, 
and it is said that the decision reached several 
weeks ago was to kick over the traces if Sen- 
ator Hagan died. 

A thing that has angered the local leaders was 
se qmpmatic way in which Gov. Flower refer- 
red to Mayor Boody and his ideas of law in the 
veto of the Columbian Celebration bill. Mayor 
Boody wanted a protest to be made at that time, 
and to have it appearto be in justification of his 
official conduct, but McLaughlin declined to say 
or do anything while his opponents had a ma- 
— big enough to enable them to do without

of Bridgewater was trying a case to-day for a 
breach of the liquor license law two constables 
from the adjoining town of Lunenburg rushed 
into the courtroom with a warrant for his arrest 
on acharge of forgery alleged to have been com- 
mitted ten years ago. 

Judge Curll was so affected that he fainted, 
put the constables insisted on taking the uncon- 
scious man into custody, and finally carried him 
to Lunenburg, where he will be arraigned to- 
morrow for examination.

UNITED ON A CANDIDATE.

B. P. WAGGENER TO BE ELECTED A 
SENATOR TO CONTEST MARTIN’S SEAT. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 21.—The reopening of 
the Senatorial contest has been the absorbing 
topic in the Capitol and about the hotels to-day. 
Two of the Democratic members of the House 
of Representatives who have been informed 
that the Republicans would hold an election, 
and vote for any straight Democrat they might 
name, held a conference to-day with a number 
of leading Democrats, with the result that an 
agreement was arrived at in the selection of 
Bailey P. Waggener of Atchison. 

In compliance with this agreement a notifica- 
tion was sent to the Republicans, signed by 


Chambers and Meagher, Democratic members, 
and indorsed by A. A. Harris of Fort Scott, Ed- 
ward Carroll of Leavenworth, and Daniel Over- 
myer of Topeka. One Democrat in the House 
and two in the Senate will not vote for Wag- 
gener, having cast their votes for Martin. The 
total vote counted upon is 82—15 Senators and 
67 Representatives. This would make a ma- 
jority of the Legislature, as two members-elect 
of the House have been unseated because of dis- 
abilities, being Federal office holders, reducing 
the number to 123 in the House. 

Mr. Waggener claims that he has assurances 
of two Populist votes, making his total 84. If 
the Republican caucus can hold all the mem- 
bers he believes that with a certiticate signed 
by 84 Senators and Representatives, backed 
by the decision of the District Court as to 
the illegality of the Populist House and the 
decision of the Supreme Court as to the consti- 
tutionality of the Republican House, in addi- 
tion to his Democratic record, he will have no 
trouble in establishing his claims before a 
Demooratic Senate. He claims that his show- 
ing would be far better than that made by Sen- 
ator Call of Florida, and is prepared to make 
the contest. 

The Republicans had at one time unanimously 
dgoided thatthey would support Edward Car- 
roll of Leavenworth. That gentleman ise now 
one of the most ardent eg or ag of Mr. Wag- 
gener. The Democracy of both is unquestion- 
able, even among the fusionists. 

The Populists apparently made lightof the 
helding of an election at this time, but they at 
the same time anxiously seek yarticulars as to 
the movements of their particular enemies. 

The habeas corpus proceedings for the release 
of L. ©. Gunn, arrested by order of Speaker 
Douglass of the Republican House, were com- 
menced in the Supreme Court to-day. The 
court decided to hear the testimony on both 
sides, the attorneys having elecied to try the 
case on its merits. 

The evidence offered to-day was to prove the 
organization of each body and the lekality of 
all the proceedings. The Republicans proved 
that sixty-four members took part in their or- 
ganization, and the Populists admitted that but 
tifty-eight certified members took part in their 
organization. The Chief Clerk of the latter 
House testified that he did not use the official 
roll furnished by the Secretary of State, while 
the Ohief Clerk of the Republican House pro- 
duced a certified copy under the seal of the 
Secretary of State. 

The Populist Clerk also testified that he left 
off the names of ten members and inserted the 
names of ten contestants,who were sworn in as 
members before the organization of the House, 
The arguments will be made to-morrow, and a 
decision is expected by Thursday noon. 

In the Senate to-day a resolution to abide by 
the decision of the Supreme Court was tabled 
by a strictly party vote of 23 Populists and 13 
Republicans. The Democratic vote was divided, 
1 being for and 1 against. 

The Senate and Populist House are rushing 
bills through without debate, and in some in- 
stances without reading, expecting to reach an 
adjournment sine die before the Supreme Court 
can send down its decision. The Republican 
Tlouse to-day decided to unseat all the Populists 
who do not claim membership by to-morrow 
night.

MR. MARTIN’S CREDENTIALS. 


KANSAS POPULIST WAITING FOR 
THE SENATE TO ACCEPT THEM.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Judge John Martin of 
Kansas is stili in Washington, in spite of the 
dispatches which represent him as hurrying 
home to Topeka to counsel with the Populists 
regarding their next move in the anti-Repub- 
licoan game. The Judge spent several hours at 
the Capitol to-day, and discussed with Mr. Pef- 
fer (Populist, Kan..) the outlook for the accept- 
ance of his credentials as Senator from Kansas to 
succeed Mr. Perkins, (Rep.) He will not present 
these until March 4, and seems to be confident 
that he will meet with no opposition. 

He asserts that at the joint convention of the 
Kansas Legislature which elected him there 
were present many more than a majority of 
Senators and Representatives who possessed 
unimpeachable certificates of election, and that 
it will be found impossible by the Republicans 
to invalidate his credentials, which bear the 
signatures of the Governor and Secretary of 
Btate of Kansas. 

Judge Martin will not return to Kansas until 
his papers are passed upon by the Senate. Mr. 
Peffer declares that the Kansas Republicans 
are “bluffing” and that Judge Martin is certain 
to be sworn in after March 4. 





NO WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN BOSTON. 


A CROWD OF DISAPPOINTED FEMALES IN 
THE MASSACHUSETTS STATE HOUSE. 


Boston, Feb. 21.—The House galleries were 
crowded as never before during the session this 
afternoon, and the crowd was almost entirely 
composed of women. The bill granting mu- 
nicipal sufirage to women was the first order on 
the House calendar, and the same women who 
were the feature of the committee hearing on 
this subject turned out again to lend the infiu- 


ence of their presence to the statesmen on the 
floor below and encourage them to do their ut- 
most for the suffrage cause. 

During the debate an amendment was pro- 
posed that the law be submitted to the popular 
vote in November. The adoption of this, the 
women thought, would presage victory, and ite 
loss would be an indication of victory to be 
won. The amendment was adopted, 107 to 36, 
and the women hugged themselves, 

But then came the vote on the bill, and when 
it was over the women realized what a tickle 
creature man is, and how bitterly disappointed 
she who puts her trustin man is going to be. 
The bill had been lost by a vote of 88 to 97. 





Canadians Help On Home Rule. 

OrTawa, Ontario, Feb. 21.—The appeal of the 
Irish Nationalist Party for financial assistance 
was met with a prompt response in Ottawa. A 
mass meeting ef Irishmen was held to-night. 
The Rev. Canon McCarthy presided. The Hon. 
John Costigan, Secretary of State in the Thomp- 
son Cabinet; Solicitor General Curran, and the 
Rev. M. J. Whelan delivered stirring speeches. 

The Hon. Mr. eet ay dwelt on the growth of 
home-rule sentiment in Canada. He said it was 
not long since Irishmen who attended home- 
rule meetings in Canada were regarded as dis- 
loyal and as suspects. 

A resolution was adopted in favor of the co- 
operation of the Protestant and Catholic Irish 
Nationalist societies in raising funds to assist 
the cause. Many handsome subscriptions were 
received. 


Two Congressmen Injared. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Representative Mo- 
Creary of Kentucky, while leaving the Capitol 
about 6:30 o’clock this evening, slipped on the 
icy sidewalk and fell, breaking one of his arms. 
He was conveyed to his home at once and re- 
ceived medical attention. 

Congressman O'Ferrall of Virginia fell on the 


steps leading from his residence in this city on 
Friday evening, straining his back and shaking 
himeelf up generally, from which he has been 
confined to hie bed ever since. He is reported 
better this cvening.

MARS AND JUPITER DID IT 


PROF. WIGGINS ON THE CAUSES 
FOR OUR COLD WINTER. 


THE UNITED ATTRACTION OF THESE 
PLANETS BROUGHT THE SNOW AND 
ICE — THESE UNFRIENDLY ORBS 
THOUGHT TO BE RESPONSIBLE FOR 
MANY EARTHLY WORS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 21.—Prof. Wiggins has 
been studying the causes of the severe cold of 
the present Winter. To THe NEw-YORK TIMES'S 
correspondent to-day he said: 

“The temperature so far this Winter is no 
doubt the lowest that has been experienced 
throughout the whole world in many years. 
Snow has fallen in abundance in Southern Italy 
and Georgia. The thermometer was reported 
to have reached zero in Texas. 

“If the astrologers on the other planets had 
looked at us through their telescopes in Janu- 
ary, they would have been astonished to see 
our planet covered with snow to within afew 
degrees of the equator. 

“Tf you will look westward to-night you will 
seo two bright planets near each other, Mars and 
Jupiter. On the 25th of January they appeared 
almost touching each other, and it was their 
united attraction that caused the cold on our 
planet. 

‘Last year, in February, Venus and Jupiter 
appeared together, in the same guarter of the 
heavens, and two weeks afterward we had 
those northern lights which so astonished at 
the same time the people of America and North- 


ern Europe. 

“This endowed our atmosphere with great 
power of absorption, and hence the unusually 
cloudy Spring and Summer of 1892. It is the 
proximity of Mars and Jupiter that produces 
nearly all of our great disasters on land and sea. 

“To know if a certain season is to be un- 
usually cold, look in the nautical almanac. 
When you see Mars and Jupiter in conjunction 
you may be positive that the temperature at 
that period will be comparatively low all over 
the world. 

“These planets were near each other in Sep- 
tember, 1588, and I predicted that the follow- 
ing month would be remarkable for its low 
temperature. If you will look at the meteor- 
ological report for November of that year you 
will find the preceding month reeorded as the 
coldest for twelve years. E 

“A few weeks after, the Yellow River in 
China overflowed its banks, and 7,000,000 peo- 
ple were drowned, the water having covered 
whole provinces. This is why I predicted an 
earthquake in Quebec a few weeks subsequent- 
ly, which violently shook the Bishop's palace at 

imouski. 

“It was the ya pi of these two planets 
Jan. 25, 1893, which caused the earthquake in 
Mexico and in a few days afterward in Zante, 
and about the same time the floods in Australia. 
I could have predicted the earthquakes within 
a few hours of their actual occurrence, and 
would have done so but for the hostility of the 

ress. 
eet The force of a conjunction, however, de- 
pends much upon the earth’s position in its 
orbit and the relative position of the attracting 
bodies. For example, Jupiter was hidden by 
the moon in September, 1891, near the meridian 
of Washington, and the result was a tidel wave 
on Sept. 9 of that year which swept the North 
American coast and carried scores of houses in 
Maryland into the sea. 

**But we are not the only people who have 
suffered unusual cold during the present Winter. 
The ladies of Mars went in crowds to their public 
squares, where stand for public uee their great 
Lick telescopes, and strained their eyes at our 
death-pale world, to catch, if possible, a trace 
of humanity, remarking atthe same time that 
they had not been so cold for years, and how 
they hated the sight of that nasty Jump of ice 
that chilled their marrow whenever they 
ventured into conjunction or perihelion.” 

All the great physical events mentioned in the 
Bible Prof. Wiggins believes took place, and 
were the result of planetory proximity.

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Fed, 21.—John F. Car- 
roll, editor of the Leader, the State organ of the 
Democrats, is under arrest on a charge of crim- 
inal libel.

Dodge is slat- 
ed for tne Attorney Generalship.

the drugged liquor. 

Dodge was the first witness called for the pre- 
liminary hearing, and for the first time the 
source of Kime’s now famous drink was learned. 
It wae supplied 7 Dodge. There was no evi- 
dence to show that it was doctored. Senator 
Kabias, who has had considerable notoriety in 
connection with the case to abduct Kime, was 
implicated in the drink transaction. A cham- 
bermaid swore that she was in Kime’s room 
“— Dodge when Kime was asleep.

BANE ROBBERS NEAR PITTSBURG.

DRIVEN AWAY AFTER THEY HAD KILLED 
THE CHIEF OF POLICE. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Feb. 21.—Late this evening 
four masked men boldly attempted to rob the 
City Bank in Leechburg, Penn., thirty miles 
from Pittsburg, on the West Pennsylvania Rail- 
road. ‘ 

They were discovered before they had accom- 
plished their design, and one of the robbers was 
arrested. The other three escaped after a des- 
perate encounter with the police officers. 

During the fight one of the robbers shot and 
almost instantly killed William Schaefer, Chief 
of Police of the town. 

A description of the robbers has been tele- 
graphed to all surrounding towns, and a posse 
is in hot pursuit, tracking the fugitives in the 
snow. 





MOURNING FOR BEAUREGARD, 


THE FUNERAL OF THE GENERAL POST~ 
PONED UNTIL THURSDAY. 


New ORLEANS, Feb. 21.—It was the intention 
of the family of Gen. Beauregard to have a 
private funeral on Wednesday, but there was & 
general objection, and the wishes of the family 
have been overruled. Gov. Foster has tele- 
graphed an order to the militia to pay every 
honor to the distinguished dead, and Mayor 


Fitzpatrick is having the City Hall draped in 
mourning and will call upon the City Council to 
arrange for a publio funeral. 

The body will be exposed in state in the City 
Hali, and the funeral will take place at 3 o’clock 
on Thursday afternoon. The State and City 
Government, the militia, ana the civic societies 
will turn outupon the occasion, and the veteran 
associations will gather in force. , 

Gen. E. Kirby Smith is the senior living Gen- 
eral of the Confederacy in the city, and visited 
the Beauregard residence to-day. He will take 
part in the obsequies, and will probably be 
called upon toact as Grand Marshal. Gen. J. 
B. Gordon, as the Commander in Chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, has issucd an 
order announcing the death of the General and 
ordering that all possible honors be paid to his 
memory by the United Confederate Veterans. 

The various courts adjourned “0-day in mem- 
ory of the dead. Many buildings are draped in 
mourning, flage all over the city are at half 
mast, and the mourning is general. The body 
will be interred in the tomb of the Veteran As- 
sociation, Army of the Tennessee, of which 
Gen. Beauregard was the first President. 

CHARLESTON, 8 C., Feb. 21.—Thomas A. Hu- 
guenin, the last Confederate commander of 
Fort Sumter, now Brigadier General Fourth 
Brigade, South Carolina troops, has issued gen- 
eralorders directing that all the flags of the 
brigade be suitably draped on the annual parade 
and inepection to-morrow in respect to Gen. 
Beauregard. 





NEEDS MORE BANKS.

THE POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT TO 
SECURE TARIFF REFORM. 


MEXICO 


City oF Mexico, Feb. 21.—A report is current 
that the Government contemplates a change in 
the banking laws, decreeing a general law under 
which responsible people may establish banks 
of discount, deposit, and emission, giving proper 
guarantees. The great wantof the country, in 
this era of rapid development of all its re- 
sources, is more banking capital, and there is 
undoubtedly room for two great loaning institu- 
tions with a capital of not less than $25,000,- 
000 each, to give special attention to loans on 
agricultural estate. 

It is the opinion of the oldest bankers here 
that such institutions could earn good divi- 
— and that the business would be absolutely 
bale. 

The now te factory to be established near 
Orizaba will receive its power from a waterfall 
some miles distant, by means of the transmis- 
sion of electrical power. It will be the first 
instance in this country of this form of utilizing 
water power. 

One administration paper charges that for- 
eign manufacturers are behind a newly-estab- 
lished journal which clamors for ultra protec- 
tion, the present policy of the Government 
being to reduce the tariff, in order to protect 
consumérs against excessive sharges by nighly- 
protected industries, which, in addition to the 
tariff, haye the protection afforded by the tre- 
mendously high exchange on the United States 
and Europe. Some of the strongest journals 
here are demanding taritf reform, and this de- 
mand is very popular in these times, when 
imported merchandise is growing costlier. 





PRESENTED A BIG BILL, 


DETECTIVES GET A CLUE ON THE BANK 
OF LONDON ROBBERY. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 21.—Several weeks ago 
it was discovered that the storerooms or vaults 
of the Bank of London, in this city, had been 
robbed of a large amount ofmoney, the exact 
sum not being divulged by the officials. Detect- 


ives were put to work upon the case and have 
succeeded in obtaining aclue which may lead 
to the arrest of the robbers. 

This clue was discovered by two men present- 
ing a one-thousand-doliar bill in payment for 
some purchases atthe Palacio de Hierro, On 
scrutinizing the bill the salesman saw that it 
Was not signed by the manager of the bank 
and he called a policeman, who took charge of 
— two men, supposing the bill to be a counter- 
feit. 

The men were Everard Espinosa and Antonio 
Neira. They had just arrived from Ouerena- 
vaca, and asserted that they had found the bill 
on the roadside, and supposed it to be good. The 
manager of the bank says the bill is good, and 
is one of the number stolen from the vaults. It 
is believed that the mysterious robbery will 
s00n be cleared up. 





MR. CLEVELAND'S CABINET, 


HE MADE NO FURTHER ANNOUNCE- 
MENTS YESTERDAY. 


LAKEWOOD, N. J., Feb. 21.—Mr. Cleveland 
had no further announcements to make this 
evening in regard to his Cabinet. 

The representatives of Queen Liliuokalani, 
who were said to be coming here to lay their 
case before the President-elect in the hope that 
he would espouse their cause, failed to put in 
an appearance. 

Mrs. Cleveland attended a concert this even- 
ing at the Laurel-in-the-Pines Hotel given in 
aid of the Kindergarten Association of New- 


York and the New-York Diet Kitehen. Mra. 
Cleveland is Vice President of the Kindergarten 
Assoolation. The entertainment consisted of 
selections by Mile. Linda Da Costa, soprano;

The contract will be divided between the two 
lowest bidders, who are of this country. The 
bid of Anderson & Co.,the English ordnance 
constructors, was thrown out, because they 
would exact royalty if they had the contract. 
Robert Foote, Son « Co. of Baltimore wiil build 
thirty-six of the carriages at $7,300 each, and 
the Builders’ [ron Foundry of Providence, R. 
IL, will construct twenty-eight oarriages at 
$8,810 each. 

The contract would have been given to the 
Baltimore firm, which bid at a rate ef $6,900 
tor each carriage after forty had been delivered, 
but Gen. Flagler, the army Chief of Ordnance, 
took the ground that it would not be wise to 
trust a firm who had never undertaken similar 
work with the fulfillment of the entire contract. 
The Builders’ Iron Foundry has hitherto done 
this work for the army.

MANY WRECKS REPORTED 


THE BARGE RELIANCE LOST AND 
FIVE LIVES WITH HER, 


THRILLING RESCUB OF THE OREW, OF 
THE DOUGLAS DEARBORN, ASHORE 
AT CUTTYHUNK—SCHOONER HENRY 
MAY BEACHED AT EDGARTOWN—CAS- 
UALTIES ALL ALONG THE COAST. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Feb. 21.—The steam- 
er Panther, Capt. Miller, from Philadelphia, ar- 
rived this afternoon. She reports that she left 
Philadelphia, with the barge Reliance in tow, for 
Newburyport, but about 12 o’clock last Sunday 
night, off Montauk, encountered a violent west- 
southwest gale, with a high sea. 

All of the steamer’s sails were blown away and 
the houses stove. About 8 o’clock Monday 
morning the wind increased to a hurricane, and 
both steamer and barge labored heavily. 

The steamer was hove to in an endeavor to 
keep her head up to the wind. In so doing the 
barge’s hawser drifted under the gteamer’s 
stern, and to prevent its getting afoul of the 
propeller it became necessary to cut the hawser 
and set the barge adrift. The hurricane was 
then blowing from the west, with a fearful sea. 

The barge was lost sight of in the blinding 
snowstorm soon after the hawser was cut. The 
Panther succeeded in getting up under Long 
Island last night, when the gale veered to 
northwest and moderated. The steamer is iced 
up badly. 

Ths Reliance has since been reported lost on 
Block Island, with Capt. Remington, her crew 
of three, and the Captain's wife. 

The finding of a doll onthe beach at Block 
Island gave rise to the belief that Capt. Reming- 
ton’s child had been lost, but the child is safe at 
Somerville, Mass. 

The four-masted sehooner Douglas Dear- 
born of Bath, Me., Capt. Welch, from Philadel- 
phia for Portland, with 1,470 tons of coal, went 
ashore on the Vineyard Sound side of Cutty- 
hunk early yesterday morning during the vio- 
lent west-southwest gale and blinding snow- 
storm. A heavy sea was running on the shore 
ofthe island when the vessel struck, which 
made a clean breach overher. The hatches 
were washed off, and the vessel soon filled with 
water and became one solid mass of ice as high 
as the mastheads. 

At daylight the vessel was discovered by 
Capt. Bosworth and crew of the Cuttyhunk 
Life Saving Station, and preparations were 
immediately made on shore to take the crew 
off. On account of the heavy sea it was useless 
to endeaver to launch the surf boat. At7 A. 
M. aline was fired from shore which did not 
quite reach the vessel. The second line lodged 
on the foretopmast and had to be hauled ashore 
again, but the third time it was shot directly 
across the vessel und was secured by the crew. 
They were then landed one by one by the use 


of the breeches buvy, Capt. Welch being the 
last one taken ashore. 

The work of saving the men was long and 
fatiguing, it being 3 P. M. when the last one 
was landed. Capt. Bosworth and crew of the 
life-saving station were assisted in their work 
by every male inhabitant ef Cuttyhunk. The 
entire crew, with one exception, were badly 
frost-bitten and were brought here by the steam 
tug Herald to-day and taken to the Marine Hos- 
pital for treatment. 

It is thought thatthe Dearborn may be saved 
by prompt attention if the westher becomes 
moderate. Her topis still in good condition. 
The steam tug Herald, with a lighterand wreck- 
ing Lapparaces, is on the spot ready to render as- 
sistance. 


EDGARTOWN, Mass., Feb. 21.—Schooner Henry 
May, Capt. Randall, of and for Portland, with 
coal, from Hoboken, parted her chains at Vine- 


yard Haven Monday morning, and was swept 
out into the Sound. Capt. Randall slipped her 
other anchor to avoid grounding upon Squash 
Meadow Shoal, and she came into Edgartown at 
noon, under reefed mainsail and jib, grounding 
opposite Edgartown Light. Her hull and rig- 
ging are @ mass of ice, and her pumps are 
rozen. 


Boston, Feb. 21.—The tng Right Arm, Capt. 
Davis, arrived this morning from Vineyard 


Haven. Capt. Davis reports that she sailed 
from Vineyard Haven on the 19th with the 
schooner Lizzie Dewey of and from New-York, 
Capt. Keynard, coal laden, for Boston, in tow. 
Yesterday morning, when off Minot’s, during 
the heavy westerly gale, the hawser parted and 
the schooner let go both anchors. The gale in- 
creased and the schooner commenced to drag to 


sca. 

She was leaking badly and could not be kept 
free with the pump, which had become dia- 
abled, so the Captain and crew were taken off 
by the tug, which then went into Nantasket 
Roads and anohored. Early this morning she 
returned and searched forthe abandoned ves- 
sel, but could not find her, and it is supposed 
she dragged to sea andsank. The orew saved 
nothing but the clothes they stood in. 

The Lizzie Dewey was a three-masted schooner 
of 355 tons, built at Lubeo, Me., and was twenty- 
one years old. She was insured. 


BooTHBAY HARBOR, Me., Feb. 21.—Schooner 
Magnolia from Weymouth for Boothbay Harbor, 


with tankage for the Cumberland Bone Com- 
pany, was totally wrecked on Fishermen’s Isl- 
avd last night. The crew was saved, badly 
frost-bitten. The Magnolia was owned by &. 
Nickerson & Sons of this port and was insured. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The recent storm all 
along the Atlantic coast was very disastrous to 


shipping, as is shown by the number of wrecks 
reported to the Life-Saving Service. 

Barge No. 57 of the 8S. O. Company, New- 
York, went ashore at Great Egg Harbor, N. J., 
yesterday, but got off without acci@ent to-day. 

Schooner James Butler is ashore at Sandy 
Hook, N. J., and will probably be a total loas. 

The sehooner Nathan Easterbrooxe, from Car- 
teret, N. J., to Savannah, Ga., went ashore off 
Little Kinnakee, N. C., yesterday morning. The 
crew of eight men were saved by the life oar. 
The second mate died of hemorrhageof the 
lungs three hours after rescue. 





NAVAL-REVIEW PROSPECTS. 


CHANCE THAT CONGRE3S MAY MAKE 
AN APPROPRIATION, - 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Inspired by the assur- 
ances which have been brought to the Navy De- 
partment by Chairman Herbert of the House 
Naval Committee, there is renewed hope to-day 
that Congress may do something toward mak- 
ing the naval review of April at Hampton Roads 
and New-York a success. 

Advices from Venezuela state that that coun- 
try will be represented in the parade. It is not 
known towhatextent this South American na- 
tion will take part in the ceremonies, but the in- 
formation that she will send a ship increases 
the belief that other countries which are nos 
reckoned as the great naval nations of the 
world may be induced to join the demonstra- 
tion. 

It is about settled that the cruiser New-York 
will be in readiness for the review, the date of 
the rendezvous being April 26, when, so far as 
one may judge from the reports from Philadel- 
phia, the big cruiser will undoubtedly be 
equipped for service. To this end all the bu- 
reau Officials are working, and it will be a sur- 
prise as well as a disappointment if the ship be 
not ready for participation in the review. The 
Secretary has been repeatedly assured by the 
bureau chiefs that the work in their respective 
departments will be completed in ample time 
for the parade of April. 

“El Tiempo” Feels Bad Again. 

City OF MEXICO, Feb. 21.—Eil Tiempo, the 
anti-American paper of Mexico, has an edito- 
rial reiteratingits warnings against American 
influence, offering the annexation of Hawaii as 
an example of American intentions toward en- 
tire Latin America. The artiole is a follower of 
an editorial a few weeks ago on the same theme 
in which patriotic Mexicans were counseled to 
have nothing whatever to do with Americans 
commercially and not to sell any mine, railroad 
concession, or other enterprise to Americans. 

In the same number Li Tiempo takes Mr. 
Matias Komero to task for his kindly letter of 
condolence to Minister Ryan on the death of 
Mr. Blaine, saying that while it has nothing to 
do with what his personal feelings toward Mr. 
Blaine might have been, it objects to having it 
understood that Mr. Blaine was a friend to 
Mexico. It declares that Mr. Blaine had al- 
ways been Mexico’s enemy as well as the enemy 
of entire Latin America 





ONE KILLED AND MANY INJURED, 


WEST-BOUND DAY EXPRESS ON THE 
WEST SHORE OFF THE TRACK. 


ROcHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 21.—The West Shore 
day express, going west and due at Palmyra at 
9:30 A. M., jumped the track at a curve about a 
mile east of that village just after 10 o’olock 
this morning, and after jumping along on the 
ties for a few rods, left the track and plunged 
down atwenty-foot embankment, some of the 
coaches landing in the bed of a sma)l creek and 
others jumping the creek and pitching into the 
field beyond. 

The train was an hour late, and on account of 
the storm it was being drawn by two engines, 
No. 13 and No. 46, No. 13 being abead. The 
head engine did not leave the track, but No. 46 
broke away, and when it led the way over the 
embankment the baggage oar and the passen- 
ger cars followed. The train was running at the 
rate of about thirty miles an hour when the ac- 
cident happened. 

Engine No. 46 turned completely over, and 
Fireman Fred Minth and Engineer Eugene Pier- 
sall were caught under it. The fireman got out 
alone, and succeeded in pulling the engineer 
outalso. The engineer was badly hurt, but the 
fireman escaped wih bruises, and immediately 
started on arun for the village of Palmyra to 
summon assistance for the passengers. 

The villagers turned out in force, and soon 
there was a large corp of physicians with two 
ambulances on the scene. The baggage car lay 
on its side in the creek, the smoker lay over in 
the field at right angles to the track, the day 
coach rested on one end, and the sleepers Ticon- 
deroga and Belmont lay in the bed of the creek 
at the foot of the embankment. 

When the coaches went down the -passqngers 
were hurled about the cars with great violence, 
many of them receiving severe injuries. 

After all had been removed from the wreck 
and taken to the village and to the farmhouses 
in the vicinity, it was found that one man had 
been killed. He was an unknown passenger, re- 
siding in Chicago, about forty-five years old. His 
body was cutin two, and afterward it was re- 
moved to an undertaker’s shop in Newark, a 
neighboring village.

GERMANS AND ENGLISHMEN 
DRIVE AWAY AMERICAN 
FOUR OF THE GERMANS 
AMERICANS THREATENED 
THEM ALL AND THEY RETIRED— 
THE ATTACKING PARTY ARMED 
FROM THE GERMAN AND ENGLISH 
CONSULATES. 


St. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 21.—K. J. D. Kimberly 
of Honolulu, claiming to have a report for 
Queen Victoria on affairs in Hawail, told a thril- 
ling story here this afternoon to some Canadian 
friends, one of whom gave it to the reporter of 
& morning paper. 

He said both the Germans and the English 
had been plotting for a year or more past to 
get possession of the islands. 

The Germans had all their plans laid, and 
on the day that the grand step was to be taken 
about 100 Germans and natives were brought 
to Honolulu from the plantations of the Ger- 
mans by those who were in charge of the 
German interests. It was their intention to 
take possession of the islands ahead of the 
Americans, and their plans were carefully laid. 

When the American volunteers were placed 
at the police station as guards, the Germans 
decided to go and drive them away. There were 
&® number of Englishmen who sided with the 
Germans in view of the high-handed proceed- 
ings of the Americana. 

“To show you how strong was the popula? 
sentiment against the Americans,” continued 
Mr. Kimberly, “the men were armed from the 
German and English Consulates. 

“They moved up to the palace at midnight in 
asolid body. They made a demand for the gur- 
render of the Americans, and whon they refused 
to comply they shot at them. 

“The Americans ran at them with their loaded 
guns and deliberately shot back atthem. Four 
of the Germans were killed. The Americans 
threatened to shoot them all if they continued 


to interfere, and the mon discreetly retired. 
The Americans allowed them to carry away the 
dead bodies of the men who had been shot. 

“We afterward had a consultation overthe 
matter, but the German and English Consuls 
declined to take any further steps in the mat- 
ter. 

“Of course England would uphold her dig- 
nity, but none of the English had been killed. 
The Americans claimed five men had been killed 
in @ street fight, and no olticial report of the 
matter was made.” 

Referring to John Bull’s attitude, Mr. Kim- 
berly said: 

“You know that England has been making 
attempts to got possession of the islands for 
some time, and would have succeeded had it 
not been for the Americans. 

“That is the reason the Princess of the royal 
blood was taken to England to be educated. 
She was under the protection of the Crown, und 
would have disposed of the islands to her Maj- 
esty the Queen, 

*. 

“When England obtained possession of the 
islands the plantations now in the possession of 
the American owners would be compelled to 
give a proper revenue to the Crown. Other ar 
Trangements were to be provided for their prop- 
er taxation and government.” 


NEWS FROM OUR MINISTER. 


A DISPATCH SENT FEB. 8—WHAT RE 
SAYS OF 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The following tele- 
gram from Minister Stevens at Honolulu, ree 
ceived Saturday last, was made public to-days 


HONOLULU, Feb. 8 2 
via San Francisco, Feb. 18, § 
Secretary of State, Washington, D. C., care Seo- 
retary of the Navy: 

The affairs of State continue to be hopeful. 
Hoisting tiag in protection of this Government 
was expected. Subjects who were doubtful are 
now for annexation. The natives show unex- 
pected regard for the United States flag. Pru- 
dent conduct of Capt. Wiltse and the officers 
and crew of the Boston did credit to the navy. 
Cannot send by mail. STEVENS. 


Among the correspondence upon the Ha- 
waiian situation sent to the Senate by the Pres- 
ident was a contidential letter from Minister 
Stevens to Secretary of State Foster, written 
last November. Init Mr. Stevens gave a full 
statement of the financial, agricultural, politic- 
al, and social condition of the islands. The fol- 
lowing paragraph, in view of the appeal of the 
Princess Kaiaulani to the American people, sent 
out from London a few days ago, is of interest: 


“The Prinoess heir apparent has always been, and 
is likely always to be, under Englishintluence. Her 
father is british in blood and prejudices, firmly in- 
trenched here as Collector of Customs, an important 
and intiuential office. She has been for some years, 
and still is, in England; her patron there, wno has a 
kind of guardianship of her, T. H. Davies, is a Tory 
Englishman, who lived here many years, who atiil 
owns large property in the islands, and is a 
resolute and persistennt opponent of Ameri. 
can predominance, by literally denouncing 
even the American acduisition of the Pearl 
Harbor. Mr. Wodehouse, the English Minister, haa 
long resided here; his eldest son is married to a half. 
oaste sister of the Crown Princess, another son is in 
the Honolulu Post Office, and a daughter also is mar. 
ried to a resident of one of the islanis. The death of 
the present Queen, therefore, would virtually place 
au English Princess on the Hawaiian throne, and 
put in the hands of the ultra i-nglish the patronage 
and influence of the palace. 

“In the existing state of things, with non-Amertl 
can intervention, these palace influences, skillfully 
handled, are nearly equal, frequently superior, to 
the power of the Legislature. Add to this palace 

wer an irresponsible mob of ‘hoodlums’ and 
the results a state of things which would pntit 
in the power of Canadian and ultra-British schem. 
ers, with asubsidy fund of $50,000, to secure con- 
trol of the Legislature, and by prompt and vigorous 
action secure Canadian and British franchises 
privileges, and rights entirely legal, to get rid ol 
which would cause embarrassment and expense to 
the United States and her allies here.”

HAWAII MUST BE 


THE OPPOSITION IN CONGRESS TO ANY 


HASTE IN ANNEXATION, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—As the session draws 
to a close, those Senators who have been against 
the ratification of the Hawaii treaty feol more 
confident of their ability to carry out their plan 
of opposition. There are at least fourteen of 
these Senators—most of them Democrats—and 
some of them do not hesitate to say that in case 
the treaty is brought up in exeoutive session 
this week they will be able to prevent final 
action. 

Mr. Brice, (Dem., Oh10,) when asked by the cor- 
respondentofTHE New-YorK Timesto-day what 


he thought was the outlook for ratification, re- 
lied: ‘*I am of opinion that the treaty will not 
be ratified previous to March 4. Whether favor- 
able action will be taken upon it by the incoming 
AdministrationI am unablétosay. Iam positive, 
however, that Hawail will not be annexed 
according to the arrangements made by the 
President and the State Department.” 

Other Democratic Senators, who are averse to 
talking for publication, are known to entertain 
the view that this is a matter which requires no 
hurried action. They rom privately that it 
would be unwise for the United States to act 
precipitately in a matter which manifestly re- 
quires the most careful consideration. t is 
plain, they say, that no opposition is to be ex- 
pected from Great Britain or any other foreign 
power with regard to Hawaii. If Great Britain 
had intended to protest against the acquisition 
by the United States of the islands, she would 
have done so long before this. So far as the 
position of this country is concerned, there is 
plain sailing, provided the American people 
really wish to take Hawaii under their protec- 
tion. 

Buch being the case, they argue, there is no 
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good reason why the treaty submitted by the 





Administration should be rushed through in the 
last days of the session, when there is so much 
mm business of importance to the country 
awaiting action. Were the Hawaiian matter to 
De depated as it deserves to be, they add, e 
would be taken from the ~ go bills 
which are being received the H and 
there would be danger of the failure of many 
important measures. They assert that the sole 
reason for haste in the matter is a desire on the 
part of the Administration to secure sll the 
eredit which would naturally attach to the ac- 
— of Hawaii. This they assert is not es- 
sential. 

** Even should there be a long delay,” said one 
of the Democratic Senators, ‘‘Mr. Harrison 
would not lose any of the credit to which he is 
entitled by reason of his action regarding Ha- 
wail. 1t no more than fair that the incom- 
ing Administration, which will be obliged to 
perfect the arrangements incident to annex- 
ation, if annexation is decided upon, should 
have something to say about the preliminaries. 
I am sure that this is the opinion of a great 
many of the Democratic Senators, and I am 
confident they will do all in their power to pre- 
vent haste at this time.” 

Republican Senators, who are greatly inter- 
ested in the annexation matter, still assert that 
they have enough votes toratify the treaty. Mr. 
Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) said this morning that, 
while there was a more or less well-formulated 
plan on the part of the opposition to postpone 
action, he was confident that a two-thirds vote 
could be secured for ratification of the Ha- 
waiian convention. ,It did not seem likely to 
him, he said, that the Republicans would permit 
the treaty to be laid aside for action by the in- 
coming Senate. 

Mr. Chandler does not seem to attach much 
importance to the assertions that it will be 
“talked to death” in exeoutive session. He 
takes it for granted that this discussion will be 
behind closed doors,and this seems to be the 
prevailing idea at the Capitol. 

The attention of the House will be kept upon 
the matter by the resolution of Mr. Tucker 
(Dem., Va.,) asking for information as to why 
the House has not been made acquainted with 
ar enterprise that may involve expenditures, 
o> aed which no expenditure has been author- 
ized. 

If the Republicans expected only to make a 
“‘try"’ for annexation, confident that it would 
be effectively opposed by the Democrats, it is 
possible the Democrats may have to explain, in 
the next campaign, their refusal to grab the 
islands, and wipe out anation forthe autonomy 
of which the United States has always main- 
tained consistent respect. 
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PRINCE DAVID’S NEW-YORK VISIT. 


IT HAD NO CONNECTION WITH HIS 
MISSION TO THIS COUNTRY. 


Prince David, the nephew of the ex-Queen of 
the Hawaiian Islands, and C. lk. Macfarlane, 
who came with him from Honolulu to assist in 
presenting the Queen’s side of the case at Wash- 
ington, remained at the Victoria Hotel yoster- 
day. 

The Prince attracted much attention about 
the corridors, and he was pointed out as if he 
were a living curiosity. He was not disposed to 


disouss the affairs of Hawaii. He had several 
callers during the day, and for a time left the 
hote! to make calls on old friends. Hereturned 
to Washington late in the afternoon. 

“It is all nonsense,” Prince David said just 
vefore he left his hotel, **to think that Mr. Mac- 
fariane and myself are here to call on Mr. 
Cleveland and try to interest him in our be- 
half. I haveseen such a statement published, 
but we shall do nothing of the kind. We do 
not want to bother the President-elect, and I do 
not know that it would be proper for us to pre- 
sent our case to him. Our visit to the city is 
not connected with our general mission to this 
cuontry. I wanttodo some shopping and cali 
on several people with whom I[ have acquaint- 
ance.”’ 

Mr. Macfarlane said he would remain in this 
city for several days. He discussed Hawalian 
alfaira at considerable length, going over the 
well-known history of the dethronement of 
Lilliuokalani. He pleaded for a delay in the 
enactment of any treaty until this Government 
could learn all the facts in connection with the 
reeent changes in Hawaii, and the sentiments 
of all the people could be beard. 

Mr. Macfarlane said that he opposed the 

treaty which went to the Senate the other day, 
because if it were ratified it would seriously 
interfere with the business of the islands. It 
would, be said, prevent the present system of 
contract labor, which had been made necessary 
as one result of the enactment of the McKinley 
Tariff act. It was now possible, he said, to 
bring Japanese to Hawaii, who were willing to 
work at an average rate of about $8 a month. 
If this privilege of importing laborers were 
shut off, the scale of wages must be increased to 
such an extentas to interfere with established 
business very serioualy. 
_ Mr. Macfarlane said he believed a non-parti- 
gan commission, which should visit the Ha- 
waiian Islands and listen fully to the Queen 
and her loyal supporters, would be acceptable 
to the followers of her Majesty. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—This afternoon Mr. 
Neumann called at the State Department and 
explained to Secretary Foster why he had failed 


to meet that offieial last night according to the 
notification given him at the State Department 
last Friday. The card giving the address of the 
Secretary's temporary residence misled Mr. 
Neumann and be failed to find the place. Re- 
course to the Directory gave him Mr. Foster's 
regular place of residence, which is now closed. 

A statementof the conference between the 
two will be sent to the President for transmis- 
sion to the Senate for consideration in connec- 
tion with the other information on this seub- 
ject now before that body. An additional 
batch of correspondences relating to Hawaii was 
sent to the Senate this afterneon under Execu- 
tive seal. 

Messrs. Castle and Wilder, members of the 
Hawaiian Annexation Commission, left Wash- 
ington this evening en route to San Francisco. 
Mr. Thurston, the head of the commission, 
expects to leave Thursday, joining his asso- 
ciates in Chicago Saturday, whence they will 
goto San Francisco together. Mr. Carter will 
remain several days longer, possibly until after 
the inauguration of Mr. Cleveland.

BELGIC ORDEREDTO 8TOP AT HONOLULU. 

San Francisco, Feb. 21.—It was announced 
to-day that the steamer Belgic, which sails for 
Hongkong via Yokohama on Thureday next, 
had been ordered to eall at Honolulu. This 
change in the steamer’s course, coupled with a 
telegram from New-York stating that United 
States troops were to be sent to Hawaii, gave 


rise at once to the rumor that a number of com- 
panies from Presidio and Biack Point were to 
be sent away on the steamer. 

Atarmy headquarters the story was denied. 
The Belgic will, of course, carry a mail, and the 
first news of what the Commissioners have 
agreed to will be taken down by her. By this 
means the people in Hawali will learn their 
prospective fate, and the Commissioners will 
be able to get instructions by the Australia, 
which will be due bere March 8. 
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SILVER COMPROMISE. 


THE 


LIITLE EXPECTATION THAT IT WILL 
EVER BE ADOPTED. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—References to the 
‘“‘compromise”’ bill reported to have been 
prought forward at the house of ex-Senator 
Carlisle on Sunday evening were invariably re- 
ceived at the Capitol to-day with smiles of 
amusement or derision. There is small expecta- 
tion that it will be passed, or even that an at- 
tempt will be made to pass it, and there is no 


end of chaffing of the members who were 
brought together to have a private view of it 
before it was publiehid. 

The bill is by sciuse calied “the Livingston 
bill,”’ while others insist that it is ‘‘the Carlisle 
bill,” prepared by Mr. Carlisle. The silver men 
who bave discovered that they were invited to 
Mr. Carlisie’s by a stranger who had invented 
that way of making the supposed hesitating 
free-silver men acquainted with the * —- 
mise ’’ are inclined to talk about their particl- 
pation as the operation of a trap, although 
there was no sort of harm in it. 

The most recent development is that the Re 
publicans, who last week followed Mr. Bur- 
roughe in opposition to legislation on the silver 
question, have gained many recruits, and that, 
in the eventof a new Democratic attempt to 
pass the Livingston-Carlisle substitute for the 
Andrew-Cate bill or the Bherman bond amend- 
ment tothe Appropriation bill, they will all 
vote together in such a way as to make it neces- 
eary for the Democrats to turn out by wholesale 
to pass either measure. 

So, while the Democrats have been gaining 
half a dozen recruits for a bill that is objeo- 
tionable the Republicans have adopted a polit- 
ical position and will seek to embarrass their 
opponents in every possible way, probably in 
the hope that they may be compelled to hold 
an early extra session to veal their dispo- 
sition toward the incoming Administration. 

The silver men coutemplate a new session 
with entire confidence, not in the willingness 
of the next Congress to pass a or such as 
will be requested by the Administration, but in 
the prompt enactment of a law that will make 
this country the only great one that will as- 
sume that it can safely undertake 6 coinage 
while other great netions with which it is 
in intimate commercial relations refuse to 
adopt free coinage ef both gold and silver. 
While it is understood that there willf be an in- 
creased proportion of conservative men in the 
next House, possibly because there will be 
fewer Democrats, it i¢ Dot at all certain that 
Republicans in the next House will be any more 
inclined than are the Republicans in this to 
help the Demecrates out ef their troubles.

DOG DAYS AT THE GARDEN 


ANIMALS THAT MAKE A LOT OF 
NOISE, BUT DRAW CROWDS. 


MOST OF THE PRINCIPAL CLASSES 
JUDGED—TOY DOGS PLACED IN THE 
CAFE THIS YEAR—FAMOUS CANINES 
ON THE BENCHES—PROMINENT PEO- 
PLE IN ATTENDANCE. 


If some great inventive genius would only 
devise a mute that eould be applied te the 
noise-making apparatus of a dog, and the Weat- 
minster Kennel Club could be induced to re- 
quire the exhibitors at its annual bench shows 
in the Madison Square Garden to equip their 
high-bred animals with it, the average person’s 
enjoyment of a visit to the canine congress 
would be very much inoreased. 

There are more than 1,400 quadrupeds of the 
gonus Canis in the show which opened its doors 
to the public yesterday morning, the seven- 
teenth show given by the olub, and they repre- 
sent the bluest blood of dogdom in more than 
forty breeds. The display, save in a few classes, 
notably greyhounds, is the best that the club 
has ever put on the benches. Se everybody who 
goes to the show is sure to be satistied, so far as 
what he sees is concerned. 

Wise people will choose an hour for a visit, 
however, when their nerves are in good condi- 
tion and headache does not threaten, for of all 
the bedlams that a wild imagination could con- 
ceive the Madison Sguare Garden is the worst 
now and will beso to-day, to-morrow, and Fri- 
day. A boiler factory in full operation suggests 
silence as compared with it. 

A faint suggestion of the tumult to come 
atrikes the ears as the visitor approaches the 
building. The doors once passed, the grand dog 
chorus makes conversation in an ordinary tons 
of voice a practical impossibility. Every blessed 
dog seems to be barking, or howling, or growl- 
ing, or snarling, or whining, or crying, as 
though that was the chief aim of a dog’s exist 
ence. The wonder of it is, too, that they 
never seem te stop so long as they are on 
their feet, but keep right on nolse-making until 
they become thoroughly exhausted and curl up 
to go to sleep. Visitors notice, too, as they 
walk around among the dogs that there are no 


two in the lot that seem to have had their 

““bow-wows ” tuned to the same key. 

Apart from the terrible din, the dog show is a 
mighty interesting place. To experts in dog 
flesh itis Paradise, but to the common every- 
day manor woman, whose knowledge of the 
dog is limited to a general idea as to its appear- 
ance and habits, it is a place where there is 
much to admire and to laugh at. Not the least 
interesting part of the show are the exhibitors 
and their manner of handling their pets. 

The first day of the show is always the busi- 
ness day. It takes good part,of it to get the 
dogs comfortably chained up on their benches. 
Then the juding begins, and as there are some- 
thing more than 200 classes to judge, itisa 
big task. It is hurried along as much 
as possible, though, so as to get the dose 
back to the benches, with their prize ribbons 
around their necks, where the public can have 
better opportunity of admiring them. Yester- 
day the judging was continued until late in the 
evening, and most ofthe important classes were 
got through with. The rest will be judged this 
morning, and during the remainder of the show 
the dogs will be in their places. 

The show is arranged just about as it was last 
year, with one exception, which is very much to 
be approved. A)l the little toy dogs, queer little 
creatures which all children, most women, 
and a few men go in raptures Over, are 
thid year exhibited separately in the café 
ot the Garden. At past shows their little 
palace kennels were strung around the 
outer circle of the Garden’s main floor, but the 
delicate, timid little St. Charles spaniele, Skye 
terriers, Mexican hairiess dogs, &c., used to get 
nearly frightened to death by the appearance 
of, and the noise made by, the bloodhounds, St. 
Bernards, bulldogs, Great Danes, and other 
canines made of sterner stuff. It was a mercy 
to them to put them off by themselves, and now 
admiring children and gushing womer can 
stand before them as long as they please with- 
out blocking up the passageways. 

As forthe arrangements on the main floor, 
the benches are run from end to end, with am- 
ple space between the lines. In the centre are 
four pens, in which the judging is done, and 
where trained dogs give exhibitions. The as- 
signment of breeds on the benches is about as 
it has been in past years, the large breeds being 
at the Madison Avenue end of the Garden, and 
the smaller animals, such as the bulldogs, ter- 
riers, and beagies, at the Fourth Avenue end. 

For the manner in which the judging was 
done yesterday, nothing but the highest ap- 
proval was heard, except from disappointed 
exhibitors, mostly of the gentler sex. The 
trouble for the judges is coming this morning 
when they begin judging the toy dogs, which are 
generally taken into the ring by their gentle 
owners, every one of whom is positively certain 
that her petis going to get a blue ribbon, and 
whois likely to expreas her opinion on the 
ignorance or partiality of dog judges in general, 
even though her petis given the piece of red, 
yellow, or white silk. They all want blue. 

The judges are about the same as last year, 
and are all recognized as experts of high stand- 
ing. They, with the breeds assigned to them, 
are: 

St. Bernards, Newfoundlands, and pugs, Miss A- 
H. Whitney, Lancaster, Mase. 

Mastilts, bioodhounds, Russian wolfhounds, acer- 
hounds, greyhounds, Epglish retrievers, collies, 
poodles, a terriers, (smooth.) bull dogs, bull 
terriers, Clydesdales, black and tans and toy terriers, 
toy spaniels, schipperkes, and miscellaneous, George 
Raper, Sheffield, England.

Pointers, English, Irish, and Gordon setters, W. 
Taliman, New- York. 

Spaniels, (field, cocker, elumber, and Irish wa- 
ter,) D. M. Oldham, Arden, N. Y. 

Chesapeake Bay dogs and beagles. fox terriers, 
(wire-haired,) Irish, Scottish, Dandies Dinmont, Bed- 
lington, white English, Welsh, Skyes, and Yorkshire 
terriers and Italian greyhounds, K. F. Mayhew, 
New-York. 

About all the famous dogs who have taken 
first prizes at past shows are on the benches at 
this show. These thoroughbreds are the great 
attraction of the show, but they rather knock 
the interest out of the judging, so far as 
competition goes, for all the knowing 
ones are pretty certain where mest of 
the blue ribbens are going. So far as 
the great majority of visitors are concerned it 
is better to visit the show after the judging is 
tinished, for then they can piek out the rib- 
boned dogs and escape the humility of being 
caught lavishing their admiration on a “‘ low- 
down ”’ animal. 

There is much of the air of ‘ society” about 
the dog show, for the animals are mostly the 
property of the wealthy. Consequently a great 
many prominent people are to be seen there. 
It is not transformed into a display of fine 
raiment by thair presence though, as is 
the horse show. The dog show is 
demecratio. People go dressed as they 
ordinarily are on the streets. Now and then 
one meets a woman conspicuous ~ A the ele- 
ganee of her toilet walking sedately up and 
down between the benches, but the great ma- 
jority go to see the dogs and to iy their heads, 
in spite of frequent cantions not to do so. 

The attendance yesterday afternoon was not 
very large, butin the evening the Garden was 
so crowded that it was difficult to move 
about. The afternoon is the time to ge 
to the show. Among those who were

Columbian Stamped Envelopes. 

HARTFORD, Feb. 21.—The die for the Colum- 
bian stamp that will be used on the United 
States stamped envelopes during the World's 
Fair has been completed, and the printing of 
envelopes will begin here as soon as the shade 
of ink is decided on. 

The stamp will be afar more attractive one 
than the Centennial design, which, in general, 
wae in the form of a shiéld. The color of the 
Centennial stamp was a metallic red. 

The new device, which is circular in form, is 
embellished With a head of Columbus, ocoupy- 
ing the right ofthelower hemisphere. The left is 
occupied with a head of the Geddess of Liberty. 
Both surmount a figure, imaging the American 
eagie. Both heads and the eagle will be in 
white. 

The upper hemisphere contains the inscrip- 
tion, designating the use and design of the 
stamp. The Centennial device contained the 
figure of a relay rider, representing the Postal 
Service in 1776, and a medern mail express train

MR. DUN GIVES THE REASON 
FOR THE SEPARATION. 


NEVER A PARJNER IN THE AGEXCY EX- 
CEPT IN NAME, HE SAYS, AND WAS 
DEVOTING TOO MUCH TIME TO OUT- 
SIDE MATTERS—MR. WIMAN REFUSES 
TO DISCUSS THE MATTER. 


Something of a sensation was created in the 
business community yesterday afternoon by 
the announcement that Erastus Wiman had 
severed his connection with the R. G. Dun 
Mercantile Agency “ by mutual consent.” 

*“Tconcluded lately,” said Mr. Dun last even- 
ing to a reporter of THe New-York TIMES, 
“that Mr. Wiman was devoting en- 
tirely too muoh time to matters out 
side of our office, and requested him to 
withdrawn. I thought it would be better for 
him, as it certainly would for us, if he was in@ 
position where he could give his entire energy 
to his own aflairs. 

“Atnotime did Mr. Wiman have any pro- 
prietary interest in the agency. I built it, up, 
and never parted with any part of my control 
of its affairs. Like some of the- other 
gentlemen associated with me in its manage- 
ment, I permitted Mr. Wiman, out of courtesy, to 
call himself a partner, but I have not and never 
have had any partner or partners. Mr. Wiman’s 
relations with the agency were entirely 
on a salaried basis. His salary varied 
from year to year in proportion to the 
income and profita made, but beyond this he 
had neinterestin the prosperity of the com- 
pany except such as the other employers had. 
Iwas atail times at liberty to terminate our 
arrangement, and did terminate it.”’ 

“Had Mr, Wiman no proprietary interest 
when his name tigured in the firm?” 

“No, Sir, none. About fifteen years ago, out 
ofcompliment to him, I changed the style of 
the firm name to Dun, Wiman « Co., but because 
of certain actions on the part of Mr. Wiman, 
whioh it is not necess to go into here at any 
length, I concluded to drop his name, and the 
tirm’s title became again, as it had been in the 
past, R. G. Dunn & Co.” 

The formal notice of Mr. Wiman’s retirement 
Was sent out by the firm of R. G. Dun & Co. 
without any attempt at explanation and 
without furnishing any particulars. ers 
at the office of the big concern at 
314 Broadway who songht additional light 
on the matter were met by Mr. Douglas 
the local manager, with the statement tha 
there was nothing to say regarding Mr. Wiman’s 
retirement, and Mr. Robert G. Dun, the head 
of the agency, was denied to all seekers after 
news. 

Later, however, Mr. Dun consented to see a 
reporter of THE NEW-YORK Times at his resi- 
dence, 261 Madison Avenue. He waa at first 
disinclined to diseuss the withdrawal or re- 
moval of the man who has so long figured as 
the virtual head of the agenoy, but finally con- 
sented to speak to the extent quoted above. 

Mr. Wiman was found by a New-YorkK TIMES 
reporter at his home on Stuyvesant Place, St. 
George, 8. L., last ae 

When asked why he had severed his connec- 
tion with R. G. Dun & Co. he replied: 

*“Itis purely a private business matter, in 
which the public has ne concern. I withdrew 
from the firm to attend te outside matters of 
my own. I decline to say anything abent it.” 

Mr. Wiman first became connected with the 
agency as managerof the Montreal branch. 
He had been employed as commeroial editor of 
the Montreal Globe and this brought him to the 
notice of R. G. Dun & Co,, when they estab- 
lished a Canadian department. In 1865 Mr. 
Wiman was called to New-York, where his ad- 
vancement was very rapid. 

From the time that his name became 
& part of the firm’s titl, Ma Wiman be- 
gan to achieve a considerable reputation 
as 2a business man, writer, promoter, 
and speaker in thie city. In fac even 
before this period, his name had begun to be 
used very frequently in the New-York ste 
pers, and at the present time it is probably 
os familiar to the public as that of 
any other man in the city. His vigorous 
methods of booming Staten Island, where he 
has lived almost from the time when he came 
here from Canada, where he was born, first at- 
tracted attention, and of late years he has been 
almost continuously in print as an advocate of 
commercial unien with Canada.

P. Huntington, one of the Directors 
and also one of the stockholders of the line, 
said last night that, from a finanolal stand- 
point, the alfairs of the corporation were 
not in a_ satisfactory condition. Wheth- 
er the company would go into a state 
of liquidation was a yo ges he was not pre- 
pared to auswer. He had entered into the cor- 
poration on an investment basis and was not 
thoroughly acquainted with all that had been 
done at executive meootings, not having been 
present. 

Other Directors of the company were not 
prepared to say whatthe status of the line is 
roin a financial point of view, although they 
admitted that the corporation had made money 
only intermittently and was at times hard 
pressed, 

Mr. Charles P. Babbidge, the Secretary of the 
company, and Mr. Charlies M. Pratt, a Director 
and heavy holder of stock, were reported to be 
away from their homes last night, negotiating 
for financial aid to eupport the corporation. 
Neither was to be found at his home in Brook- 


yn.

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FILIBUSTEBS IN  CONGBESS. 
OAB COUPLER BILL AND ANTI-OPTION 
MEASURE IN THEIR HANDS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—All business has been 
stopped again to-day in the House by the call- 
ing up of the Car Coupler bill Karly in the 
afternoon it was taken up with the Senate 
amendments and a motion to concur was made 
under the operation of the previous question. 

That was the signal for filibustering, which 
has been carried on with great persistency all 
the afternoon and into the night, with no pros- 
pect of a successful termination to the fight by 
the friends of the measure. During the after- 
noon the motions for recess for adjournment 
to a day certain for postponement and for 
other purposes were piled upon each other in 
great variety until the opportunity was pro- 


vided for interminable roll ealls, to be extended 
by occasional requests for calls of the House 
when the attendance fell below a quorum. 

The frequent absence of a quorum helped the 
filibusters during the evening, into which the 
session extended. At midnight the Speaker 
stuted that the Sergeant at Arms was 
unable to execute an order of the House 
as to the arrest of absentees. The 
Sergeant at Arms had been unable, on account 
of the dangerous condition of the streets, to 
seoure vehicles from the livery stables. A mo- 
tion to adjourn was voted down, and the dreary 
session continued. 

The opposition comes principally from the 
Southern members, but it is manifested by 
members from other sections. While thereis a 
general belief that railroading, to the car coup- 
lera and brakemen, should be made more safe 
the opposition to a law giving the business con- 
trol of the railroads to the Inter-State Com- 
meroe Commission is strong, and the railroads 
are further opposing the bill because they in- 
sist that the enforcement of the law would ruin 
some of the smaller companies by compelling 
them toexpend sums beyond their abilities to 
equip their cars with couplers and other de- 
vices that are still experimental and that might 
become obsolete before the law had been a year 
on the statute books. 

If the bill is passed its enactment will be at- 
tributable to a feeling of humanity on the 
part of some members, and to a desire on 
the part of some others to “hit the railroad a 
lick,” just upon the theory that the railroads 
ought to be bothered a little, even at expense 
tothem. The conservative members fee) that 
if the Congress can make laws compelling rail- 
roads to furnish their running stock with one 
sort of equipment, they can require them to 
provide others, and if they can constrain them 
to provide any, they may properly direct them 
in other ways as te how they shall manage their 
prey. 

Akin to the position toward the Car Coupler 
bill, will be the opposition to-morrow to the 
Anti-Options bill, which Mr. Hatch (Dem., Mo.,) 
declares he will call up, as the day has been set 
aside for its consideration. The bill was passed 
in the House during the Republican National 
Convention in June, and by an overwhelming 
vote, before the exhaustive debate in the Sen- 
ate which demonstrated to many of its op- 
ponents the futility of the proposed legislation. 

Having seen Mr. Washburn put it through the 
Senate, Mr. Hatch is determined that it shall 
go through the House. But there are many 
men, perhaps less than a majority, who are 
equally determined that it shall not pass at all, 
and that there will have to be an extra session 
toget it through in the Apring. Mr. Hatch in- 
sists that the bill has more privileges than any 
other measure on the calendar, and he will use 
every one of them to have it passed. 

The filibusterers, however, declare that they 
will exhaust all the motions available to tham 
to prevent the bill from coming to a vote. Un- 
der the rules, without aspeeial closure from the 
Committee on Rules, it will be an easy thing for 
two or three men, who do not easily tire or go 
to sleep, to obstruct the passage of this measure. 
Some of the friends of the bill are confident 
that, if passed, it would be !noperative. Mr. 
Hatch is confident that he has a large majority 
with him in favor of approving the Senate 
amendments. The opposition may be as confi- 
dent about that as Mr. Hatoh, and that is ene 
— why it will not permit the bill to advance 
& stage. 

It does not always aee wisdom in a meas- 
ure thata majority is in faver of it, and a mi- 
nority that can prevent the running through of 
@ bill that upon deliberation may turn out 
to be unwise is a good sort of thing, albeit the 
majority is supposed, and ought to be entitled, 
to pass rf bill that commends itself to the 
judgment of the majority.

IRISH PILGRIMS IN ROME

MANY VISITORS ATTRACTED BY 
THE POPE'S JUBILEE. 


4 SPECIAL REORPTION GIVEN TO THE 
SONS OF 8T. PATRICK—ENTER- 
TAINED BY THE DUKE OF NORFOLK 
—CONGRATULATIONS FROM THE 
QUEEN—LEO’S HEALTH. 


RomeE, Feb. 21.—The celebration of Pope 
Leo’s Episcopal jubilee continued to-day, and 
the city 1s brilliant with throngs of visitors and 
Pilgrims from all quarters of the globe. 

The Pope gave a reception to the Armenian 
Patriarch, who presented jetters of congratula- 
tion and gifts from the Bultanof Turkey. After- 
ward Cardinal Logue introduced the Irish pil- 
grims to his Holiness, who received them mest 
graciously. Bishop Francis MacCormack of 
Galway and Kilmacduagh read a Latin address 
from Irish Catholics to the Pope, congratulat- 
ing his Holiness on haying attained a venerable 
age, and expressing a wish that he might be 
spared for many years to rule over the Church. 

Pope Leo began reading a reply in Latin. 
After reading a few words he said that he was 
suffering from a sore throat, and he asked Mgr. 
Bislotti, one of his ecolestastical attendants, to 
continue the reading. The Pope’s reply ex- 
pressed the pleasure which he felt at seeing the 
faithful sons of St. Patrick, and he thanked 
them in gracious terms for organizing the pil- 
gTimage. He said that Irish faith, piety, and 
devotion to the Vatican were always the same, 
in good or evil days. In closing, the Pontiff 
exhorted the pilgrims to persevere in their 
attachment to the Churoh and the Holy See, not 
forgetting St. Patrick’s saying: “ Sicut Chris- 
tiani ita et Romani.” 

The pilgrims listened with reverent attention, 
and at the close of the address each of them was 
presented in turn to the Pontiff and kissed the 
hand of his holiness, who extended his bened ic- 
tion to the pilgrims and to all Irish Catholics. 

The Duke of Norfolk entertained the British 
and Irish pilgrims at the Hotel de Rome this 


evening in order that they might all meet Car- 
dinal Vaughan and Cardinal Logue. The re- 
ception lasted two hours. Among the guests 
were fifteen Bishops and Archbishops. Thé 
hotel was decorated and illuminated. 


Lonbon, Feb. 21.—The Queen has telegraphed 
to the Pope: “I congratulate you upon com- 


pleting the fifty years of your episcopate, and 
sincerely wish you health and happiness.” 

_A dispatch from Rome says that the jubilee 
fétes seem to give renewed health and energy 
to hig Holiness. Every day the pontiff devotes 
nine hours to yo? ge ee and to receptions to 
other visitors, and shows no trace of fatigue in 
his features and bearing. 

Cardinal Rampolla said tothe correspondent 
that it was marvelous to witness the freshness 
and elastic force exhibited by the Pope.

MADRID, Feb. 21.—Thoe Infanta Eulalie, who 
will represent Queen Regent Christina at the 
Chisago Columbian Exhibition, and her hus- 
band, Prince Antoine, who will accompany her 
to America, are already making their prepara- 
tions for the journey.

The Infanta Eulalie, who is the aunt of the 
youthfu) King of Spain, is the most charming 
member of the Spanish royal family. Lately 
her health has been delicate, and itis whispered 
that she is suffering with consumption. It 
is hoped that a sea voyage and a change 
of climate will prove beneficial to 
her. Formerly she was the merriest of 
the Spanish infantas, but since her 
marriage to Prince Antoine, which occurred in 
1886, when the Infanta was twenty-two years 
old, she has fallen into a'state of settled melan- 
choly.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Atone time to-day it 
looked very much as if the Senate would permit 
the proceedings for the acquirement ofa site 
for a new Custom House in the City of New-York 
to go by default. 

Mr. Allison, (Rep., Iowa,) Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, showed unmis- 
takably that he would not be disappointed if 
this fate befell it. As it was, he succeeded in 
inducing the Senate to abolish the Board of 
Commissioners provided for in the act authoriz- 
ing the acquisition of the Bowling Green site. 
Possibly he would have given the scheme 4 still 
harder blow, but for the active work of Mr. His- 
cock (Rep., N. Y.,) im its behalf. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill was under 
eonsideration, and Mr. Hiscock offered an 
amendment calling for the expenditure of 
$800,000 additional “for the damages awarded 
and costs in the condemnation of property for 
‘the site of the proposed Custom Housein New- 
York City.” Mr. Allison, who was in charge of 
the bill, at once entered upon an explanation of 
‘the Custom House question. Be declared that 
great opposition to the selection of the site in 
Bowling Green existed in New-York. There 


was, he said, a well-founded belief in the city 
that the present Custom House should be re- 
paired or enlarged, rather than sold. It was 
generally understood that a new Custom House 
could not be erected short of the expenditure of 
millions of dollars, and many people in the city 
believed it would be the wiser plan for the Gov- 
ernment to permit the condemnation pro- 
ocedings instituted some time ago to lapse. 

“There could be no doubt,” Mr. Allison con- 
‘tinued, “that if the sum mentioned in the 
amendment offered by Mr. Hiscock were not ap- 
propriated the proceedings would lapse by the 
4th day of next March. it was for the Senate 
‘to consider whether the $1,400,000 already ap- 

ropriated for the purchase of the site should 
i paid. Should the decision be affirmative, 
the sum called for in the amendment would 
have to be added.”” Mr. Allison referred to the 
provision inthe law for the construction of a 
new Custom House, calling for the sale of the 
old Custom House for not less than $4,000,000, 
and said that ag yet no purebaser had appeared. 

Mr. Hiscock expressed the opinion that to re- 
peal the law under which condemnation pro- 
ceedings for the Custom House site had been 
begun, or to refuse to execute it, would be an 
unheard-of proceeding. Awards had been wade 
which had received the approval of the courts, 
;and the $800,000 called for was really a judg- 
‘ment against the United States. He acknowl- 
edged that there was opposition to the change 
of the site of the Custom House, but said it was 
‘largely confined to the occupants of buildings 
‘in the immediate neighborhood of the present 
‘Custom House. There would undoubtedly have 
‘been bids for the old structure if proper ar- 
Tangements had been made for giving posses- 
sion. The proceedings, in his opinion, bad pro- 
gressed so far thatit would be simple folly for 
the Government to abandon them. 

At this point Mr. Allison admitted that the 
amendment ought to be agreed to, unless the 
‘Government was prepared to abandon the site 
lgaelected. He submitted, however, that the sec- 
tion in the original act giving to a commission 
of tive citizens of New-York absolute power 
‘over the erection of the building ought to be re- 
pealed. Such autocratic power, he said, had 
never been conferred upon a Cabinet officer. 
Provided that the commission and the Secretary 
of the Treasury could not agree upon the sub- 
ject of the structure, the commission could, un- 
jder the law, proceed regardless of his views. 

Mr. Cockrell (Dem., Mo.,) had sent to the 
library for a file of the Congressional Record 
while the discussion was proceeding, and, after 
making a hasty examination of the volumes, he 
took the floor and criticised the Hisoock amend- 
ment. It was, he asserted, a violation of the 
pledges made to Congress when the original act 
was being considered, which were in effect that 
the site for the new Custom House could be 
secured for $1,500,000, and that the old build- 
ing could be seld for $4,000,000. 

here was a long discussion on this point, in 
which Mr. Platt (Rep., Conn.,) and Mr. Vest 
(Dem., Mo.,) took part Finally, Mr. Allison 
offered an amendment tothe Hiscock amend- 
ment, abolishing the commission of five, which 
‘wae carried by the decisive vote of 41 to 12. 
Thus loaded down, Mr. Hiscock’s amendment 
was agreed to without division. It will have to 
undergo the scrutiny of the House, and it is not 
unlikely that it will receive rough handling in 
that body.

RUSHED THE BACE-TRACK BILLS. 


————— 
THE NEW-JERSEY HOUSE LOST NO TIME 
IN PASSING THEM. 


TRENTON, Feb. 21.—The race-track bills wore 
whipped through the Assembly at a galop this 
morning, and the arrangement was that the 
Senate should pass them this afternoon. Buta 
single objection was sufficient to defeat their 
consideration in the Senate, and the single ob- 
jection was 80 sure to come from somewhere 
that the idea of rushing them in the upper 
branch was abandoned. 

It is doubtful if the advecates of the bills will 
attempt to pass them to-morrow, though. Itis 
said that Senator Adrain called upon the Re- 
publican Senators to request that they allow 
the acts to go through without interruption, 
bat they would not consent. 

The Assembly had soarcely opened before the 
Committee on Municipal Corporations—of which 
Thompson, the Gloucester race-course man, is 
Chairman—reported the three billa. Studer, a 
Republican member of the committee, offered 
an adverse report and asked that it be substi- 
tuted for the majority one. This was not done, 
and then Lane came forward witha motion that 
the bills be referred to a committee of the 
whole House, and that the committee be in- 
structed to hold a public hearing on Tuesday 
next. 

If support of this motion he urged that the 
people of the State were opposed to any con- 
cessions to the race-track people, and that they 
should be given an opportunity to make a 
demonstration against it. Thompson and his 
allies preserved a discreet silence and let Lane 


do all the talking. 
They reserved their energies for the voting; 
and Lane’s resolution was defeated by a vote 


of 34to 21. It was not many minutes, the re- 
port having been accepted, before the bills 
were called up on second, and then on third, 
reading. 

Lane attacked them from every point. He 
wanted them amended so that no township com- 
mittee that had not been elected on the race- 
track issue could grant a license to a track, 
but the House would not accept his amend- 
ment. Then he moved that the county 
should have a chance to get a share of the gate 
money. Again the House decided against him. 

Then he tried to keep the lobby that crowded 
the floor out of the reach of the members, but 
Speaker Flynn said the lobby should be ex- 
cluded only when it was offensively active 
on the floor. 

Lane made his final attack by calling the 
Speaker's attention to the rule that forbidsa 
member to vote on any bill in which he hasa 
personal interest. This hit in three directions— 
at Flynn, the 8peaker, who is the starter at 
Gloucester; at Carroll of Hudsen, who has been 
known to make books on the same track, and at 
Thompson of Camden, who is the owner of the 
course. Flynn wanted Lane to particularize. 

“The Speaker knows, and, of course, he will 
perform, his duty properly,” was Lane’s re- 
apense. 

“The Chair will rule, then,” the Speaker said, 
“ that it does not apply.” 

Thompson dodged the next vote, but he came 
up on all subsequent roll calls, and the acts 
went threugh in one-two-three order by a vote 
of 34 to 23. 

Last night Allan L. McDermott was sure that 
the name of ex-Gov. Abbett would be sent to 
the Senate for the Supreme Court Judgeship to- 
day. This morning, however, Senator Adrain 
threatened to denounce the nemination on the 
fioor of the Benate unless the name wag with- 
held, for a time at least, and the name was witb- 
held for the present. It is expected that Adrain 
will relent. 

Mr. Daly of Hudson introduced an act which 
provides that no person can leave by will more 
than $1,000,000 to heirs, all over $1,000,000 
to zo to the State. 

The Senate repassed MoMickle’s Anti-Blue 
Law bill in its amended shape. 

The Governor renominated Bernard J. Ford 
to be Superintendent of the State House for 
five years, at a salary of $3,000 per year, and 
William R. Lippincott to a Judgeship in Bur- 
lington County. 

A number of pending nominations were con- 
firmed, among them that of Simmerman to be 
Chief ef the Jiabor Bureau, and Judge MoCor- 
mack ef Union. 

Both houses will reassemble to-morrow.

LONG ISLAND City, Feb. 21.—One more ease 
of typhus has appeared among the prisoners in 
the Queens County Jalil, the fifth victim being 
Henry Heil, a short-term prisoner. He and 
Mary A. Johnson, colored, have the disease in a 


violent form. The quarantine of the jail and 
Court House is being rigidly kept up, and the in- 
fected prisoners are isolated.

INTEREST IN THE READING 


POPULAR CURIOSITY AS TO THE 
FUTURE OF THAT PROPERTY. 


VARIOUS EXPLANATIONS OF THE CAUSE 
OF THE COLLAPSE—AWAITING A 
STATEMENT FROM THE RECEIVERS— 
FORTHER TRADING IN THE STOCK 
—OTHER RAILROAD INTERESTS. 


The significance of the placing of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroadin the hands of receivers is 
interpreted variously by railroad men and financiers 
in this city. The prevailing opinion is that the ool- 
lapse of McLeod's ambitious combination was due to 
oOverextension, extravagant bargains, and loose 
financiering generally. 

There are some persons, however, who affect to 
believe that President McLeod, finding himself beset 
by enemies and temporarily embarrassed, has, in 
applying for receivers, executed one of his adroit 
moves; a move which is destined notonly to make 
him stronger in the control of Reading eventually, 


“but will enable him to tighten his grip on the New- 


York and New-England Road. 

It is argued by some Wall Street men who still be- 
lieve in McLeod’s ability as a financier that he pro- 
cured the appointment of receivers only to obtain 
relief from the pressing demands for payment of cer- 
tain Reading obligations. In due time, it is asserted, 
McLeod and his friends will, after securing control 
of the New-England Road, buy back their Reading 


stock at theirown price. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, that the persons who take this view of the sit- 
Tation are not numerous. 

The great majority of railroad men and Wall 
Street men regard the financial collapse of the Readé 
ing Company as complete. The prevalent curiosity 
now is to know just how much the corporation owes. 
The amount of Heading’s floating debt is variously 
estimated from $6,000,000 to $12,000,000. There 
was a report from Philadelphia yesterday that the 
receivers would issue an accurate financial state- 
ment soon. 

Mr. A. B, Boardman appeared before Judge Wal- 
lace in the United States Circuit Court in this ci 
yosterday as counsel for Thomas O. Platt and ask 
that A. A. MoLeod, E. P. Wilbur, and Judge Edward 
Paxson be appointed receivers to take a of the 
property of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company within the jurisdiction of the court. The 
application was granted, the receivers being re- 
quired to give a joint bond of $100,000. 

Interest in the Reading stock in the New-York 
Stook Exchange yesterday was lively, but in no 
sense as feverish as on the three previous days. The 
total sales of Keading stook for the day aggregated 
223,080 shares. The price opened at 31, dropped to 
28%, and recovered to 20% The tiuctaationsin New- 
York and New-England stook indicated that there 
was @ good buying de a4. The A nag ope at 
40, dropped to 384, and closed at 40%. 

An official statement was sent ont by the receivers 
last evening thatthe pay car of the Reading Road 
will start out to-morrow morning with snflicient 
funds to pay off all the employes of the road. 

Mr. J. Rogeré Maxwell, President of the Jersey 
Central Road, said in response to queries aboat 
heading owing his company $500,000: ** The total 
amount due from the Reading to the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Company is $103,000, the balance hav- 
ing been paid some time ago. The Reading owes the 
Jersey Central only $127,000 traftic balance, which 
is less than the usualamonnt. These are preferred 
liabilities un@er the order of the court.” r. Max- 
well was of the opinion that the Reading troubles 
had been brought about simply because the manage- 
ment had failed to make the road pay. 

Vice President Garrett of the Lehigh Valley spoke 
as follows about the effect of the Reading recciver- 
ship on that road: “1 don’t see that tt can have any 
effect. So wy ee the Reading goes on paying the 
rentals to the Lehigh Valley the lease will not be 
atfected; and, so far as I can see, the Reading will 
be in a better position to meet its obligations under 
the receivership than under the former management, 
because the road will be operated under the protec- 
tion of the court and will not be pressed by the obli- 
gations growing out of the floating indebtedness.”’ 

Samuel Sloan, President of the Lackawanna, re- 
marked that the fact that Reading remained in the 
hands of Mr. McLeod and his friends is evidence 
that Reading’s policy with respect to the coal trade 
will continue. There was no reason to look for any 
change in the price of coal. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 21.—Judge Edward M. Pax. 
son, A. A. McLeod, and E. P. Wilbur, the receivers 
of the Philadeiphia and Reading Railroad and Coal 


and Iron Companies, met at the ceneral offices of 
the company at 9:30 o’clook this morning, and will 
be together the greater part of the day. They are 
going over the affairs of the concerns and will most 
probably outline a policy to be pursued. 

At 12:39 P. M., when Mr. MoLeod emerged from 
@ room adjacent to where the Directors meet, he 
greeted several reporters, and after shaking hands 
witn each one expressed his lasting friendship for 
them, “ You have treated me very kindly,” sald he, 
“and I shall never forget you.” 

When asked about the situation in New-Eagland, 
Mr. McLeod smiled, but said nothing. A moment 
later, however, he said: 

“I think I have adopted the proper course and 
think I know how to treat this property.” 

Although it has been officially announced that a 
statement of the Reading’s affairs will be issued, 
mir. McLeod declared that it would not be given out 
to-day. A press of business will prevent its issu- 
anoe to-day, the head of the Reading system said, 
and then he bowed himself from the room and re- 
joined the other receivers. Whether the statement 
will be issued by President MoLeod or by the re- 
ceivers jointly is not yet known. 

The Reading receivers to-day confirmed the five 
years’ convuract between the company and the 
Finance Company of Pennsylvania, whereby the lat- 
ter handles on commission the ooal output of the 
Reading system. The advantage of this contract toe 
the Finance Company lies in remunerative profits, 
while the Reading will be benefited by securing 
convenient advances, secured by coal, without re- 
sorting for aid, as heretofore, to the open market, 

The expected final statement of the ‘receivers was 
not forthooming to-day, nor will it be until they have 
more accurately surveyed the situation. 

One of the results of yeaterday’s inecting of the 
Directors of the Lehigh Valley is said to have been 
the forma! notification es A to the receivers of the 
Reading that the Lehigh Valley would consent tothe 
continuance of the lease between the two roads. 
There was no meeting to-day of the Directors of the 
Lehigh Valley, nor was any conference known to be 
held The ollicials of the road denieda number of 
Street rumors, one of which was to the effect that a 
separate receivership would be asked for the Lehigh 
Valley.

The annual report of the operation of the Central 
Railroad of New-Jersoy for the year 1892 has just 
been issued-in pamphlet form.

BILLS PASSED AND INTRODUCED. 


THE HEARING ON THE “ GREATER NEW- 
YORK” MEASURE POSTPONED. 


ALBANY, Feb. 21.—The Senate has passed the 
Webster bill permitting the New-York Corpora- 
tion Counsel to designate one of his assistants 
to act in his stead when the former is absent 
from town, with an amendment that the Cor- 
poration Counsel shall also act as a member ef 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. The 
bill has been returned to the Assembly for con- 
currence. 

The Senate has also passed and sent to the As- 
sembly the bill of Senator Roesch amending the 
insurance laws, by providing that the valua- 
tions of all outstanding policies, additions 
thereto, unpaid dividends, and all other obliga- 


tions of every life insurance corporation doing 
business in this State, shall be made by the 
Superintendent of Insurance upon the net pre- 
miam basis according to the table of mortality 
adopted as its standard of valuation, and that 
in every case the standard of valuation shall be 
stated in his annual report. 

On motion of Mr. Farquhar, (Dem., New- 
York,) the House made his Blanket Ballot Re- 
form bill a special order for next Tuesday. 

The joint hearing before the Cities Committee 
of the Senate and House on Senator Aspinall’s 
(Rep., Kings,) Greater New-York bill has been 
postponed from Feb. 28 to March 8. 

The following billa were introduced in the 
Assembly: 

By Mr. Wesbeter, (Dem., New-York.)—Providing 
for an additional bureau in the Law Department of 
New-York City, to bo known as the “ Bureau of 
Street Openings,” which shall have oharge of all 
legal proceedings to open and close streets and ave- 
nues and to acquire title to real estate. The Corpo- 
ration Counsel is toappoint the head of the bureau 
and all other employes and fix their rates of com pen- 
sation. Such bureau shall furnish to the Commis- 
sioners of Estimate and Assessment all required as- 
sistance. 

By Mr. O'Connor, (Dem., Kings.)—Authorizing 
the expenditure ef an additional $100,000 on the 
new Fourteenth Regiment Armory, in Brooklyn, 
making the total $500,000. 

By Mr. Ott, (Dem., Kings.)—Making it a misde- 
meanor for insurance companies to settle for less 
than the full amount of the policy, in case of total 
loss on life or property where a policy has been fully 
paid up and bas been in force one year. 

By Mr. Haley, (Dem., Oneida )—Providing that it 
snall be unlawful for any person to oounterfeit or 
imitate the labels, trademarks or forms of advertis- 
ing adopted by a labor organization for the proteo- 
tion of its members, after such labels and trademarks 
have been recorded with the Secretary of State. 

By Mr. McManus, (Dem., New-York.)—Autheriz- 
ing the Governor to appoint a copper-plate engraver 
to engrave a map of Fire Island fat an expense not 
exceeding 300; also, providing for the setting aside 
of @ ward in the State penal and charitable institu. 
tions for the treatment of habitual drunkards and 
the morphine habit by the cure known as the Garten 
oure. 

By Mr. Sullivan, (Dem., New-York.)—By unant- 
mous consent, amending the Railroad law. The 
bill is supposed to be introduced in behalf of the 
Lexington Avenue Railroad Company, New-York 
City. It allows the Common Council of the city to 
make such regulations as to the amount of security 
required, the motive power to be used, and the rate 
of fare to be charged as it shall deem to be for the 
interest of the public. The bill also confirms all 
actions heretofore taken in substantial compliance 
with the provisions of this act.

STRICTER AMATEUR RULES, 


AMENDMENTS ADOPTED BY THE LEAGUE 
OF AMERICAN WHEELMEN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 21.—The second day of the 
League of;American Wheelmen’s meeting was called 
to order this morning at 9 o’clock. The minor 
amendments were disposed of, providing for the 
division of California into two portions, the increase 
of basis of representation from 1 delegate for every 
200 members, to 1 for every 400. 

The color question was then taken up, and con- 
sumed the balance of the morning. The present. 
ment of the Southern members was ably made by 
Chief Consul Watts of Kentucky. Noever before in 
the history of the league have such eloquent speak- 
ers been heard on the ficor of its assembly. The old 
question of the Declaration of Independence was 
fought over again. The amendment was lost, but 
the vote was about evenly divided. The, colored 
wheelmen will be accepted in the League of Amer- 


ican Wheelmen if they choose to apply. Thero are 
now six coiored riders ip the league. 

The amateur rule came up next, and the assembly 
oe le itself for a long debate; but Chairman 

ymond quietly made a few remarks and withdrew 
the original amendment, and surprised everybody 
by pescerating & stricter amateur rule than the one 

The present amateur rule is as follows: |An 
amateur is one who has not engaged in nor assisted 
in nor taught cycling orany other recognized ath- 
letic exercise for money or any other remuneration, 
nor knowingly competed with or against a profes- 
sional for a prize of an wo sy or one who, 
after having forfeited the amateur status, has had 
the same restored by a competent authority having 
jurisdiction over the sport. 

A cyclist ceases to be an amateur by: 

(a) Engaging in oycling or other recognized ath- 
letic exercise, or personally teaching, training, or 
coaching any person therein, either as a means of 
obtaining a livelihood, or for a wager, money prize, 
or gate money. 

( ting with a professional, or making pace 
for, or Roving the pace made by such in pubiio, or 
for a prize. 

(¢) Belling, pawning, turning into cash or realiz- 
ing upon, any prise won by him. 

(a@) Accepting, directly or indireotly, for cycling, 
any remuneration, compensation, or expense what- 
ever from a oycle manufacturer, agent, or other per- 
son interested in the trade, or from any other person 
having a pecuniary interest in the sport, except that 

clist may accept from the oycle or athletio club 
whioh he represents his y exp in train- 
—— and attending race meetings. 

© améndments to be added are: 

First—No prize value of more than $150 shall be 
offered or awarded in any cycle race, except in the 
case of international contests. 

Second—The Racing Board shall have the right, in 
considering and determining questions that affect 
the amateur status of any cyclist, to act upon any 
kind of testimony, circumstantial or direct, and by & 
unanimous vote expel such accused or suspected 
cyclist, or by act of its Chairman may suspend such 
cyclist pending iavestigation. Any oyclist who has 
beon expelled shall have a right of appeal only to 
the National Assembly of the League of American 
Wheelmen, and shall be reinstated only by vote of 
such assembly, upos @ competent sho of error 
on the part of the or grning Board. 

Third—The Racing Board, through its Chairman, 
shall have the right of censorship over the character 
of prizes offered in cycle races, and may withold or 
withdraw ita sanction to race promoters, provided 
its decisions excluding any prize or prizes is not 
complied with. 

It will be noted that the first amendment cuts 
down the prize values, that the second gives the 
board the power to expel on circumstantial evidence, 
and the third covers the character of prizes to be of- 
fered, and willdo away with the ridiculous nature 
of them, Ooltins, burial plots, donkeys, laundry 
bills, and others of thig nature will be“ione away 
with. The league is willing to stand or fall on a 
atricter amatear definition, and fears no resistance 

The Racing Board was empowered to go ahead 
with the international races tor 1893 and carry on 
the meet at Chicago, which means that tho league 
will run ita own meet this year and not turn it over 
to any club. 

One of the best provisions of the new rules is that 
relating to reinstatements. It will be so hard in 
future for a professional to secure reinstatement 
thatracing men will be cautious about disobeying 
the rules. Once declared a ———. a year must 
pass before they can have a hearing. Under the new 
rules such applications for reinstatement as were in 
hand were taken up for action and all rejected save 
that of W. H. Senter of Brocton, Mass., whoshowed 
how an error had been made, and he was relieved of 
his sentence, 

A vote of thanks was passed to H. L. Saltonstall 
for the presentation of a thousand-dollar oup for 
the international races. The Southern delegation 
state that all talk of their resigning from the league 
owing to the defeat of the color-line amendments is 
incorrect; that they would remain loyal to the 
league and continue worging to increase the mem- 
bership. The Presidential term was out down to 
one year. President burdett announced that he had 
offered the Chairmanship of the Racing Board to 
Mr. Raymond for the next year. 

An appropriation of $1,500 was made to Mr. Ray- 
mond for the expenses of his office. The meeting 
then adjourned, having finished its business.

MR. FISH’S CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 


AN EFFORT TO PUSH THROUGH THE 
PBRSONAL REGISTRATION BILL. 


ALBAnY, Feb. 21.—Hamilton Fish, Jr., (Rep. 
Putnam,) alluded to the unsettled condition of 
the machine in the Assembly during the debate 
on Mr. Quigley’s (Dem., Kings,) Ten-Hour-a- 
Day bill to railroads in cities of over 75,000 
inhabitants, which brought laughter from all 
parts of the house. 

T. D. Sullivan (Dem., New-York,) asserted 
that the first year’he was in the Assembly the 
Republicans held a majority similar to that 


which the Demoorats now hold. They passed 
the same kind of bills as this one, and now they 
charge that this one is demagogie. 

“If petit larceny were nota crime the Demo- 
crate would have had the Assembly even in 
those days,” observed Mr. Ainsworth, (Rep., 
Oswego.) 

“ But,” exclaimed Mr. Sullivan, “‘ wait till 
we get tye Personal Registration bill. When 
that bilPpasses you won’t vote gravestones up 
in the State.” 
in aad I ask you a question?” inquired Mr. 

sh. 

“Why, certainly,” returned Mr. Sullivan ur- 
banely. 

‘“‘With your Democratio majority here,” re- 
turned Mr. Fish, “ why don’t you pass your 
Personal Registration bill, a bill whioh, { be- 
lieve, you city people all want? ” 

The House smiled audibly. ‘ I’ll let Mr. Fish 
get away with that,” said Mr. Sullivan “for it 
isn’t often that he gets the best of us.” 

Mr. Ainsworth stigmatized the bill as uncon- 
stitutional and as anarchistic. It meant ruin to 
Many corporations. Suppose, he contended, 
that a railway should ran into a snowbank, as 
his train did yesterday, and remain there for 
forty-eight hours. The company’s treasury 
would succumb upon the demands for penalties. 

Then it was that Mr. Quigley, the Democratic 
leader, made an observation worthy of Tim 
Campbell or Mark Tapley: “If this bill is un- 
constitutional,” he said, “then the Constitution 
must be wrong.” 

Col. Webster (Dem., New-York,) declared it 
was an act of cowardice for him to remain 
there and not to express his sentiments. The 
bill is unconstitutional. It infringes upon the 
rights of corporations and upon the laws of 
commerce. @ employers have rights as well 
as employes, and the Legislature ought to pro- 
tect one as Well asthe other. The bill passed, 
however, 67 to 49. 

At to-night’s session of the Assembly the 
Democrats, acting under orders of Mr. Murphy 
and under the personal direction of Clerk De 
Froest, attempted to take Mr. Fish at his word. 
In the absence of Chairman Cooney of the Ju- 
diclary Committee, Daniel Martin gave notice 
from the floor that a meeting of the committee 
would be held at once. Leader Malby of the 
Republicans, suspecting that the Personal Reg- 
istration bill was to be considered, raised a pro- 
test, grounded on the rule prohibiting meetings 
of committees while the House was in session. 
The committee retired into the smoking room, 
but it was found that no action could be taken, 
owing to the absence of three Demoocrats— 
Messrs. Cooney of Kings and Southworth and 
Farquhar of New-York. 

Mr. Ainsworth, (Kep., Oswego,) a member of 
the Judiciary Committee, having been informed 
that the intent of the Democrats was to force 
the bill through to-night, moved a eal! of the 
House for the purpose of filibustering. Tbe mo- 
tion was defeated. A second motion fared bet- 
ter, the Democrats good-naturedly voting with 
the Republicans. 

Having got the call, the House degenerated 
into a circus. Mr, Farquhar managed to elude 
the vigilance of one of the doorkeepers, but was 
instantly spied. The Democrats, now having 
lnembers enough to report the bill from the 
committee, raised the call. The Judiciary 
Committees met in the reom of the Financial 
Clerk in the rear of the Assembly Chamber, Mr. 
Malby protested. A half dozen points of order 
were made by the Republicans, and several 
motions to adjourn were voted down. As soon 
as the Judiciary Committee emerged from its 
lair, the House went into the order of commit- 
tees, and the Personal Kegistration bill was re- 
ported. 

Again the Republicans raised repeated points 
of order, = be overruled by the Speaker, 
until finaly Mr. Ainsworth appealed from the 
decision of the Chair. This appeal was prompt- 
ly laid on tne table, and the Personal Registra- 
tion bill was ordered to second reading in spite 
of vigorous protestsand fllibustering on the 
part of the Republicans. 

Mr. Ransom, (Dem., Niagara,) the introducer 
of the bili, attempted to advance it by sliding in 
a resolution suspending certain rules, but Mr. 
Fish nipped the soheme. The Democrats pre- 
dict that the bill will pass the House to-morrow. 





THE STEVENSON EXAMINATION, 


THE PAY INSPECTOR FOUND FIT IN 
EVERY WAY FOR PROMOTION. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The board of officers 
which has been engaged in the examination of 
Pay Inspector John H. Stevenson for promo- 
tion completed its labors to-day and submitted 
its report to the Secretary. 

The board found Mr. Stevenson fit for promo- 
tion morally, physically, and professionally. It 
was the most searching examination, it is said, 
to which an officer of the navy has ever been 
subjeeted. The first board which examined the 


officer was rebuked forits hasty consideration 
of the evidence before it, and the second beard 
spared neither time nor eftort to go thoroughly 
into the case. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the friends 
of Mr. Stevenson that the Seoretary will ap- 
prove the iindings of the board. and thatthe 
President will sign Mr. Stevenson’s commission 
asa Pay Director. The President has said that 
he had no feeling against Mr. Stevenson, and 
that his recent approval of the board’s tindings 
did not arise from any personal ill will.

It really 
removesan objection to deferringaction. If 
the Democrats of the Senate have not 
taken leave of their senses they will not 
permit the next Administration to be sad- 
dled with a responsibility that it has a 
clear right to examine before assuming. 











Mr. FaARQUHAR’s bill so amending the 
election laws as to provide for the use of 
the blanket ballot came up in the Assem- 
bly yesterday, but as it had *‘ just been re- 
printed with amendments” he desired to 
give members a chance to become familiar 
with its provisions, and had it made a spe- 
cial order for next Tuesday morning.

words.” According to this, whether a 
voter marks the “yes” or the “no” he 
votes “in favor” of the proposition. There 
are & humber of slips almost as bad in the 
phraseology of the bill.

Could the I/nter Ocean rea- 
sonably expect that the Attorney General 
would bring suit against an organization 
in the making of which one of his associ- 
ates had taken 80 prominent a part and in 
the profits of which he was so largely in- 
terested ? 





As fast as the courts in Kansas can get 
hold of the question they are likely to de- 
cide that the so-called ‘“‘ Populist House” 
is and has been from the staré an illegal 
body. This necessarily vitiates the election 
of MARTIN to the United States Senate.

The nomination of Col. ELWELL 8. OTIs, 
Twentieth Infantry, to be Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the place of Gen. Carr, retired, 
indicates that the somewhat complex 
arrangement proposed in relation to this 
vacancy will not be fully carried out. Its 
central portion has failed to connect with 
the other two, Gen. SCHOFIELD, it will be 
remembered, in recommending the placing 
of Gen. CARR on the retired list, also pro- 
posed the promotion and immediate retire- 
ment of Col. CARLIN, Fourth Infantry; but 
the President has skipped that part of the 
programme, and gone directly to the final 
step, which was that of nominating ‘“‘ some 
younger Colonel,” by sending to the Senate 
the name of Col. Oris. The high reputa- 
tion and ability of all three officers are of 
course conceded. Col. CARLIN’sS early re- 
tirement for age was in his favor, but Col. 
Oris is the senior of the two in rank, A 
native of Maryland, his military career be- 
gan, we believe, in 1862, as Captain of the 
One Hundred and Fertieth New-York In- 
fantry. His war record was excellent, and 
he received the brevets of Colonel in the 
regular army and the volunteers for gal- 
lantry at Spottsylvania, and of Brigadier 
General in the volunteers for the battle of 
Chapel House. After the war he was made 
Lieutenant Colonel of the Twenty-second 
Infantry, and he commanded the infantry 
and cavalry school from November, 1881, 
to June, 1885. Heis said to have been ex- 
Secretary PROcTOR’s candidate, both when 
Gen. WHEATON and when Gen. CARR were 
promoted. The army will be glad to have 
the recent unpleasant incident closed. 











What the Italians call their “ Pana- 
minos” is a more than respectable imita- 
tion of the French original. It has already 
produced what seems to have been 4 
suicide not less important in proportion 
than that of RerinacH, which ushered in 
the exhaustive investigation that has been 
had since, and that is still in progress. 
There is evident, too, the same general 
apprehension among politicians in Rome 
that was apparent at Paris, and the 
same desire to hush up _ disclosures 
that may be unpleasant. In. France 
public opinion has been too much 
aroused to make this course possible. It 
remains to be seen whether it will be more 
feasible in Italy. It is noteworthy that 
several of the men already arrested, who 
are not very important in themselves, have 
defended themselves by alleging the disas- 
trous consequences that would ensue if 
they told all they knew. If public opinion 
has much force in Italian politics they will 
have an opportunity to tell it, neverthe- 
less. 





THE COMPROMISE SILVER BILL. 

The bill which it is reported. was agreed 
upon the other night by a number of mem- 
bers of the House heretofore opposed to 
the suspension of silver purchases, in con- 
ference with Mr. Caruisie, has a future 
and contingent interest rather than a 
present one. It is not within the range 
of probability that any bill on this subject 
can become a law at this session. Even if 
it could secure enough votes in the House, 
nothing would be easier than for one or 
two Senators to prevent action upon itin 
the Senate. Weconfess that, in these cir- 
cumstances, we cannot quite see the ad- 
vantage of any agreement or even any 
very serious discussion of the terms 
on which a bill might be passed in 
the House if it could be brought 
up. There is very little chance that it can 
be brought up, and there is none whatever 
that it could become a law. Conferences 
on the question, therefore, are not very 
practical with reference to either finance 
or politics. And though Mr. CARLISLE is 
far too prudent aman and too conversant 
with affairs to permit himself to be com- 
mitted to any plan in the character of a 
future Secretary of the Treasury, the con- 
nection of his name with any proposed 
form of legislation is likely to prove em- 
barrassing to him when he comes to assume 
the responsibility of actual power. 

The reported bill, as we have said, has a 
certain interest with reference to the 
future. for this reason: It givesa clue to 





thé nature of the terms that the silver men 


in the House will try to obtain in the next 
Congress, whenever it meets, as the price 
of their support for stopping the purchase 
of silver. In the present bill it is proposed 
that the bullion now on hand shall be 
coined, at the rate of $3,000,000 per month, 
into standard silver dollafs, after setting 
aside so much of the bullion at coinage 
valne ‘‘as may be necessary, including the 
silver dollars heretofore coined” under 
the act of 1890, ‘to redeem all the out- 
standing United States Treasury notes is- 
sued in payment for silver bullion.” The 
dollars coined for the redemption of out- 
standing Treasary notes are to be retained 
in the Treasury to be used for that purpose 


‘only. The remaining dollars coined are to 


be “covered into the Treasury as a miscel- 
laneous receipt,” and will be paid out in 
the ordinary course of business. It will be 
seen that the amount of the coinage for 
the redemption of the Treasury notes 
is indefinite. It is so much as “may be 
necessary for that purpose.” In effect it 
must be left to the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. Consequently the 
amount of the coinage remaining must also 
be left to his discretion. He may decide 
that one-half the bullion ‘‘may be neces- 
sary” for redemption purposes. He may 
decide that none is necessary. As a matter 
of fact, none is likely to be required for 
that purpose, for no one is likely to ex- 
change a Treasury note issued for a quan- 
tity of silver equivalent at the time of 
issue to the face of the note for silver dol- 
lars of an intrinsic value far less than that. 
In any case, no one can tell low much of 
the bullion on hand wonld be coined for 
general uses under this bill. 

By the proposed law the dollars thus 
coined and paid out may be deposited and 
silver certificates taken out for them, To 
the extent that this is done we should still 
have a monthly increase of $3,000,000 of 
Government paper which must be kept at 
par in gold. That certainly is not desira- 
ble. It may even bevery unsafe. It would 
depend upon the gold receipts of the Treas- 
ury, and no one can foretell their course. 
The silver certificates, though not a legal 
tender, would be receivable for taxes, and 
unless there were a very decided weakeh- 
ing in the demand for gold it is inevitable 
that these certificates should constitute a 
large proportion of the payments to 
the Treasury. If the demand for gold 
should be greater, instead of less, the sit- 
uation of the Government might easily 
be worse under the new plan than under 
the present one, and under the present it is 
bad enough. Our opinion therefore, 
that the so-called compromise is not ad- 
vantageous, that it may be dangerous, 
and, further, that it is unnecessary. We 
believe that, with a firm policy on the part 
of the Government to maintain gold pay- 
ments by the use of such power as it clearly 


is, 


possesses, public opinion will force the 
next Congress to stop the purchases of 
silver unconditionally. As that is the only 
sure and permanent relief from the evils in 
which dickering and dealing with the 
silver faction have involved us, we are per- 
suaded that it would be better to fight the 
issue out on that line, 











INVESIMENT OF SAVINGS. 

The officers and Trustees of the savings 
banks of this city, if not those of the whole 
State, seem to be practically unanimous 
in desiring the passage of the bill intro- 
duced by Senator MULLIN extending the 
scope of investment for the deposits of 
savings banks. We hardly see why a dele- 
gation of these men should present their 
arguments in support of the bill before 
Mayor GILRoy and ask his aid in securing 
its passage. He has no official relation 
with the Legislature or with the savings 
banks, and, while it is proper enough for 
him to favor or oppose measures affecting 
the administration of this city, it would 
hardly be becoming for him to interfere 
ina matter of this kind. It can only be 
asked on the supposition that he would use 
political influence in behalf of legislation 
that has no connection with politics or 
even with public administration. There 
should be no occasion to resort to political 
or official influence in this matter. It 
should be dealt with entirely upon its 
merits, and if it can be shown that the 
proposed legislation is forthe actual ben- 
efit of savings banks and their depositors, 
there should be no difficulty in convincing 
the Legislature of that fact and securing 
the passage of the bill. 

Efforts have been made for several years 
to secure to the managers of savings banks 
in this State the privilege of extending the 
scope of their investments. ‘The main rea- 
son has been that under the present re- 
strictions it is growing more and more 
difficult to keep their funds employed in 
such manner as to afford a moderate return 
upon the aggregate amount. It is not de- 
sirable to have them profitably employed 
where any risk is involved, and safety is 
the highest, in fact the one essential, con- 
sideration. The great stress that has been 
laid upon safety rather thanincome is what 
has thus far prevented the legislation asked 
for, but the time seems to have come when 
something can be done for the relief of the 
savings banks quite consistent with safety, 

Besides their investments in bonds se- 
cured by mortgage upon real estate they 
are now permitted to hold United States 
bonds, the bonds of any State which has 
not defaulted in payment of interest or 
principal on any of its obligations within 
ten years, andin any of the interest-bear- 
ing securities of the cities, counties, towns, 
villages, or school districts of this State. 
One purpose of the full liberty given of in- 
vesting in the stocks and bonds of cities, 
towns, and villages in this State was to 
give to these securities a ready market at 
a moderate rate of interest. But the time 
has come when these means of investing 
the funds of savings banks are insuftlicient, 
and their managers are embarrassed by 
the narrow limits within which they must 
work. The amount they have to deal with 
is constantly increasing, while the volume 
of National and State bonds in the market 
has been diminishing. 

Whatis now proposed is to allow them 
to invest in the municipal bonds of cities 
of 50,000 inhabitants or more in the States 
of Maine, New-Hampshire, Vermont, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 








ew-Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, or Missouri, under 
certain rather strict limitations. The 
total indebtedness of any such city must 
not exceed 7 per cent. of the valuation 
of the taxable property therein, not 
including what is generally known as 
“water bonds,” and deducting the 
amount of sinking funds. The invest- 
ment cannot be made in the bonds of a city 
if it or the State in which it is situated has 
defaulted upon any of its obligations with- 
in ten years. No savings bank would be 
permitted to invest more than 25 per cent. 
of its assets 1n the bonds of cities outside 
of this State, or more than 5 per cent. in 
those of any one such city, or to take more 
than 10 per cent. of the bonds of any such 
city, or toinvest in bonds issued to aid in 
the construction of any railroad. 

With these restrictions as high a degree 
of safety would be insured as can be 
counted upon in any investment. These 
bonds would doubtless be as safe as some of 
those of States and of communities within 
this State in which investment is now 
alléwed. In all cases the Trustees of the 
banks would have the exercise of discre- 
tion and would avoid any chance of risk. 
In our opinion the time has come for with- 
drawing opposition to the change in the 
law as now proposed.

MR. THOMPSON'S TESTIMONY. 


In answering the questions of the mem- 
bers of the Panama Investigating Commit- 
tee, Mr. Ricuarp W. THOMPSON exhibited 
a defective memory with respect to certain 
dates and other matters. Speaking of the 
policy of President Hayes, of whose Cabi- 
net he was a member until Dec. 20, 1880, 
he said: 

“Thad myself been in favor of the Nicaragua 
route. I had tried todo all I could while I was 
Seeretary of the Navy to advance the interests 
of that rorte.” 

Mr. THOMPSON appears to have forgotten 
what his attitude toward the Nicaragua 
route was on Nov. 28, 1880, when the fol- 
lowing letter was written: 

“* Before I had received your letter I had con- 
cluded it was beat for the President to say noth- 
ing about isthmus matters in his message, but 
just to leave things as they now are. The 
principle involved in this line of polioy is that 
ali the schemes of crossing the isthmus will be 
left open to enterprise, with the chance for ths 
most enterprising to succeed—that is, s&far as 
the Government ‘is concerned. 

“TI think he will take this course—at all 
events, I shall urge it upon him as I have done 
and am quite sure of success. 

“You may say this to Mr. SenicgmMan, who 
will, I think, concur with me that this is the 
best course to pursue.”’ 

Mr. SELIGMAN was not engaged in pro- 
moting the interests of the Nicaragua 
route. Hle was one of the three members 
of the Panama Company’s “ American Com- 
mittee” who received $1,200,000 compen- 
sation for their services, and it was 
through his agency that Mr. THOMPSON be- 
cané Chairman of that committee at a 
salary of $25,000 per annum. 

Mr. THOMPSON also appears to have for- 
gotten what his attitude toward the Nic- 
aragua project was on Dec. 16, 1880, when 
the following letter was written at Wash- 
ington: 

“T send you a slip from the Repudlican of 
this morning, showing how hard the Nicaragu- 
ans fight. They make it a strong point that the 
Lesseps scheme is all a mere attempt to specu- 
late in stook, and quite a number of my friends 
express an unwillingness to make a hard fight 
until they can feel assured that my position is 
fixed beyond a peradventure. 

“IT wrote yesterday to SELIGMAN to have my 
salary begin on Monday, the 20th, so that I 
could assure them that the thing was fixed. 
Conversations since with sédme of my friends 
render this very important. I have written him 
again this morning. See him at once and con- 
verse with him about the subject of my letter. 
It is this: That he send me a reply to the letter 
I wrote at the bank when I was there, stating 
that the offer was formally made and that my 
salary was fixed at $25,000 a year from and 
after the 20th. 

“ This will satisfy my friends, and we shall be 
able to put the Nicaraguans on their backs, Gen. 
GRANT to the contrary notwithstanding. 

“Letme hear from you immediately upon 
secing SELIGMAN, WhatI may expect, for the 
question about the Monroe doctrine is getting 
more exciting. If Crapo’s resolution should 
pass it will be a severe blow to Lesseps, Prompt 
action will defeat it, and that will strengthen 
him. 

*“‘T shall telegraph you to wait for my letter 
this afternoon and to request SELIGMAN todo 
the same. The reason I want to hear from him 
to-night is that there is to be a meeting ofa 
number of members who are to consult upon 
the subject.” 

Mr. THOMPSON was then performing the 
duties of the Secretary of the Navy. He 
testifies that he continued in office until 
Dec. 20, although the date of his resigna- 
tion was Dec. 9. But in laying plans for 
‘** putting the Nicaraguans on their backs” 
he was not “‘ doing all he could to advance 
the interests of the Nicaragua route.” 
There are some other remarks in this letter 
which do not indicate a favorable attitude 
toward the Nicaragua project. 

He testifies that the first tender of the of- 
fice of Chairman was made to him by Mr. 
SELIGMAN, he thinks, ‘inthe month of Oc- 
tob:i, 1880.” And yetitis quite probable 
that if he had overhauled his correspond- 
ence he would have discovered that the 
offer was brought to his attention in July, 
1880; that in that month it had been ac« 
cepted in his behalf by a person who took 
the responsibility of representing him in 
the matter, and that he did not repudiate 
that acceptance. He might have found a 
copy of a letter ranning as follows, and 
dated July 29, 1880: 

“Have received both your letter and tele- 
gram, and replied to-day by telegram that I 
think favorably of the proposition, but sug- 
geeted delay in final answer till I return. My 
only reason for this is that an immediate an- 
swer of acceptance might excite some political 
complications growing outof the ‘Monroe doc- 
trine,’ set forth in the President's proclamation 
not long ago.” 

Possibly Mr. THoMPSON may remembe 
hereafter that even in July, 1880, he was 
not ‘doing all he could to advance the 
interests of the Nicaragua route.” 

We cannot think that his memory serves 
him well when he says that he never heard 
of the appropriation of $2,400,000 set 
apart by the company for the compensa- 
tion of the ‘American Committee” until 
he read the testimony recently taken in 
this city, and that he never knew until he 
read the testimony of Mr. SELIGMAN that 
the three members of the committee over 
which he presided actually received 
$1,200,000 as compensation for their serv- 
ices. The appropriation was a matter of 
official record twelve years ago. It was 





reported to a public meeting of the Panama 
shareholders on March 3, 1881, and the 
record has repeatedly been published and 
has repeatedly been thesubject of comment 
in the press during the years that have 
elapsed since that date. But while 
Mr. ‘THOMPSON’Ss memory is defective 
with respect to certain matters, it is 
clear concerning his attitude toward 
lobbies and lobbying. Even when he was 
testifying as to his efforts “to defeat the 
Nicaragua treaty” by delivering his blows 
“from behind a battery,” he informed his 
examiners that he ‘had always had a hor- 
rot of the lobby.” “Nothing could have 
induced me,” he continued, “‘ all the money 
of the Panama Canal could not have in- 
duced mé, to beconie a lobbyist in the of- 
fensive sense of the term. I could not be a 
lobbyist if I tried, because Ido not know 
how.” He is tobe congratulated upon 
his ignorance of that art. 
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ANNEXATION AND ASSIMILATION. 

A citizen of the Province of Quebeo has 
addressed to his fellow-citizens an appeal 
fot annexation to the United States which 
excites the interest and sympathy of 
French Canadians. He maintains that the 
French Canadians are surrounded and op- 
pressed by enemies in Canada, and that po- 
litical persecution has prevented them alike 
from expanding beyond their own Province 
and from gaining their livings within its 
borders. They are, he justly says, indus- 
trious, frugal, and prolific, and the press- 
ure within the province forces them to 
emigrate fromit. Emigration, on the other 
hand, tends to weaken their attachment 
both to the Catholic Church and to the 
French language and traditions. The po- 
litical check they have recently received 
in the Northwest he regards as final, and 
he concludes that, in order to perpetuate 
their traditions and their institutions, the 
only way open to them isto apply for the 
admission of Lower Canada into the Union 
as one of the United States. 

Weare not concerned either with the ac- 
curacy of this French Canadian’s state- 
ments of fact or with the force of his 
arguments. It may or may not be true 
that the absorption of the French Canadi- 
ans by the Anglo-Saxon element that sur- 
rounds and presses upon them would be 
delayed by secession from the Dominion 
and admission into the Union. A French 
creole of Louisiana has been appealing to 
the French Canadians, in a letter which 
sounds like a voice from another age, not 
to trust themeelves to the Yankee King 
Login their anxiety toescape from the Cana- 
dian King Stork. He points out to them 
the melancholy state of the French of 
Louisiana, beset and overwhelmed by their 
hereditary enemies, and points out to them 
that the fate of the French Canadians 
will be the same, and that the little finger 
of the sixty-odd millions of Anglo-Saxon 
Americans will be heavier upon them than 
the loins of the three or four millions of 
It seems to us 





Anglo-Saxon Canadians. 
that the Louisianian has more reason 
than the French Canadian. Meanwhile 
it is worth our considering that the 
French Canadians who are annexationists 
are 80, not because they desire to be assim- 
ilated to their Anglo-Saxon neighbors, but 
precisely because they do not wish to be so 
assimilated; and that they look upon the 
condition of Statehood in the Republic as 
offering them greater facilities than that 
of a Province in the Dominion for main- 
taining their distinctive qualities and in- 
stitutions, and enabling them more com- 
pletely to remain an alien community. 
This is a consideration which must give 


. pause to the friends, on this side of the bor- 


der, of an immediate or an early annexation 
of Canada, Doubtless tho feeling for annex- 
ation is stronger in Quebec than it is in On- 
tario. But the annexation of Quebec would 
be the annexation of a State much more 
populous than any State we have ever ad- 
mitted at the time of its admission, of 
which the population would be French 
Catholics. Can anybody confidently deny 
that the peace and prosperity of the Union 
would be endangered by the admission 
of such a population, at once and 
in the lump, to the privileges of American 
citizenship, when its leaders announce be- 
forehand that they desire annexation, not 
for the purpose of being incorporated with 
ug, but for the purpose of remaining dis- 
tinct from us? We need not go into a 
comparison of the civilization represented 
by Lower Canada and the civilization rep- 
resented by the United States. We need 
only point out that they are widely differ- 
ent. Thedifference is much wider than the 
difference between any two Teutonic peo- 
ples; and yet we should be apt to hesitate, 
and we ought to hesitate, before accepting 
a solidly German community as a new 
State, if there were such a community ap- 
plying for Statehood, gladly as we all recog- 
nize how valuable citizens the Germans be- 
come when they come to us as individual 
immigrants and not in ready-made com- 
munities. 

Of course we would not think of enter- 
taining an application from Quebec by it- 
self, nor would either the Dominion of 
Canada or the British Empire permit such 
a separate application to be made. If all 
Canada were to apply for admission, the 
existence of the French population of 
Lower Canada would supply the only rea- 
son for hesitating to grant the application, 
whereas that population seems to be much 
more ripe for annexation than any other 
element in the Canadian population. There 
is every reason why we should abstainfrom 
taking any action whatever in respect to 
annexation, and should leave ‘‘ manifest 
destiny ” to work itself out.

Arguing for Good Roads, 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 21.—The Senate Finance 
Committee gave a hearing this afternoon on 
Senator Richardson’s bill providing for the sub- 
mission to the people of the proposal to expend 
$10,000,000 for a State system of roads. Charles 
A. Willis, Secretary of the State Road Associa- 
tion, and John A. C. Wright, Acting Secretary 
of the State branch of tho National Association 
to Seoure Good Roads, argued in favor of the 
bill. 

Senator Cantor said that he would like to re- 
port the measure if he could be convinced that 
the cities, which would have to contribute 


four-fifths of the sum, would get any benefit 
from it. Mr. Willis and Mr. Wright contended 
that the increase in the value of property 
caused by good roads would more than repay 
the cities in relief from taxation. They urged 
further that the billshould be passed at any 
rate, so as to get the question before the people. 
The committee took no action on the bill,

NO SUGAR NOW GOES FROM THE ISLAND 


TO NORTHERN EUROPE. 


New-ORLEANS, Feb. 21.—The Picayune’s Ha- 
Vana special says that the beet production of 
Europe has ruined that market for cane sugar, 
and not a single cargo of cane sugar Ws 
shipped hence to the north of Europe during 
the past year. 

A cargo of some thousands of tons of sugar 
has been dispatched to Galveston, Texas, and 
the steamers of the Morgan Line go loaded with 
this sweet to New-Orleans. 

Ifthe Southern Pacific Company would put 
the price of passage down to figures in propor- 
tion with the current rates hence to New-York, 
the passenger traflic would be greatly inoreased. 


For many years $34 has been the price of o 
first-class ticket. This for only 500 or 600 miles 
of ocean distance seems very high to the travel- 
ing public, and very few people travel by the 
Morgan Line. 

The new waterworks, since the turning on of 
the full supply, are giving the managers no 
little trouble, as the connecting piping from the 
mains to the different buildings in many in- 
stances prove very weak, and frequent breaks 
occur, flooding the streets and éausing mucb 
extra work and expense, and a large part of the 
work will have to be done over again. 

The city Is made lively by the presence of 4 
large numberof American, English, and other 
tourists crowding the hotels and giving quite 
an impulse to trade among shopkeepers, who 
seem to be enjoying an excellent business. 

The weather having become more tropical 
than that experienced during all the month of 
January, strangers will enjoy being in Cuba, 
traveling through the beautiful country and 
being far away from the cold North during Feb- 
ruary and Maroh. 

Sugarmaking goes on apace, and prices are 
steady and fairly remunerative, but the fre- 
quent fires among the standing cane have de- 
stroyed millions of arrobas of the standing cane, 
which will greatly reduce the grand total pro- 
duction. In sume places 100 acres have been 
destroyed ina few hours. These frequent fires 
are no doubt the result of carelessness of em- 
ployes, who are using so mueh steam in the 

ringing of the cane from long distances to the 
central sugar works through lanes of standing 
cane, which ignite quickly frem the smallest 
spark escaping from the passing engines. 

Payment of the recent export tax on sugars is 
made under protest, as it is considered to be in 
Violation ofthe terms of the treaty with the 
United States, when the duty was abolished on 
certain grades of raw sugars upon the agree- 
ment on the part of Spain that all export duties 
should be done away with.

THE REAL CAUSE OF SPAIN’S ANXIETY 


ABOUT 


HER RULE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Mr. Sagrario, Secre- 
tary and Chargé @’ Affaires of the Spanish Lega- 
tion, called at the State Department this after- 
noon to learn if this Government had any 
official information regarding the customs con- 
cession made by the Government of San Domin- 
go to a syndicate of residents of the United 
States or was interesting itself in the matter. 


The ground of the inquiry was a telegram from 
Madrid, published this morning, to the effect 
thatthe granting of the oustoms soncéssion 
had occasioned a feeling likely to lead to a rev- 
olution. 

Mr. Sagrario was told that this Government 
had no official information regarding the affair, 
and that there was no ground for the intima- 
tion that the United &tates was interfering with 
Sen Domingo in any way. 

The concession referred to in the Madrid dia- 
patches is nota new thing. For some years the 
customs revenues of San Domingo have been 
controlled by a Hamburg syndicate, which held 
in ita hand the debt of the country. Out ofthe 
customs receipts it paid itself the interest dne 
it and maintained a sinking fund for the ultl- 
mate payment of the bonds. 

To develop the sugar lands of the interior of 
San Domingo, a syndicate of Americans en- 
deavored te obtain a concession for the con- 
struction of a railroad from the coast te a point 
in the interior thirty or forty miles distant, 
with several branch lines. They found, how- 
ever, itis said, they could make no satisfactory 
progress unleas the German bondholders gave 
their consent. The upshot of the matter was 
thatthe Americans offered to take the debt and 
customs concession off of the hands of the Ger- 
mans, which offer was accepted and the con- 
tract ratitied by the San Domingo Government. 

Then the railroad concession was secured, to- 
gether with a grant of 500,000 acres of land. 

It is réported that the syndicate obtained 
further a monopoly of the right to make public 
improvements inthe republic, but this has not 
been, so far as oan be learned, officially con- 
firmed. 

Persons acquainted with the condition of af- 
faira say that Spain's concern in the matter is 
due to the apprehension that a season of pros- 
perity for the sugar planters of San Domingo 
under the system of development proposed by 
the American syndicate will inevitably lead to 
a revolution in Cnba against Spanish authority 
and the subsequent establishment of a repub- 
lican form of government like thatof San Do- 
mingo.

larging in more respects than one. There were 
now 3,000 students in Harvard, and only 145 
reading places in the library. The question 
ven, How maay reading places ought there 
to be? 

**A thousand,” suggested a voice. 

“Two thousand,” said a still more enthusias- 
tic alumnus. ‘“ Anything you want.” 

Following the burst of laughter which this 
sally elicted President Eliot spoke of the devel- 
opment of athletic instruction and exercise at 
Harvard, and remarked that during the past 
five years the athletic development had been 
greater than ever before, ‘and yet,” added tha 
speader with @smile, ‘‘we have never had so 
few victories.” 

An earnest and touching tribnte to the mem- 
ory of Phillips Brooks was uttered by President 
Eliet. It was impossible to tell, the speaker 
said, when or how the place made vacant by 
the death of the distinguished Bishop of Massa- 
chusetta was to be filled. 

Speaking of the necessity for harmony and a 
closer co-operation in the general field of educa- 
tion, President Eliot said that the days of bitter 
antagonisms, jealousies, and petty criticisms 
between schools and colleges had passed. He 
sincerely hoped that fair Harvard would lead 
in the great work of bringing about a still 
closer union, in both spirit and purpose, of edu- 
cational institutions. 

Henry L. Higginson of Boston kept the as. 
semblage inaripple of merriment by a witty 
speech, in which he talked entirely from a Yale 
standpoint. Nearly all of his hearers were fa- 
millar with the course of events in recent 
years, at Yale and Harvard consequently cach 
point made was appreciated with enthusiasm. 

Frank D. Millet was asked to tell what had 
been done with the figure of Diana, which emi- 
grated recently from New-York to Chicago. He 
said that she was now waving her gilded dra- 
pery on top of the Agricultural building In the 
Columbian Exposition Grounds, and she was 
giving great satisfaction, even to Chicago. 

William B. Hornblower spoke for Princeton. 
He said that he did not wish his hearers to infer 
from his name that he was a lineal descendant 
of the angel Gabriel. He therefore contined 
his ‘“‘hornblowing,” which was earnest and 
eourteous, to his own alma mater. 

Prof. Van Amringse spoke effectively in behalf 
of Columbia, and John T. Wheelwright made a 
laughter-prevogsing speech on no subject in 
particular.

Joseph Denniston (Rep.) is elected 
Treasurer for the fourth time. The majority 
for Harrison was 4,800. 

The election in Pittsburg to-day is the final 
battie of a political contest such as was never 
before waged in this city. The unusual number 
of Mayoralty candidates, with only two running 
for the City Controllership, made the contest 
extremely complicated, The Republicans, 
Democrats, Citizens’ Industrial Alliance, and 
citizens developed strong organizations during 
the campaign.

“TWELFTH NIGHT’ AT DALY'S 


——

A shifting of the scene at Daly’s Theatre, and 
Pedua—a poet's Padua, as sweet to dwell in as 
fairyland—gives place to a “ seaport in Lilyria,” 
a place that never was, and yet for threé 
centuries, more or less, has been more real 
than any actual place in Iilyria or the Isles 
of Q@reece. The time is indefinite; ail 
we know is that it is a time when 
gentiemon are gallant and lovers are fervent 
and ladies are fair, when life is devoid of all 
monotony, when there is much excuse for mer- 
riment and none at «ll for tears except the tears 
of gladness. 1d Pepys, who of all the British 
critics had the first hack at ‘Twelfth Night; or, 
What You Will,” said it was a silly piece with 
nothing whatever in it relating to its 
title. Pepys wae right. From his stupid 
point of view, “Twelfth Night” is 
positively “‘silly,”’ and there is certainly noth- 
ing init about Twelfth Night. Its slender plot 
has boon traced by the diligent students of 
Bhakespeare to three several and distinot Ital- 
jan sources, butit Was never worth while to 
trace it. There is nothing in the plot we care 
about, there is nothing in the play that charms 
us that is not Shakespeare’s own. 

Tt is fragile, delicate, delightful; as ethereal 
as the substance of a dream; as whimsical as 
you please. The amorous Duke and his suite, 
the strange infatuation of Oilvia, may well have 
been derived from medizval Latin romance, 
but Sir Toby and Aguecheek are direct from 
Warwickshire, where Shakespeare must have 
geen them with their pipes and pots in 
some alehonuse, bawling their catch, and Viola 
is the poot’s own fanoy ; no other brain could con- 
ceive her womanly charm, no other hand could 
guide her safely through all the mazes of her 
strange experience, keeping intact her purity 
of thought and purpose. She is thoroughly 
human in her desires, wholly consistent in 
all her moods, and yet o true ereature of 
poetry, for she is always kept far above 
the dross of common life, She loves as 
& poet’s heroine should love, at firstsightand for 
all time; her passion is deep and sincero, and all 
her moods are understandable, yet she passes 
before us with the lightnesa of Titania, and 
when she has gone we think of her as a vision 
of fairyland. 

For, as “the best ef this kind are but shad 
ows,” the fable of “Twelfth Night” is but the 
gentiest and least dcfinuble kind of a shadow. 
There is no substance in the boasted passion of 
Orsino fer his Countess, and his sudden change 
of heart when he learns that his Casario is a 


woman in only a whim of the poet for which we 
are gratefal, but which does not convince us, 

Somebody has said Malyolio is the hero effthe 
play, and he is, indeed, the principal male per- 
sonage, but he has very littie to do with 
the atory of Viola While we feel the 
charm of that lovely heroine, we 
do not deeply sympathize with her love 
for the mournful, overrefieetive, eversenti- 
mental, strangely-fickle Duke, end the brother 
she loveswo much is butathing of words, and 
few words, too. and not even the graceful bear- 
ing and sincere, well-modulated speech of se 
good an actor as Sidney Herbert can make him 
more. 

Yet thespell of this comedy lives after near- 
ly three centuries—it was written in 1601 and 
performed first at a twelfth night festival, 
whence its name-—and it was exerted with 
irresistible force at Daly’s Theatre last even- 
ing, where it was put forward modestly 
as one of a series of old-comedy revivals, 
and actually for a brief hearing, with such a 
wealth of scenic adornment, with such delicacy 
of treatment, such a happy commingling of 
song and speech, and a degree of taste, skill, 
sentiment, and humor in the acting such as to 
dispel for the time all the memories of previous 
triumphs on that stage. 

it seemed for the time being that Ada Rehan 
was born to be Viola and only Viola. Who 
thought of Katharine the Shrew or Julia while 
ele spoke to the languorous Duke about that 
daughter of her father’s house who never told 
her love! Who remembered the droll escapade 
of Peggy Thrift when Viola crossed swords with 
valiant Sir Andrew! Who recalled Helena’s 
slighted love as Civsario sat inthe mioonlight 
while the ministrels of Orsino sang their sere 
made to the Countess? Surely the actress 
mever bhefore seemed 80 lovely as she 
did im her page's garb, or spoke so well, 
or mingled in her acting archness and senti- 
ment, the passion of wowanhood, the unquench- 
able spirit of youth so deftly. And so, in all the 
wealth of 
seemed as if the limit had at last been reached. 

The palace of the Duke, with the attendant 
courtiers, singers, and dancers, was a@ radiant 
picture, but in artistic beauty the home of 
Olivia and her garden eurpassed it. The 
pictures seemed to grow in loveliness as 
the evening passed, and the play in inter- 
est and charm. For the actors, to get down 
to details, Mr. Lewis had become, for the time, 
robust and mellow, instead of siender and dry, 
and his Sir Toby was a rare portrayal. Mr. 
Clarke's Malvolio was well conovived, in just 
the right vein, neither too grave in deportment, 
60 as to createa false sympathy, norexaggerated 
on the comic side. Mr. Creston Clarke was, at 
least, an agreeable Orsino, with an air of dis- 
tinction; Mr. Wheatieigh’s treatment of the 

art of old Antonio wae dignified and sincere; 
r. Gilbert was a capital Fabian, and Mr. Dau- 
bigny as the Clown was nimble and sang his 
songs well. 

The return of Catherine Lewis to this stage 
was one of the notable incidents of the night. 
Bhe is as young as ever, as agile and 
as merry. Bhe played the pranks of 
Maria with a gusto. Her speech had all its 
former charm of expression, and her roguish 
face scemei to have caught all the sunbeams in 
Illyria. The scene of the tricking of Olivia, 
with this Maria peeping from the marble 

ortieo of Olivia's house, and the droll trio be- 
ind the rose bushes, never went with greater 
fun. On the otber hand, the roystering seene 
was modified to fit the requirements of 
the pew treatment of the play, all in 
a mood of poetic fancy. There was no 
kitchen; the flagons and stoops of streng 
jirink were missing; the tobacco pipes were 
soon discarded, and there was little tumbling 
about. Yet the catches were sung luatily, 
Malvolio expressed his disapproval sternly, and 
the plot against him was hatched in glee. 

The comedy has been arranged by Mr. Daly 
in four acts and ten scenes. There are eix 
scenic pictures by Henry Hoyt. The young 
ladies and gentlemen of the theatre appear 
as courtiers, attendants, minstrele,and dancers; 
there is a lovely Oriental dance in Act 1, per- 
formed with exquisite grace by Misses Celeste 
and Hoffman, while the choristers sing the air 
of Sir Henry Bishop to the verses from “‘ Venus 
and Adonis ’’—* Bid Me Discourse.’’

A PLAY BY MAETERLINCK. 


MR. SARGENT’S PUPILS INTRODUCE A 
NEW PORT. 


Maurice Macterlinck is a magician. The 
stories about him that drifted across the ocean 
tofus last Summer were true—all of them; that 
is, except the ones in which he figured as 
“the Belgian Shakespeare.” Certainly he is 
not that, but as certainly he is a true 
poet, master of a shadowy kingdom. Vague 
terrors, slow-creoping tremors, the oppression 
of a dreadiul Something, recognized -by a sixth 
sense, impossibly real—these are at onoe the 
means he uses and the effects he produces. 

One of his plays was presented here last 
night. To say that is not quite true. “ L’In- 
truee” suggests the word “ play” only be- 
cause it makes use of a stage and of actors. 
In other respects there is nothing dra- 
matic about it—no action, no question, and 
no purpose. Yet during its progress the 
people who filled the Berkeley Lyceum sat 
in absolutely unbroken silence. No pro- 
grammes rustied, there were no whis- 
pers, nobody coughed, apparently nobody 
mov ed for fully halfan hour. Perhaps it was 
lenger. The time seemed endless, but the at- 
tention givep Was a8 unwearied as it was in- 
tense. Why? 

Because an old man, 
talking with his sons 
about a daughter who lay in _ the 
next room very ill. He asks questions 
about her, commonplace, dreadful. They 
answer him, sovthingly, with every nerve 
vibrant. Thereis an empty chair by the table. 
The blind man knows something is sitting in 
it. The lamp goes out, adoorswingsopen. No 
doubt the nignt breeze did it. No doubt. Some- 
body is mowing the grass underthe window. It 
is curious that he should be mowing solate at 
hight The blind man is convinced that 
they are keeping something from him, 
something that has happened. They are 
not, and tell him s0_ wearily. Then 
from the next room the Sister of Charity 
comesinand holds her cross high in the air. 
The sick woman is dead. They all go into the 
room where she lies, forgetting the helpless 
old man. 

All this answers the “why?” but poorly. 
£till more difficult would it be to explain how 
it was that Mr. Sargent’s puplis aueceeded per- 
fectly in expressing Maeterlinck’s idea, and 
in producing upon the audience the im- 
pression it is his purpose to create. That they 
did #0, that they seemed to act svery part 
marvelously well, was certain. It is 
more than doubtful if actors vastly more 
skillful and experienced would have done 
as well. None of the effects of personality were 
needed, but instead, a merciless represssion 
of them. Once or twice the ovér-em- 
phasis on a sentence shocked like a 
blow. One or two of thé translator's 
words lacked simplicity and seemed like 
crimes, yet, as a whole, his work, too, gave the 
impression of having been done miraculously 
well. Very possibly, indeed very probably, there 
was nothing remarkable xbeut either the act- 
ing or the tranalating. It was impossible, how- 
ever, s0 inténse was the emotion produced and 
80 similar was it to that produced by great art- 
iste, to eacaype, for the moment, from the im 
‘pression that these were great artists. 

This is a remarkable fact, and quite as re- 
markable as are Maeterlincks methods. Its 
consequences as to the poet’s independence of 
choice in hia interpreters and to the possible 
extent of his influence are enormons, 

“ The Intruder’’ was preceded by scenes froin 
“The Electra,” “The Seven against Thebes,” 
and *‘Antigone.”’ Possibly in the effect pro- 
duced by one of these choruses a key might be 
fuand to Maeterlinck’s magic and a hint that 
his epells are not quite new. There was 
a manifest similarity of means and effects, but 
the question is too obscure for discussion late 
at night. The whole performance was one of 
which Mr. Sargentand his pupils may well be 
proud. Itisa thousand pities that one of the 
Greek scenes was marred by & little conflagra- 
tion of the wreaths on the altar. This was ex- 
tremely trying for nervous people, but the 
young women on the stage paid no attention to 
it. They were intent on greater things.

Mr. George Grossmith, whois known on the 
other side of the Atlantic as “The Society 
Clown,’’ and all over the world as the creator of 
Sir Joseph Porter, Bunthorne, Ko-Ko, and allthe 
principal comedy parts in the Gilbert and Sulli- 
van operas, gave another of his humorous and 


f musical recitals at the Chickering Hall last 


night. The programme was different from any 
he has before presented in this city. 

Mr. Grossmith is a dapper little man, with a 
merry twinkle in his eyes and wonderfully 
mobile features. Moreover, he is an excellent 
musician and a brilliant pianist. Not only does 
he talk himself, and give strikingly-vivid imita- 
tions of types and individuals, but he makes his 
piano speak, and produces from it sounds of 
Other instruments. He writes all his ‘own 
words and also sets them to musié. 

Last night's programme hegan with a sketch 
entitled “‘Is,Musica Failure’? The entertain- 
er did not attempt to enewer this query, but 
the evident appreciation of his audience mow 
proved that music, served up after his method, 
was abigsuccess. First, he showed how com- 
monplace “Annie Rooney” might be dished up 
by advanced composers,to tickle the palates of 
musical epicures. Then he illustrated the now- 
exploded methed of worrying out the life of » 
melody with endless variations. ‘‘ Home, Sweet 
Home,” was the example chosen. 

After speaking of the trials of public singers 
at soolety “At Homes ” and parties, Mr. Gros- 
smith sang his well-known ditty ‘‘Keep On 
Talking; Don't Mind Me.” ‘This sketeh con- 
cluded with a description of the rehearsal of a 
new pespeen) cantata entitled “The Wooing of 
Phyllis,” by acountry amateur choral society. 
Here he treated his audience to a remarkable 
display of varied facial expressions, while hig 
pantomime and gesticulation were amusing in 
the extreme. The second part was called 
“Homburg; or, Haunted by the Mikado.” 

The third part consisted chiefly of comical 
recipes, musically treated, for the composition 
ofthe modern Irish sung. The French chan- 
sonette, for which he found exaggerated senti- 
inental conjugations of the best-known verbs 
as efficient as the usual lovesick verses, and the 
English waltz, for which a setting of Handel's 
‘Harmonious Blacksmith” in three-four time 
‘was made to serve. 

A hit was made when Mr. Grossmith ran his 
hands through his hair and appeared as Henry 
Irving, surprisingly true as to appearance, man- 
ners, voice, and gesture. 

The entertainment is to be repeated Friday 
evening and Saturday morning next.

They know that it is not 
fair to carve pieces out of the middle of the 
great musical plays and let ladies and gentle- 
men in afternoon or evening dress sing them 
trom the concert platform without the accom- 
paniment of costumes or scenery. They just 
shut theireyes and imagine the stage and the 
action. If you cannot do the same by reason of 
lack of acquaintance with the drama, that is 
your fault, not theirs. If in these clroumstances 
you fail to understand and appreciate Wagner, 
you are a barbarian, a Philistine, an Italianis- 
simo, or worse—if there is anything worse. If 
Wagner is ey y in your estimation, that is 
not the fault of the Wagnerites. Itis your own 
fault; and if youare unable to see that it is, 
why, that is no more than was to be expected of 
you. 

Wagner on the concert stage is the musical 
fad of the present season. We have no o ora, 
and if we had we should not get any “ Tristan 
or “Ring des Nibelungen.” So to the four 
winds with that indissoluble union of the arts 
of poetry, painting, action, and music about 
which Wagner wrote! We mean to have the 
music and imagine the rest. And there you are. 

But if we must have our Richard on the con- 
cert platform, let us have him fairly sung. We 
have great respect for the indus of Mme. 
De Vere-Bapio; but her singing of “ Dieh Theure 
Halle” was most tentative and uncertain. She

THE INVENTOR BELIEVES THE FULMI- 
NATE OF MERCURY USED WAS 
WEAK—HE THINKS IT JUST POS- 
SIBLE THAT 8OME OTHER CHANGES 
WILL BE NECESSARY. 


Port Rorat, 8. C., Feb, 21.—While the trial 
board retains the discreet reticence which has 
characterized the conduct of its members dur- 
ing the tests which have been making in Port 
Royal Sound, it is tacitly agreed on all sides 
that the experiments have probably reached a 
final conclusion go far as the Rapietff fuse is con- 
oorned 

It has been announced that the Philadelphia 
has received her sailing orders for the North, 
and that she will be taken across the bar to- 
night or early in the morning if the weather is 
favorable. 

Capt. Barker, commanding the Philadelphia, 
isa momber of the official board. The repre- 
sentatives of the press have taken this as & 
hint, and before noon to-morrow all of them 
will have deserted Port Royal and vicinity. 

A brief summary of results from the three or 
more weeks spent in testing the pneumatic 
guns and the Rapleff fuse is in order at this 
time. 

The guns themselves and the cruiser Vesu- 
vius have given eminently satisfactory results, 
and it is but fair to predict that the trial board 
will so find. The only hitch in the tests oc 
curred when the Rapieff fuse came up for con- 
sideration. That refractory little piece of 
mechanism has from the first obstinately re- 
fused to perform any of the functions allotted 
to it. 

In justice to Capt. Rapleff, it should, how- 
ever, be remembered that the fuse was tested 
at this time much against his will. The Dyna- 


mite Gun Company, he claims, promised him 
ample opportunity of experimenting with his 
invention before {t hadto run the gauntlet of 
oflicial inspection. 

On the contrary, he brought the fuses to Port 
Royal without having been given the slightest 
chance of testing their practical effictency. 
They were inserted in the gun for the first time 
in Port Royal, and there is little wonder that 
they have not given the perfect results which 
could possibly otherwise have been obtained 
from them. : 

However this may be, the fuse for the time 
being must be considered as a fatlare, In some 
instances the mechanical working of the fuse 
has proved itself capable of accomplishing its 
task. The réal troubes with it unquestionably 
lies in the arfangeinont uf the detonating com- 
pounds. 

ifthe fulminate of mereury caps can be 80 
placed as to produce a detonation of the first 
orde? in the dry gun cotton primers there is lit- 
tle question that the result would prove all that 
could be desired. 

So long as the guns themselves have given 
such startiingly successful results, the fuse for 
the time being may well be considered a mere 
matter ef minor detail. 

The oflicers and men of the Vesuvius were 
busily at work removing the charges of wet 
guncotton from the nije projectiles leftin the 
racks of the vessel. These will probably be 
used as dummies. 

Oapt. Rapieff, who has been watohing the 
experiments with his fuse, left Port KReyal for 
New-York this afternoon. He ia not in the least 
downhbearted over the failure of his invention, 
but discusses freely and dispassionately the 
teats which have been made with it, as well as 
the lack of results which have been obtained 
from the recent experiments. 

Capt. Rapieff thinks that the meehanism of 
the fuse has been proved to be right in prinei- 
ple. After the last fired into the beach at Port 
Royal he found that the fuse had dune its work 
in an excellent manner, and it was merely ow- 
ing to an oversight in selecting a shell contain- 
ing au unsuitable chearing pin that a detona- 
tion of the second order_at least had not been 
produced. 

Capt. Rapieff anys he is more than confident 
that the fault of the failure to secure a perfect 
detofiation of the entire charge of guncotton 
contained in the projectiles shoald be attribut- 
ed to the inferior quality of the fulminate usual- 
ly used in the caps. The comrercial fulminate, 
Capt. Rapieif thinks, is less than half as _" 
ful as the article used by the Governmen 

He says he was told by Gunner Whitney that 
detonations at the torpédo station were easily 
secured with 3142 grains of the Government 
fulminate, while Lient. Dombaugb of the Vesu- 
vius repeatedly failed to secure a like result 
with one of the Rapieft fuse ftulminate caps, 
which contains eight grains of the material 

From these facts Capt. Rapieff agrees that the 
commercial article is less thau half as powerful 
as that employed by the Governmeut. It ia 
acknowledged that 35 grains of the Govern 
ment material is necessary to detonate 200 
pounds of wes guncotton, while the Rapieff fuse 
contains 48 grains of the commercial fulminate, 
which, if Capt. Kapleff is correct, is only the 
equivolent of less than 24 grains of the Govern- 
ment fulminate. ; 

Capt. Kapietf is inolined to believe that the 
failure of the fuse is wholly attributable to this 
circumstance. He admits the possibility of 
there existing too gréat @ separation between 
the detonating compounds, but he is strongly 
inclined to think thet the inferior fulminate em- 
ployed is chiefly blamable. 

Capt. Rapiefi intends to make experiments 
with his fuse, using the ollicial fulminate, if it 
can be obtained. If not, bo proposes to increase 
the amount of commercial fulminate used in 
the caps of the fuse. He is not inclined te alter 
the fuse itself, thinking that it has fully demon- 
atrated the practicability of its meéchanical 
principles, but he would not decline to do so in 
an extreme case. 

Capt. Rapieff, however, was not prepared to 
say positively what he would or would not do 
regarding the fuse. 

The guns themselves have fulfilled Capt. 
Rapieff’s most sanguine expectation, and he 
gays he oan well afford to have his fuse rest 
temporarily under a cloud, 





OBITUARY. 


JOHN PETTIE, R. A, 

John Pettie, R. A., died in London yesterday. 
He was born in Edinburgh in 1839, and received, 
his art education in the Trustees’ Academy and 
in the life schools of the Royal Scottish Acad- 
emy. He exhibited his first picture, “‘ The 
Prison Pet,” in Edinburgh in 1859. Among his 
warly works were * False Dice” and “ Distressed 
Oavaliers.” His firat picture at the Royal Acad- 
emy was “The Armorers,’’ which appeared in 
1860. His “ Drum-Head Court-Martial” fol- 
lowed not long after, and attracted much atten- 
tion, leading to his election as an associate of 
the Royal Academy in 1867. 

He produced “Juliet and Friar Laurence” in 
1874, when he was elected an Academician, and 
the following year ‘‘ Jacobites, 1745,” (his ai- 
ploma work,) 

Among his other works were several portraits 
in modern and ancient costume and ™ Battle-. 
dore,” ‘* Old Mother Hubbard,” and ‘ The Visit 
to the Necromancer.”’ In 1876 he sent to the 
Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia ‘‘ Sanetu- 
ary,” “Touchstone and Audray,” “ Smuggler 
and Excisemwan,’ and a portrait of George H. 
Bongbton. His pictures ot Paris in 1878 were 
“The Flag of Truce,” “ Terms to the Besieged,” 
and a number of portraits.

Sefor and Sehora Rascon were received with 
distinguished honors by the Mikado. 

Several weeks ago the Sefior obtained a leave 
of absence to come to this country to settle up 
the estate of his brother. He was in excellent 
health at that time. 

He sailed on the City of Peking and was 
takenill. The long voyage of the ship, whioh 
broke her shaft, had a serious effect on the con- 
dition of the Minister, and when the steamer 
reacbed San Francisco he was compelled to go 
to bed. He could not rally from his illness and 
the end came. He was one of the wealthiest 
landowners in Mexico, and he has left his wife 
enormously wealthy.

FINANOIAL AFFAIRS. 


New-YorK, Tuesday, Feb. 21—P. M. 

The market was much less active than yester- 
day, although the trading was by no means 
light. The liquidation in Reading, however, 
seems to have run itscourse. Atno time to- 
day aid it sell as low as yesterday, and its clos- 
ing price was only 4s below that of last night 
The transactions in the stock were 233,730 
shares, against 957,955 yesterday, or something 
more than 40 # cent. of the whole day’s buai- 
ness. 

There was very little that was new concern- 
ing Reading. The floating debt is said to amount 
to $6,000,000, and it is also asserted that it was 
inourred largely through the necessity of pay- 
ing interest on the preference income bonds, 
the terms of which require interest payments if 
the money has been earned, irrespective of the 
physical wants of the property. It is suggested 
that the reorganization which will be made 
during the receivership will provide for the re- 
tiring of the preferencebonds with preferred 
stock, and, in view of the requirements of the 
company, itis given out that more money will 
have to be raised, which, of course, means as- 
sessments all round. 

The coal stocks were weak on the supposition 
that the Reading Company in its necessities 
will throw its stock of unsold coal on the mar 
ket for what it will bring and thus cemoralize 
the trade. New-England was pretty well held all 
day. The supposition that some one is buying 
for the control of the property has created an- 
other “‘mystery’”’ which those accustomed to 
manipulate the stock are working for all it is 
worth. It closed 4 down. 

Sugar was just about half as active as yester- 
day. Itis noticeable that whenever the insiders 
withdraw their supporting orders the stook 
falls sharply. It dropped a couple of points 
this afternoon with great facility and closed a 
point lower than yesterday, on sales of 63,890 
shares. The other industrials were fairly well 
held. 


The weakness in foreign exchange makes 
further shipments of gold at this time improba- 
bile.

SUPERINTENDENT CLEAVELAND TRUST- 
ED IMPLICITLY IN THE STEWARD 


—HE REPEATEDLY OFFERED HIS - 


RESIGNATION — A DRUNKARD IN 


CHARGE OF THE DISPENSARY. 


PoUGHKEEPSIF, Feb. 21.—The imperative 
need ofa radical and prompt change in the 
management of the Hudson River State Hos- 
pital would seem to be shown by the testimony 
taken yesterday and to-day by the State Lunacy 
Commission. The commission is investigating 
the general management of the State hospital 
at this place, and Judge Francis B. Gilbert of 
the Attorney General’s office is conducting the 
examination of witnesses. 

It was shown by the testimony of Dr. Joseph 
M. Cleaveland, Superintendent of the hospital, 
that ne has not been physically able to inspect 
the wards of the male and female insane pa- 
tients more than twice a year; that he has 
made contracts for the purchase of coal and 
meat without inviting competition; that by his 
own admission he has not peen careful or eco- 
nomical in his purchases; that a graduate from 
the inebriate asylum at Binghamton had been 
employed in the dispensary room and had 
charge of the drugs there; that this man was 
succeeded by a drunken brother-in-law of John 
I. Platt while that gentleman was a member of 
the Board of Managers of the hospital; that 
this brother-in-law of the manager was retained 
inthe dispensary over one year after his re- 
peated excesses had been reported to Mr. Platt. 

Dr. Cleaveland excited the sympathy of even 
the investicators when, feebly, but frankly, he 
acknowledged that he had not been vigilant in 
the interests of the hospital and spoke of his 
broken health. He did not make the slightest 
attempt to shirk responsibility or conceal any 
information he was able to give. But he sur- 
prised counsel and the Lunacy Commissioners 
when he eaid his resignation was in the hands 
of Senator Parker, President of the Board of 
Managers. 

“{ wrote a letter of resignation last Spring,” 
said the doctor, faintly. ‘I wrote that letter 
for presentation at the June meeting. I had 
urged that my resignation be accepted during 
the previous year. I sent a letter of resignation 
to be presented at the last October meeting, but 
it was notsubmitted to the Board of Man- 


agers.” 
“Why did;you write these letters of resigna- 
tion?” the doctor was asked. 
“TI was anxious to leave several years ago, be- 


cause I was not strong or well I remained to 
work on plans for new buildings.” 

Considerable testimony was taken, but Judge 
Gilbert was unable to ascertain why the feeble, 
decrepit Superintendent was retained in office 
when be himself was convinced that his broken 
health rendered him incapable of attending to 
aliofthe duties of his position. It is not un- 
likely that if Dr. Cleaveland had made way 
fora younger, more vigorous, and determined 
man, the men who have been charging the hos- 
pital exorbitant prices for meat and other sup- 
plies would have been sent to the rear. 

When the investigation was suspended the 
question was asked: 

“Why did Senator Parker fail to present Dr. 
Cleaveland’s resignation to the Board of 
Managers of the hospital!” 

Dr. Cleaveland’s examination was resumed 
shortly after ¥Y o’clock this morning. The old 
gentleman’s wrinkled face wore 4 haggard, 
tired expression. His answers were made in a 
low tone. In response to various questions 
concerning the food furnished patients the 
doctor said: 

“My impression is that patients receive 
about six ounces of meat perday. I thinka 
third of a pound of meat would be a proper al- 
lowance per day for apatient. The patients 
have bread ad libitum—ail they desire. I think 
the per diem allowance of sugar is two ounces; 
I can’t tell you about the aliowance for butter. 
One rule has been to give patients all they 
want to eat. Thero is no exact amount of meat 
sent out to the kitchen. We furnish beef and 
mutton, or Spring veal as a change, fish, eggs 
when the price is low; then a large amount of 
special diet for sick patients.”’ 

The doctor said that the 225,086 pounds of 
fresh meats used in the hospital in 18¥1 werein 
the main bought by him. The steward bought 
the 13,596 pounds of smoked meats used; he 
also purchased 4,525 pounds ef poultry and all 
the pork and veal. 

The steward's name is D. Porter Lord. Hels 
® wide-awake looking man, and it appeared 
that Dr. Cleaveland had the fullest contidence 
in him. The steward was in the habit of show- 
ing the doctor his bills, but no one was detailed 
to see if the steward received all that he paid 
for. If Lord was not the honest man the docter 
says he is, he might have robbed the hospital 
with impunity. 

From the Superintendent’s annual report for 
the year 1891, Judge Gilbert read the figures 
showing that 595 gallons of oysters had been 

urchased for $1.20 per gallon, and 4,906 gal- 
ons at 84 cents per gallon. 

“That amount of oysters would give each 
patient and employe of the hospital forty-seven 
pints of oysters, would it not?”’ said Judge Gil- 
bert. 

“‘I haven't examined into that,” replied Dr. 
Cleaveland in adazed sortofway. ‘ We have 
been in the habit of giving patients oyster 
breakfasts on Sundays; that is in the months, 
say, from November to April.” 

“If oysters were served only on, Sundays, 
then each employe and patient wotlld or could 
have had more than a pint of oysters each Sun- 
day ¢?” said Judge Gilbert, after figuring a few 
moments. 

**I see that 41,890 pounds of butter wore fur- 
nished during the year. That would be an 
average of about forty-seven pounds te each at- 
7 and employe. Who purchased the but- 
ter?’ 

“The steward.” 

The steward had full swing in purchasing 
puppies, with the exceptien vf the coal, beef 
and mutton. Dr. Cleaveland bought beef an 
mutton at the request of the Board of Managers. 

“Mr. Van Wagenan has furnished most of the 
beef and mutton for the hospital during the last 
eight years,” said the doctor. 

And for this beef Van Wagenan charged 2 
cente per pound more than various State hos- 
pitqls paid for as good meat. 

“In the report of the Hudson River State 
Hospital for 1891 the average price per pound 
for beef is 942 cents,” said the Judge. ‘‘ At the 
Buffalo State Hospital the average price per 

und was 644 cents. Can you give any reason 
for og 3 in cost?’’ 

“TI cannot. now nothing abeut the prices 
of the Buffalo market,’ said the doctor. 

Judge Gilbert then read reports showing that 
the following prices per pound were charged to 
Btate hospitals: 

Williard State Hospital, 6's cents. 

Binghamton State Hospital, 6 cents. 
Bt. Lawrenee State Hospital, 7 cents. 

Dr. Cleaveland could not explain why othe 
hospitals got their meat cheaper than he di 
He did net know whether the quality of beef 

hed at the Hudson River Hospital was 
better than meat used in other hos 6. 

Once the doctor sent word to Buteober Van 
Wagenen that he was charging toomuch. The 
butoher sald he would furnish the same sort of 
beef as was used in the poorhouse, and he sent 
some. The meat was unsatisfactory. Then he 
“ gradually” raised his prices from 8 to 849, and 
then to 9 cents per pound. 

Judge Gilbert asked the doeter if he had felt 
at liberty—was free to act as he pleased—if he 
could not have got meat cheaper than he did. 

“JT think I could have,’”’ said the doctor. “T 
have no doubt it could have been purchased at 
aless price. I will admit I was not vigilant 
enough, that I did not look carefully after the 
market prices. I did not keep posted as to 
prices.”’ 

Judge Gilbert said it appeared that on 1,020,- 
000 pounds of beef a saving of 212 cents per 

und could have been made, and Dr. Oleave- 
fond dia not contradict the assertion. 

Later, the doctor said, plaintively: “It is 
apparent that I have been negligent. [ have 
notinqguired enough. I acted on the presump- 
tion that we were paying market prices.” 

The doctor sturdily declared his belief in the 
steward’s honesty, and seemed desirous of de- 
feuding that sharp-looking individual, on whose 
word the Superintendent relied implicitly. 

uestioned further, the doctor teld how he 
had tried to get out of the hospital by resign- 


ing. 

In 1891 the hospital paid $31,243.84 for coal 
—egg coal, costing on an average $4.57 per ton, 
and grate, $4.28 r ton. Dr. Cleaveland said 
he purchased coal under the instructions of a 
former Board of Managers, and regarded it asa 
standing order. He did not advertise for bids. 
Most of the coal was bought from the Delaware 
and Hudson Cana) Company. 

It appeared later on that Mr. Roosevelt of the 
Board of Managers is a Director in the com- 
pany from which the hospital bought its coal. 
The doctor would not defend himself for pur- 
ohasing coal without advertising for bids, but 
wentto the front for the manager. Said he: 
“I want to say that Mr. Roosevelt never by 
word or sign tried to get me to purchase coal 
from the company in which he is e Director. 
He got me an extension of time for our pay- 
ments to the company, and became personally 
pesponsible to the company fer the payment of 
our debts.” 

The doctor admitted that no precautions were 
taken by any one at the hospital to see that the 
coal was weighed or measured on reception at 
the institution. The contractor agreed to fur- 
vish so much coal, and he was allowed to deliver 
it at several hospital sheds in hisown way. No 
one at the hospital kept an acoount of the 
number of loads of coal delivered. 

The contractor had as free a rein as the stew- 
ard. This may account for the fact that the 
Hudson River Hospital paid much more for coal 





and meats than other hospitals, as the annexed 
list submitted by Judge Gilbert shows:

Under examination Dr. Cleaveland said coal 
could be purchased at cheaper rates than it had 


en. 

“Could you have used cheaper coal with our 
present heating apparatus? ’’ Manager Roose- 
velt asked. 

“We could by changing our grate bars,” said 
Dr. Oleaveland, frankly. “ The expense would 
not be large.” 

The Board of Managers did not at any time 
advise the doctor to get a cheaper cook. The 
board app@ars, by the testimony taken to-day, 
to have refrained from advising the dootor to 
change his methods in purchasing supplies, 

In teply to several questions, the doctor said 
the Board of Managers fixed the minimum price 
for the care of paying patients at $6 per week. 
The hospital had charged as high as $8 and in 
one case $30 tr week. He had visited the 
kitchens once during the last month. 

Judge Gilbert described a dirty hospital 
kitchen, and suggested to the doctor that it 
would be well for him to instruct his subor- 
dinates to clean the place. The doctwr said he 
had instructed his men to keep the kitchens 
clean. He se his orders had been obeyed. 

“{ observed what I should oall an apothe- 
cary’s shop in this building; who is in charge 
or it?” Judge Gilbert asked. 

“ That is the dispensary,” said Dr. Cleaveland. 
“A young man named Hoag is in charge.” 

The dispensary is a room in which the medi- 
cines of the hospital are kept. Some of the 
drugs are dangerous to life if excessive doses 
are administered. It is such a room as in 
most hospitals is confided to the care of sober, 
careful men who know how to put up medical 
prescriptions. A blunder in handing out drugs 
trom this room might cause the death of a pa- 
tient. 

*“ Who was in charge of the dispensary before 
the young man now in charge?” 

Dr. Cleaveland gave the name asked for, ap- 
parently with some reluctance.

Mr. John I. Platt of Poughkeepsie, who was a 
member of the Board of Managers until about 
four months ago, is the Mr. Platt to whom Dr 
Cleaveland referred.

** About two years or more.” 

“Was Mr. Platt a manager of the board?” 

“Yea.” 

“At whose suggestion was the young man 
placed in charge of the dispensary? The men 
whe preceeded the present young man in 
obarge?”’ 

‘*My impression thatit was at Mr. Platt’s re- 
quest,” said the doctor, slowly. 

** Did he pass & civil-service examination?” 

“He passed an examination at this inatitu- 
tion. I do not know whether he received a cer- 
tifloate at Albany.” 

“One of his duties was te fill prescriptions. 
It poquieed a thoroughiy-competent man to fill 
the place?’”’ 

“Yes; he was competent.” 

*“* Was he there several times under the influ- 
ence of liquor!” 

“So [have been informed,” said the doctor, 
shifting uneasily in his chair. 

To other questions the doctor said: ‘He 
finally resigned on my recommendation. His 
duties were performed by a physician while he 
was in the condition I have spoken of.”

“ Well, this gentleman would at times be him- 
self,” said the kind-hearted old gentleman, 
apologeticaliy. **He had served in the navy 
and was avery competent man when he was 
himself.

I expected he would be 
removed.”

“T said it was an unfit place for him,” said 
the doctor, evidently not understanding the 
question. “I made numerous efforts to get him 
provided for elsewhere.’’

“No. I think I requested him to resign. 1 
told Mr. Platt and he acknowledged that it was 
a bad place for him. I do not think Mr. Platt 
— a iull appreciation of the young man’s con- 

ition.” 

“How long after he was appointed did you 
notice his condition!’’ Manager Roosevelt 
asked.

** Had you been informed of his infirmity 7”’ 

* Yes, I had some information that he was 
addicted todrink. Mr. Platt had never seen 
him inthat condition. Before this young man 
came here we had an apothecary for tive years 
who came here fromthe Binghamton Inebriate 
Asylum. He was acompetent man, He was a 
reformed man.” 

Everybody in the room but Dr. Cleaveland 
laughed when he told how the dispensary had 
been in the hands of a reformed inebriate, suc- 
ceeded by adrunkard. He was permitted to re- 
tire from the stand. after agreeing with Judge 
Gilbert that it was high time the methods of the 
institution should be improved. 

Manager Roosevelt, after the commission ad- 
journed, to meet again on Thursday, March 9, 
said he was surprised at the testimony concern- 
ing Mr. Platt’s brother-in-law. “Inever heard 
of the matter until to-day,” he said. 

And yet it seems to have been known to 
almost every official about the hospital except 
a few of the Board of Managers that a young 
man had been employed in the dispensary who 
got drunk with great regularity. some of the 
managers did know there was a twelve-hnn- 
dred-dollar-a-year chef employed to cook ex- 
clusively for the hospital resident officers, and 
they enjoyed his dinners. 

Commissioners in Lunacy Dr. Carlos F. Mac- 
Donald, Goodwin Brown, and Henry A. Reeve 
agreed thatit was bad policy for members of 
Boards of Managers to have relatives appointed 
to positions in hospitals. ‘‘ Such appointments 
are subversive of discipline,’ said Commis- 
sioner MacDonald. ‘‘An employe who hasa 
relative on the Board of Managers may defy his 
one, and do things another man would not 

are do. 


The further investigation of the Hudson River 
State Hospital was postponed by general agree- 
ment. Judge Gilbert has to represent the At- 
torney General at another investigation which 
is to take placoin Buffale. As Dr, Cleaveland 
has assumed all the responsibility for the loose 
management of the hospital of which he is Su- 
perintendent, the Board of Managers leaving 
the old gentleman to paddle his own canoe 
without assistance, it may bo that he will be 
made the scapegoat for all that was and is 
wrong about theinetitution. And yet Judge 
Gilbert thinks that Dr. Cleaveland is not alto- 
getherto blamefor the condition of hospital 
affairs. The Judge proposes to interview the 
steward and other officers of the hospital, and 
the Lunacy Commissioners are going to train 
their guns on the institution.

With 160,000 acres of game preserves in 
Mainefand Canada, and an annual dinner in 
“the States,” the Megantic Fish and Game 
Club’s 275 members manage to get a deal of 
enjoyment out of life. 

Just at this season ice and snow rule the 
northern estate of the club, and the dinner is 
the only Winter rallying time of the members. 
It was held last night at the Hoffman House, 
and brought together nearly 100 of them.

HAD NO EASY TIME. 


CRAFT IN RIVERS AND HARBOR HAM- 
PERED BY THE ICE. 


The ferryboats, tugs, and lighters plying 
aboutthe bay had anything but an easy time of 
it yesterday, especially in the morning, when 
the heavy cakes and floes of ice already 
brought down by the ebb tide packed about the 
Battery. The icepack, once formed, kept con- 
tinually growing more stubborn, thicker, and 
harder to cleave through, as fresh acoumula- 
tions came grinding down on it and solidifying 
to it. For an unwary tug or lighter to be caught 


in that rapidly-increasing and congealing mass 
meant detention until the turn of the tide. 

Numbers of small craft. as a matter of fact, 
did get entrapped, and the whiteness of the 
pack was sprinkled over with black dots, each 
one of which meant an ice-bound tug or lighter 
and a swearing and angry Captain. The crews 
of several lighters had a couple of hours which 
they didn’t want given them by the ice to take 
in all the artistic points of the Statue of gat fl 
aud three tugs, which the ice caught while 
puffing around to the North River just by Gov- 
ernors Island, were held there till the tide 
turned and swept the ice Soundward. 

The ferries fared badly. The boats of the Thir- 
ty-ninth Street (Brooklyn) Ferry were tied up ti'l 
10 o’clork, the Brooklyn slips being clogged up 
with ice blown over by the west wind. rom 6 
o’clock till nearly 10 o'clock schedule times 
were abandoned, the Staten Island boats being, 
as usual, in the worst predicament. The Roose- 
velt Ferry boats took more than forty minutes 
on their trips, the passengers who watched the 
big cakes the boats had either to dodge or to 
smash jn bits and the solid fields through which 
they had to churn an arduous way considering 
themselves lucky at that. 

The welcome turn of the tide at S o’olook 
brought relief to all, especially as the unprece- 
dented low water of Monday was not repeated.

SHIPS SHEATHED IN ICE. 





INCOMING VESSELS REPORTED 


GALES AND COLD WEATHER. 


ALL 


Storms and ice have, for the last few days, 
been giving seamen a hard and bitter tussle. 
Vessels, ice-sheathed from stem to stern, from 
waterline to masthead, came into port yester- 
day morning, showing in the gray of the dawn 
like white-sheeted ghosts. 

There was not a logbook that was not full of 
entries indicating that the weather encountered 
wae of the heaviest and severest description. 

The steamship Allianea, from Brazilian ports, 
reported having passed through a series of 
strong winds ranging in violence from a 
squall to a regular hurricane, asecompanied by 
the mostintense cold. On board the Allianca 
were nine distressed seamen of the ship York- 
town, which went ashore on Dec. 24, twelve 
miles north of Jurugua, Brazil, and which, 
abandoned in a sinking condition, became a 
total loss. The Allianca also brought two sea- 
men from the bark A. C. Bean, which put into 
St. Thomas Jan. 18 in a leaking condition, and 
three others from the schooner Victor. 

Consigned tothe World’s Fair Commissioners 
at Chicago, the Allianca brought as part of her 
cargo a Bouth American Indian canoe, 44 feet 
long, hollowed out of a single mahogany tree. 
It was sent by the Governor of Para, as also 
were some samples of native woods, rubbers, 
and Indian pottery. 

Tho Allianea, like her close companion, the 
City of Birmingham, from Savannah, looked 
like a ship of glass. The Captain of the latter 
vesse] said that for thirty-six hours he had been 
badly battered about off Hatteras by a tremen- 
dous gale, the spray from the seas, followed by 
intense celd, giving him aloadiof ice which he 
estimated as weighing about fifty tons. 

Hatteras also brought much tribulation to the 
steamer Argonaut, trom Belize, and the steamer 
Anerly from Matanzas. Both came into port 
yesterday with iced decks and with their riz- 
ging increased to twenty or thirty times its real 
size by frozen spray. Before Capt. Sherborne 
of the Anerly would allow pickaxes to touch the 
three feet of ice that, he averred, covered his 
iron decks, he had a picture taken of his ice- 
covered vessel as a memento of the hardest 
passage he had ever experienced. 

The steamer Martello had a similar tale to 
tell and presented an equally frozen appear- 
ance. 

The steamer Santuil, reported on Tuesday as 
struggling in a high seaon the tail end of Romer 
Shoal with a barge in tow, was herself brought 
in by the tug Leonard Richards to the Merrill 
Wrecking Company’s wharf in a sinking condl- 
tion, her bows dipping down in the water. Her 
hull had been pierced by the ice. 

The Persian Monarch, from London; the State 
of Texas, from Fernandina, and the Norwegian 
ateamer Kong Frode, from Havana, all came 
into port iced up till only their funnels helped te 
distinguish them from floating icebergs. 

The steamer Martello, which came here from 
Hull by way of Boston, met very heavy and 
rigorous weather after leaving the latter port, 
while the Advance, from Buenos Ayres, with 
twenty-seven passengers, had to lay to for 
eighteen hours on the southern edge of the Gulf 
Stream in a westerly gale, with seas sweeping 
over her that washed away the forward rails 
and hatch skylights. 

The Nerwegian bark Jomfruland, which left 
Darien on Feb. 1, bound for Amsterdam, got 
safely into this port yesterday by a miracle of 
good luck, her rudder head having sprung while 
in the Guif Stream and a leak in her hull let- 
ting in the water at the rate of six inches per 
hour. Hard work at the pumps and a lullin 
the storm, however, enabled Capt. Jonnesen to 
get her into harborage.

STEAM YACHT COMANCHE, 


Mr, William C. Whitney will start this morn- 
ing for Jacksonville, Fla, to take acruise on 
the steam yacht Comanche. He will be the 
guest of his friend, Mr. H. M. Hanna, of Cleve- 
lend, Ohio. Since the death of his wife Mr. 
Whitney has been prostrated, and his brother. 
in-law, Col. Oliver H, Payne, has wished him 
to take a Southern trip for the benefit of his 
health, 

Mr. Whitney will be away six weeks. He 
goes this morning over the Pennsylvania 
Road, on the train starting from Jersey City at 


9:30. He will travel ina private car, and his 
party will consist vf his ohildren—Miss Pauline 
Whitney, Payneand Harry Whitney—and Col 
Payne. ‘he trip will be made by way of Wash- 
ington, Richmond, Charleston, and Savannah, 
but no stop will be made at any of these cities. 
Jacksonville will be reached at 7:45 Thursday 
evening, and the party will board the yacht on 
Friday morning. 

Nassau will be the first port into which the 
yact will put. The Bahamas will be visited, and 
then the cruise will be among the Windward 
lslands. Among those at which the party will 
stop are Antigua, Martinique, Barbados, and 
possibly Triniaad and Grenada. 

The exact course of the return trip has not 
been determined upon, but it is thought thata 
landing will be made at Havana, and the final 
port on the way home will be Jacksonville. 
From there they will return to New-York by 
rail. 

The Comanche, which is at present lying at 
Jacksonville, isone of the most luxurious yachts 
afloat. She was built at Cleveland tn 1891. 
Her dimensions are 185 feet over all, 165 feet 
water line, 25 feet beam, and she draws 11 feet 
3 inches of water. Her engines are of the verti- 
cal triple-expansion pattern of the latest design.

LENOX LIBRARY. 


The Lenox Library opened yesterday after- 
noon with a formal reception by card of invita- 
tion, preliminary to its opening for the public 
atlarge. The Lenox Library will hereafter be 
open from 10 in the morning to5 in the after- 
noon without charge on the presentation of 
oards. 

Besides the old gallery of paintings and the 
library of very rare books, there is a gallery de- 
voted exclusively to Americans, rare books on 
America, singular and most rare maps, earliest 
editions of the published accounts by Columbus 
of his discovery, and signed letters by famous 
men of the colonial epoch. But the special 


reason for yesterday afternoon's reception was 
an exhibit of paintings collected by the late 
Robert L. Stuart, and given by his widow, Mrs. 
Mary Stuart, te the library. 

There are 242 canvases and panels by Amer- 
iogn, Frenob, Dutch, and German artists. The 
collection bears on ite face the time of its gath- 
ering; the costumes of the men and women in 
many ofthe pictures point to the years be- 
tween 1860 and 1870, and the dates on the can- 
vers corroborate the impression. 

6 collection is particularly interesting from 
@ historical view. Here are tho horse trade 
between farmers by Mount, and a great land- 
scape by Asher B. Durand; portraits and land- 
scapes by Daniel Huntington, and still life by 
Emanuel Leutze; mountain scenery by Thomas 
Cole, and marines by J. F. Kensett. There are 
genre pictures by forgotten artists like W. J. 
Hays, G. H. Durrie, Edwin White, J. H. Caffer- 
ty, and F. W. Edmonds, and interesting early 
examples of Eastman Johnson, George H. 
Boughton, (“‘ Pilgrims Going to Church,’’) San- 
ford R. Gifford, and F. E. Church. There is a 
fine water-color figure by Meissonier which 
bears some resemblance to that master’s face in 
1872; a closely-wrought water color by Detallie 
—** Napoleon and His Generals at Austerlitz’’; 
alarge historical picture by Brozik, dated 1881, 
and a scene of peasant violence called ‘* The 
Quarrel” by Ludwig Knaus. 

The Lenox Library is managed by a board of 
thirteen gentlemen. Mr. John & Kennedy is 
President, Mr. Alexander Maitland Secretary.

Agent Denbert of the Society for the Preven- 
tion ef Cruelty to Children received word a few 
days ago that George White, a newedealer, re- 
siding on the third floor of the tenement 124 
Gansevoort Street, was not properly caring for 
his children.

Gafney, aged eleven—were asleep in a bed, of 
which nothing but the frame and some rags re- 
mained. 

In the kitchen was a girl whosaidshe was 
Mamie Gafney. She said she was sixteen years 
old. She is about to become another. She 
was lying ona table, and alongside of this was 
a&cotupon which was William White, ason of 
George White. The latter, who olaims that 
Mamie is his wife and who is the father of her 
child, was sitting in a chairreading. Agent 
Denbert arrested all of them. 

White gave his age as thirty, but Agent Den- 
bert, who has investigated his record, says he 
is forty-eight. Mr. Denbert also claims that the 
Gafney child, whom White says is his wife, is 
not yet fifteen years old. They were married, 
however, according to a marriage certificate 
which White exhibited, on June 26, 1892, by 
Alderman Roche. 

It appeared at the examimation at the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court yesterday that Mamie’s 
mother and George White’s wife, both of whom 
are dead, were sisters. Mamie said her father 
was living, but that she had not seen him for 
over a year and she did not know where he was. 

Justice Voorhis committed the younger chil- 
dren to the care of the Children’s Society and 
discharged White and his child wife.

THE FLAG GOES UP TO-DAY.

AND HEREAFTER IT WILL FLY OVER 
THE AMERICAN SHIP NEW-YORK. 


The United States cruiser Philadelphia is due 
here to-day. She was ordered during the early 
part of the week to leave Port Royal Sound for 
New-York. She will on arrival move up to the 
man-of-war anchorage in the North River and 
assist in the naval salute to the hoisting of the 
Amerioan flag aboard the New-York. 

The oruiser Chicago will leave the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard this morning at an early hour and 
take up her position in the North River close to 
the Inman docks. The Chicago will return to 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard on the conclusion of 
the day’s exercises. 

The Philadelphia will remain here until the 
middle of March, when she will proceed to 
Hampton Roads and report to Rear Admiral 
Bancreft Gherardi. The crniser has been en- 
gaged during the past fortnight in assisting in 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius’s tests in Port 
Royal Sound. 

The Vesuvius is expected herein two weeks, 
provided the Navy Department does not order 
further tests of the guns. 

It appears that, with the exception of the fuse 
action of the projectiles used, the Vesuvius's 
battery is thought to be a success. The fact 
that a perfect fuse does exist, and was not used 
during the recent tests because of a disagree- 
ment between the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun 
Company and the inventor, is at least an as- 
surance to the Navy Department that the dyna- 
mite guns can be depended upon in an emer- 
gency. In time of war the Government may 
avail itself of any and all inventions. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—A distinguished party 
will leave here to-morrow morning for New- 
York to witness the raising of the American 
flag over the steamer New- York. 

It will include President Harrison, Secretary 
Rusk, Postmaster General Wanamaker, and 
Seoretary Tracy, many Senators, Kepresenta- 
tives, naval olficers, and prominent officials. 
They will make the trip on a special train over 
the Pennsylvania Road, leaving here at 7

‘LECTURE BY PROF. W. T.' HEWETT.

Prof. Hewett confined his review to the Ger- 
man drama and prefaced his discourse by show- 
ing how the early drama of Germany had its 


birth in religious art. Evolving then into 
mystery and miracle plays, the early German 
drama was used for polemio purposes by both 
Protestants and Catholios. Finally the vulgar 
drama was introduced by the English comedi- 
ans who came to Germany in the train of the 
Earl of Leidester. 

Old facts were presented in new lights, and 
frequently illumined with illustrations which 
rendered the essay extremely interesting. 

Prof. Hewett, in tracing the growth of the 
stage and the history of prominent parts, spoke 
frequently in facetious vein, especially when 
he showed how the early German stage turned 
the devil into a comic character. Hans Sachs, 
Prof. Hewett declared, was the original genius 
of German comedy. 

n the absence of Mr. A. M. Palmer, who is ill, 
Mr. Frank Fuller introduced Prof. Hewett. The 
salon was well filled with members and guests 
of the club, among whom were Mr. George 
William Paul, Miss Florence Gildersleeve, 
Mrs. J. W. Emerson, Miss Hall, Dr. I. MoCal- 
lum, Miss McCallum, Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Booth- 
by, Mrs. E. Scott, Miss Blake, Mra.

HEARING ON MB KEMPNER’S 
LOCAL OPTION BILL, 


YIGOROUSLY OPPOSED BY REPRESENT- 
ATIVES OF TEMPERANCE SOCIETIES 
—BX-MAYOR HEWITT WRITES A 
LETTER IN ITS FAVOR—THE QUES- 
TION OF SUNDAY OPENING. 


ALBANY, Feb. 21.—An interesting hearing was 
held this afternoon before the Assembly Excise 
Committee om Assemblyman Kempner’s Dill 
providing for the submission to a vote of the 
people of New-York City the question allowing 
the saloons to be kept open on Sundays after 1 
P.M. Robert Graham of New-York City, the 
Rev. Dr. McLeod of Albany, and Mary T. Burt, 
President of the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, appeared in opposition to the bill 
Among those who appeared in favor were As- 
‘semblyman Kempner, J. P. Smith of the Wine 
and Spirit Gazelie, Henry Flegenheimer, Presi- 
‘dent of the German Cleveland Union, and rep- 
resentatives of several German societies. 

Robert Graham of the Church Temperance 
Bociety of New-York City, and representing 
other temperance societies, asked for a further 
hearing, when he would bring here many rep- 
utable citizens of the metropolis wo are op- 
posed to the bill He said this was not the way 
in which this question should be settled. The 
proprietors of the New-York breweries gener- 
ally have mortgages upon the saioon fixtures in 
New-York City, and when they turn the screws 
upon the saloon keepers, the latter will be com- 
pelied to use their influence with their oonstit- 
uents in favor of Sunday opening. For this 


reason a fair and honest expression of opinion 
cannot be obtained in the manner provided. 

Assemblyman Kempner sa@id this question 
Would never be disposed of unless settled in 

‘the manner provided for in the bill, There was 
@ publiv clamor for Sunday opening, and under 
a democratic form of Government the voice of 
the people should receive consideration. He 
read a letter from ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt, 
as follows: 

‘“*I am in receipt of your letter asking my opinion 
of the provisions of your bill and my position on the 
Bunday opening question. I approve of submitting 
the question to a vote of the people, bocause it is 
one which affects the welfare of every family in this 
community, and the people can judge better of their 
own intorests than it is possible for any representa- 
tive todo. LI regard the liquor saloon as one of the 
most serious evils with which modern society has 
to deal. lt appears, however, to be & necessa- 
ry evil, because all attempts at prohibition 
have failed. Hence the community is driven 
to the necessity of inspection in order to min- 
imize the evils of intemperance. If this inspection 
could be made eflicient I should think there would 
be no occasion for furtner legislation, but inasmuch 
as the sale of liquor on the Sabbath day in violation 
of law is notoriously carried on in this city, it would 
geem to be necessary to modify the law so as to meet 
the demands of the people, especially of that class in 
the community which has been acoustomed to the 
use at their meals of beers and light wines. 

“ But beyond the supply of a table beverage there is 
@ large class in the community which demands com- 
fortable places of resort in which to pase the léisure 
of the Sabbath day. The churches do not appear, as 
at present constituted, to meet the requirements of 
this class. I think they conld do so by providing 
comfortable coffee saloons where, accordigg to Dr. 
Rainsford’s idea, beer and light wines might be sold. 
Bot until such places of resort have been provided 
I see no other course leit but to authorize the open- 
ing of the saloons on the Sabbath day, after 1 o'clock, 
for the eale of beer and lignt wines only. 

“I thiak that when the churches come to recognize 
their ability to provide superior counter attractions 
the sunday liquor saloons will lose much of their 
patronage,and I hope that the present movement 
among the Churches will result in the establishment 
ot comfortable places of resort, not only on the Sab- 
Dath, buton every other day in the week. in the 
meantime I think it would be better to authorize the 
sale of light alcoholic beverages in the saloons on the 
Babbath day. 

“ Your bill, however, goes much further and would 
authorize the sale of strong drinks, to which I am 
entirely and absolutely opposed. I trust, therefore, 
that you will see your way Clear to modify the bill so 
as to limit the license to be granted to the sale of beer 
and light wines containing not more than 8 per cent. 
ofalcohoL in the present state of public opinion I 
should be willing to advocate such a ineasure as in 
the interest of temperance and law and order, but I 
shall hope tosee the time when the attractions of 
the church saloon will be s0 great as to make the or- 
diunary liquor saloon unnecessary and obsolete.” 

Mr. Kempner said that in the main he agreed 
with the views vf Mr. Hewitt. He was here 
representing a respectable class in the com- 
munity, and he thought their ideas on thie 
question should receive some attention. 

Assemblyman Foley said he would not report 
the bill unless it should be amended by provid- 
ing that the saloon should not be open to the 
game extent as on week days. He thought there 
should be some restrictions thrown around Sun- 
day opening. 

The Rev. Dr. McLeod said that he wae giad as 
@ minister to welcome a convert in Mr. Foley. 

Mr. Foley said he was not a convert; he held 
the same idea about Sunday opening last year 
that he did now. 

The Rev. Dr. McLeod asked, if local option 
was torule as to opening the saloons a part of 
Sunday, why was it not good for opening the 
whole day. He then attacked the liquor trafiio 
on its attempt to influence the Legislature for 
unworthy ends and for the evils that always 
followed in its train. In the name of all good 
citizens, he protested against the passage of 
this bill. 

Mrs. Burt, President of the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, said that if the question 
‘was to be submitted to a vote of the people the 
women—hbalfof ali the population—would have 
no voice in the matter. The reason the saloons 
wanted to keep open on Sunday was that the 
working people were paid oif on Saturday night 
and had their money to spend on the Sabbath. 
It meant more than submitting this question to 
@ vote of the people; it meant placing the Em- 

ire State in the aflirmative on this queation. 

n closing, Mrs. Burt attacked the all-night 
license law, picturing the shameful scenes that 

were witnessed at the recent French ball. 

Mr. Lewis J. Kieinbohl, Secretary of the Ger- 
man-American Cleveland Union of the Seventh 
Assembly District, presented resolutions 

adopted by that body favoring the passage of 
the bill. This closed the hearing on the bill for 
the day.

THE HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICER WAXTS TO 
UsE BER FOR SURVBYING. 


The Hydrographic Office of the Navy Depart- 
ment is endeavoring to secure the detail of the 
Aispatch vessel Dolphin for special hydro- 
graphio work under the control of the Chief 
Hydrographer. This latter officer is at present 
Lieut. Commander Richardson Glover, United 
Btates Navy. 

Owing to the prejudice which it is believed in 
naval quarters will exist during the incoming 
Administration against the use of naval vessels 
for junketing purposes, it is thought that the 
Dolphin will be detached from her present serv- 
ice of a pleasure vessel to the President. 

The Dolphin is lying at the dock in the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard. Sbe has lately received an 
alteration in her main battery, whereby two 
four-inch rapid-fire guns have been substituted 
for the single six-inch rifle, which was carried 
abaft the break of the top ant forecastie. 
The Dolphin carries a crew of 110 men. She is 
regarded as one of the ablest all-round vessels 
of the gunboat class in the United States Navy. 

The one Office is anxious to secure 
the Dolphin for surveying and sounding work 
in foreign waters. Similar duty in foreign 
waters is performed by spectelly designed ves- 
eels of the British Navy. Under present ar- 
rangements the soundings and surveys in Unit- 
ed States waters are furnished by the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey Office of the Treasury Depart- 
menb. 

Al} coast navigation is performed in American 
waters through the aid of coast-survey charts. 
The Hydrographio Office furnishes deep-sea 
charts and obtains foreign surveys and repro- 
duces them in this country. By an arrangement 
of exchange the majority of the British Admi- 
ralty charts are to be had at the United States 
Hydrographic Ottice. The United States office, 
however, is notable to indorse all of the nu- 
merous foreign charts received. 

Charts of the Orient, in particular, are found 
to be full of faults, while many of the European 
coast charte are old and unreliable. This was 
made obvious ww ow | when the British battle 
ship Howe stranded in the harbor of Ferrol, 
Spain. The chart used by the british Channel 
fieet in erttering that port was over 100 years 
old. Itdid not even mention the existence of 
the rock on which the Howe touched. 

The surveying vessels of the British Navy are 
constantly engaged in surveying waters, a 
knowledge of which is especially desired by 
ships carrying the British flag. The United 
Btates Hydrographic Office thinks it isjtime that 
at least one United States vessel should be as- 
signed to surveying work in foreign waters in 
the interest of the ships and commerce of this 
country.

AN ATTEMPT TO FIND WHAT IT 15 IX 
MR. WINOR’S SUIT AGAINST HIM. 


Wallace CO. Andrews of steam-heating fame 
has seemingly very peculiar views in religion, 
among other things. This came to the surface 
yesterday during the trial of a suit brought 
against him, before Judge Giegerich, in the 
Court of Common Pleas, by Charles F. Winch, & 
broker, who wants to recover $9,500. 

Mr. Winch alleges that he induced B. T. Bab- 
bist, the soap man, to subscribe for 1,000 shares 
of preferred and 1,000 shares of the common 
etock of the Standard Gaslight Company, 
which Mr. Andrews was then “promoting” as 
President. Early in the negotiations Mr. Winch 
charges that Mr. Andrews stepped in and closed 
the final bargain with Mr. Babbitt in person. 
When he tried to collect his commission of $5 
per share on the deal Mr. Andrews declined to 
tell him how much stock Mr. Babbitt had taken 


and induced him to accept $500 in full for his 
services. 

Afterward, when Mr. Winch learned that Mr. 
Babbitt had taken $100,000 worth of the pre- 
ferred stock at 95 and $100,000 worth of the 
common stock at 681, or 70, he made a demand 
for his full commission, and when this was re- 
fused he brought suit for $9,500. 

Mr. Winch told his story, and then Mr. An- 
drews was called to the stand by his counsel. 
Justashe was about to be sworn ex-Judge 
yah counsel for the plaintiff, asked sud- 

enly: 


y: 

* Do you believe in the existence of a Supreme 
Being?” 

Mr. Andrews turned very red and shifted un- 
easily in his chair, finally appealing to Judge 
Giegerich to know whether he was compelled to 
answer the question. The Judge told him he 
was. 

** Well,” then replied Mr. Andrews heaitating- 
ly, “lama member of a Christian faith.” 

“That isn’t what I asked, but I won’t push 
the matter. Go on,” said ex-Judge Gedney. 

The witness then held up his hand and af- 
firmed. The clerk, however, rattled out the 
formula of the usual oath until he reached the 
end, “So help you God,’ when ex-Judge Ged- 
ney interrupted, saying sharply: 

“Lobject to that. He doesn’t say that he be- 
lieves in a God.”’ 

After he had finally been permitted to assume 
the status of a qualified witness, Mr. Andrews 
told his side of the story. He said that Mr. 
Winch had been of practically no service in the 
matter of selling stock to Mr. Babbitt, but he 
bothered bim so much that he finally gave him 
$500 to save himself further annoyance. Mr. 
Winch had frequently threatened to publish a 
sensational story in the newspapers about him, 
Mr. Andrews alleged, unless his claim for com- 
mission was settled. 

“One day,” continued the witness, “I lost 
patience and said to him: ‘You scoundrel, you 
may set fire to my house while my family is 
asleep if you want to, but you can never get a 
cent out of me. Your demands are simply 
blackmail’ ” 

To-morrow the cross-examination of Mr. An- 
drews will be begun, and sume lively tilts may 
be expected. 





VERMONT’S LIQUOR LAW, 
ees eA 
A QUESTION AS TO HOW VIOLATORS 
MAY BE PROSECUTED. 


RUTLAND, Vt., Feb, 21.—At the session of the 
Supreme Court in Addison County, just closed, 
the case of the State against Edward Hodgson, 
an action growing out of trial by information 
in connection with violations of the prohibitory 
liquor law, was heard. Five questions were raised 
concerning the constitutional rights of citizens 
of the United States, and all these questions 
concern directly the right of the State to pros- 
ecute offenses against the probibitory law. It 


is asserted that the present statute cannot law- 
fully be enforced against any person accused 
except upon indictment by a Grand Jury. 

The grounds upon which this view is based is 
that the Fourteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States forbids States to 
abridge, by any law now in force or hereafter 
enacted, any rights or immunity secured to 
them by the United States Constitution. Among 
these rights it is contended thatthere exists 
the right to immunity from prosecution for any 
infamous crime except on presentment by 4 
Grand Jury and the verdict of a petitjury. It 
is also insisted that the present law author- 
izing indictment or information under the pres- 
ent statute respecting infractions of the liquor 
law is unconstitutional, as not being under 
process of law. 

This raises the most important question ever 
presented in this State in connection with the 
liquor law. For these reasons the case goes to 
the full bench of the Supreme Court at the Gen- 
eral Term. This test case directly covers hun- 
dreds of cases in this State and Maine. It is 
argued that a person eannot plead guilty to 
offenses of this law any more than he can plead 
guilty of murdor in the first degree, and that 
the method of procedure in the police and mu- 
nicipal courts is unconstitutional. 





JHE BIG FOUR BLAMED, 
————— 


INVESTIGATION OF THE 
WANN. 


LEGISLATIVE 
DISASTER AT 


OHICAGO, Feb. 21.—A report was made to- 
day by the committee of the Illinois Legis- 
lature appointed to investigate the railroad 
disaster on the Big Four Kailroad at Wann. The 
report says: 


“ There was no element of accident in the killing 
of twenty-eight persons and the maiming of thirty- 
two, but the inevitable result of mismanagement for 
the road by its officers, showing an absolute disre- 
gard of the sanctity of human life and no reasonable 
precaution for the protection of property. 

“At the time of the fatal collision the switches 

were in charge of one A. E. Gatten, @ barber, who 
had been employed in the yards only twenty-four 
days, and no evidence shows that he ever had had 
any railroad experience, and one John Kay, a farm 
laborer, who had been in the employ of the railroad 
only eighteen days in his life, and that the keys to 
the main track switch No. 2 were put into the 
hands of Gatten by James Lyons,a man that had 
been in the employ of said road only twenty-four 
days, and that witnesses working in the yard at the 
time had to inquire each other’s names while testify- 
ing. 
“The proof also shows that for the last two years 
the road has failed to keep any crews in said yards 
long enough for them to become competent to man- 
age said yard properly, but changed its men 80 often 
that the crews were always composed of more green 
and incompetent men thau anybody else, and many 
of them without sufficient mental ability to ever be- 
come competent, and that the management of the 
said roads made no reasonable etfort to keep compe- 
tent men, but showed a decided preference for green 
men, untilthe yards become a kind of kindergar- 
ten for them, and they were put in charge of im- 
portant places upon theirseoond day of railroading, 
to ee angpr of all trains running through said 
yard.” 





Will Vie with Forecaster Dann, 

The Brooklyn Board of Education yesterday 
added to the curriculum of the grammar achools 
the study of practical meteorology. The sub- 
ject will be demonstrated by the chart issued 
daily by the United States Weather Bureau. 
The teachers have been instructed in this work 
by Local Forecaster Dunn of this city. 

Besides teaching the Brooklyn youth to talk 
about the weather intelligentiy,the School Board 
holds that it will impress upon their minds 
more forcibly the geographical situation of the 
various localities of the States and their history. 

In some of the schools a system of rewards 
for application to the study has been adopted, 
by which those obtaining the highest percent- 
age are to be allowed to vie with Mr. Dunn in 
prognosticating the weather for the next day.

GOV. M’KINLEY MUST BEGIN LIFE 
OVER AGAIN. 


HIS WIFE ANXIOUS TO SURRENDER HER 
PRIVATE FORTUNE THAT THE LAST 
PENNY MAY BE PAID—BUT EVEN 
THIS, IT 18 SAID, WILL NOT BB 
ENOUGH. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—Goy. McKinley, made a 
bankrupt by over-fidelity to the interests of a 
friend, has asked H. H. Kohisaat of this city to 
actas his trustee, and may be compelled to be- 
gin the active practice of law. 

The conference which led to Mr. Kohlsaat’s 
selection us trustee was held in Cleveland Sun- 
dayevening. It was found that the Governor's 
liabilities were $95,000, a sum nearly five times 
as large as he had saved during the forty-nine 
years of his life. Mrs. MoKinley has property 
which would net probably $75,000 if sold 
under the hammer. She proposes to turn 
this over to Trustee Kohleaat. 

She is an invalid, and her fortune came as a 
legacy from her father. Her friends protest 
against allowing her means to go to cancel the 
Governor's debts, incurred by another man, but 
she insists. Thus the two may become penni- 
less. They will lose their Canton home and all 
their household goods. Mrs. McKinley's farms 
and all will go, so that in poverty they begin 
life again. 

Mr. Kohisast, in an interview this morning, 
said that the news was correct, and, as the 
transactions between Mr. McKinley and him- 
self had been made public, he would tell the 
story of the calamity. He considered it one of 
the mest unfortunate things that had happened 
within his memory. He said: 

* Mr. MoKinley is the victim of most aggra- 
vated treachery. He never knew to what ex- 
tent he was becoming involved, because he 
trusted implicitly the judgment of his friend. 
The exposure of his falsity completely unnerved 
the victim, and while political reverses were 
accepted as part of a political life, he is almost 
unable to endure the present crash. 

“ But, honest man that he has always been, 
he sadly told me that he would begin again, 


and no man shonld lose a cent who lent money 
by reason of his name. 

“Itis probable that Myron T. Merrick, Treas- 
urer of the Society of Savings of Cleveland, wiil 
act with me as trustee. At present it is not 
possible to say how the financial end of the ca- 
lamity will be settled. The Governor will turn 
over every penuy he has, but this will only be 
a drop compared with the aggregate liabilities. 
He said his wife was thoroughiy decided to 
help him out with her own means, which, I 
think, will amount to about $70,000 if sold at 
auction. 

“ The possessions consist of farm lands near 
Canton, and some other unimproved property. 
However, all of it will not cover the debta, 
since, when I left Mr. McKinley, we figured at 
least $90,000 abilities, and they are increas- 
ing almost hourly. 

“The Governor will retire from politics, since 
he cannot hold office and again get up tinan- 
cially. He said he would begin his law practice 
again, and make it his objectin life to pay all 
that he had been dragged into owing. His af- 
fairs are acomplete wreck, the failure taking 
the modest home and its contents. 

* The friends of Mrs. McKinley, heroic woman 
that she is, declare she must not put her 
fortune atthe mercy of creditors. Just what 
will be done on her part is not yet decided. She 
is positive one way; her friends are equally de- 
cided the other. A dispatch received last even- 
ing says Mrs. McKinley is with her husband in 
Cleveland, and the parties were in conference 
as to final action. 

“ Will the Governor resign? Well, it is hard- 
ly possible to see whatelse he can do. It will 
be quite necessary, sines he proposes to settle 
dollar for dollar, and there is no money in be- 
ing Governor of any State. He once had a good 
"aoe and his brilliant reputation will add to 

t.” 


CLEVELAND, Feb, 21.—Gov. McKinley is still 
at the home of Col. M. T. Herrick, in this city, 
arranging the business complications resulting 
from the Walker failure at Youngstown. The 


Governor says most positively that he has at 
no time contemplated resigning his office. 

Gov. McKinley has decided to remain in 
Cleveland until Thureday. He was to have de- 
livered an address to-morrow at the Hayes 
memorial services at Ohio Wesleyan University, 
but the crushing blow that fell upon him last 
Friday rendered it impossible for him to pre- 
pare and deliver the address. He has been 
waiting here to learn the extent of his liability 
before making any arrangements to satisfy the 
holders of the notes bearing his name. 

It is stated to-day that his liability will reach, 
if it does not exceed, $100,000. Gov. MoKinley 
was shown the dispatch sent out from Chicago 
this morning regarding the appointment of 
Trustees to take charge of his and Mrs. McKin- 
ley’s property, in which the announcement was 
made that he would resign the Governorship 
and resume the practice of law. To a reporter 
the Governor said: 

“You may state that I will not resign my 
office and returnto the practice of my profes- 
sion. I stand ready to turn over all my prop- 
erty to pay the notes bearing my indorsement, 
‘and Mrs. ae joins me in desiring to give 
up her property also.”’ 

The Governor refused to discuss the Trustee- 
ship, saying that no definite arrangement could 
be made until he had learned the exact amount 
of his liability. It is probable, he said, that 
some conclusion would be arrived at to-mor- 
row. There has been some gossip about the 
subject, however, and it is said that if Trustees 
are appointed they will be A. H. Kohlsaat of 
the Chicago Inter Ucean, Col. Myron T. Herrick 
of this city, a member of the Governor’s staff, 
and Judge William Day of Canton, Ohio, all 
personal friends of Gov. MoKinley. 

These gentlemen, if appointed, would en- 
deavor to dispose of the property of Goy. and 
Mrs. McKinley so that it would not have to be 
sold under the hammer. If disposed of to good 
advantage it might realize a sum sufficient to 
satisfy all the claims of creditors. 

In any event the Governor and his wife will 
be left practically penniless, for he insists on 
turning over every dollar’s worth of property 
he possesses. He is worth rot to exceed 
#25,000, and his wife’s property, valued at 
$65,000, was left her by her fatber. 

A stockholder of the Stamping Works, of 
which Robert L. Walker was President, says: 
‘The affairs of the works are not in such a bad 
condition as one would imagine. I have con- 
siderakle stock in the concern which I would 
sell at par and not a cent less, 

“Of course, ifthe works were compelled to 
shut down pow it would be doubtful if the con- 
cern could pay its debts. However, if it is per- 
mitted to run, as it undoubtedly will be, the 
affairs of the company will be settled up and 
dollar for dollar will be paid. 

“The glass department will resume opera- 
tions very likely. The material on hand will be 
worked up. and then the departmont will be 
closed. This will give the stamping department 
glass enough, with the amount already on hand, 
to run until June. The assignee is now prepar- 
ing a statement for the creditors, which will be 
ready in a short time.’’ 


YounGsTown, Ohio, Feb. 21.—A statement as 
a result of the investigation into the failure of 


Robert L. Walker shows Gov. McKinley’s lia- 
bilities to be from $100,000 to $110,000. 

The statement was a surprise to the Gov- 
ernor’s friends, as it was believed his liabilities 
would not exceed $80,000. Arrangements are 
being made to take up all of his pe er. Mr. 
Walker has resigned as President of the Farm- 
ere’ Bank of Poland and the Girard Savings 
Bank. Both inetitutions are perfectly solvent. 


CoLumBus, Ohio, Feb. 21.—An unverified re- 
port obtained cireulation here to-day that Gov. 
McKinley had resigned the office of Governor 


to aecept the position of attorney for a Cleve- 
land corporation. The Governor is in that city. 

Hia private secretary had no information 
upon the subject. There wasa great deal of 
excitement about the Capitol, and much sym- 
pathy for the Governur was expressed. The 
Governor gives no Otber statement to the pub- 
lic than that the creditors of Walker will be 
paid when that unfortunate gentieman’s obli- 
gations mature. 

The salary of the Governor is $8,000, and it 
is said that he has been offered several times 
this sum to accept this position. The impres- 
sion is, however, that he will weatherthe storm. 

Offers of assistance continue to come to him 
from all parts of the country, but as the affairs 
of Walker are in achaotic state, Gov. McKinley 
will not know where he stands for sevoral days.

LOCAL BOARDS WHICH WILL RECEIVE 
CANDIDATES ON MARCH 7. 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The Civil Service Com- 
mision is now engaged in selecting members of 
local boards of examiners at the 548 free-de- 
livery Post Offices brought within the classified 
service by the order of the Presidentof Jun. 5 
last. There are altogether 601 free-delivery 
offices, 53 of which—those having 50 or more 
employes—were already classified. 

To this date local boards have been established 
at more than 300 of the new offices. Ina large 
majority of cases, it is said, it has been possible 
to make the boards non-partisan, introducing 
the same principle of law which requires that 


not more than two of the three members of the 
Civil Service Commission shall be adherents of 
the same party; and ata considerable number 
of offices two of the three examiners are Demo- 
orats. 

The examiners are required by law to be per- 
sone in the official service, and the Postmaster 
is consulted in their selection. It has been the 
aim of the commission, it is said, to designate 
men and women of the greatest experience in 
postal work, preferring those whose retention 
oftheir places through two or more Adminis- 
trations shows their thorough acquaintance 
with the work of the office, their freedom from 
partisanship, and that they have rendered sat- 
isfactory service.

DEATH UF NATHAN D. URNER, 


— 
YEARS AGO HE BECAME KNOWN BY HIS 
NEWSPAPER WORK. 


Nathan D. Urner, at one time a well-known 
newspaper man, died at 8t Luke’s Hospital 
Sunday after an filness of several monthe. He 
was taken ill at his home, 319 West fForty- 
fourth Street, and was sent to the hospital by 
his physician. 

Mr. Urner had a varied career. Ho was first 
brought into prominence by the highly imagina- 
tive account he wrote of the destruction of P. 
T. Barnum’s American Museum, which was 
burned down July 13,1865. This description 
was widely copied, and was reprinted in news- 
papers all over the oountry. P. T. Barnum 
copied it in his life of himself, and gave the 
name of the author. The Zridune, on which 
newspaper Mr. Urner was employed, thought 
80 highly of the story that a few weeks later 
Mr. Urner was made eity editor of the paper. 
He held this position only a short time, and 
then went to South America, where he wrote a 
number of very interesting letters to his paper. 

During the compilation by Horace Greeley of 
the first volume of his werk, ‘‘ The Great Amer- 
joan Conflict,” Mr. Urner served as his private 
secretary and aided him materially. 

Mr. Urnerwas born in Cincinnati in 1840 and 
received a fair education. When only twelve 
yeurs of age he published an ambitious period- 
ioal which he called the Queen Cily Gem. At the 
age of fifteen he went into business, and stuok 
to it for several years, both in St. Louls and 
Cincinnati Then he went West and South, 
where he had any exciting experiences. After 
this he began writing miscellany, and his poems 
were widely printed. 

Mr. Urner was @ member of the Press Club. 
The funeral will take place this afternoon from 
15 Greene Avenue, Brooklyn. The burial will 
be in Greenwood Cemetery.

FLOOR MATS ELEVATED. 


J. 8 RADWAY COMPLAINS OF THEM 


AS DANGERODS. 


J.8. Radway of 32 Warren Btreet yesterday 
sent to the Board of Health aletter complain- 
ing of the jute mats on the floors of theelevated 
cara. A partof his communication was as fol- 
lows: 


**My suggestion is to compel the Manhattan Rail- 
road Company to do away with the jute tloor cover- 
ing in their cars andto substitute the wooden slats 
or some Other easily-cleaned article, which are used 
in some of the surface cars. And when this is done 
have them play the hose through the cara once a 
day at least so as to get them thoroughly cleaned. 
The present condition of things is, in my judgment, 
& fruitful suurce of tuberculosis and therefore a 
menace to public health. 

“Then something ought to be done with the ex- 
pectorator; there are #0 many, almost always the 
male biped, that practice this habit regardiess of the 
feelings of their more reiined neighbors, that it 
would be a good thing to have these naisances iso- 
lated, or restricted to one particular car, labeled 
*For Expectorators,’ and have this car tacked on the 
end of each train, where there are no draughts, and, 
incidentally, no fresh air. 

“These elevaied railroad people have received 
much frum the people and give in return little, (and 
they don’t seem to appreciate what a ‘snap’ they 
have,) and they fail to provide even simple sanitary 
necessitjes. I called their attention to these jute 
~~ two years ago, but no notice was taken 
of it.’ 


Dr. Bryant said that two weeks ago Col. Hain 
called at the Health Department in reference to 
the jute mats, and said that anything that the 
Board of Health would suggest would be dons 
by the company. At the suggestion of Dr. Bry- 
anta place is now being prepared where the 
floor mats used in the cara can be properly 
cleaned and disinfected by steam. 


HARVARD’S 


NEW READING ROOM. 


ROUGH SKETCHES BY MR. WINSOR 


SHOW WHAT IT WILL BE LIKE, 


Boston, Feb. 21.—Justin Winsor. the Harvard 
Librarian, has prepared already rough sketches 
of the new reading room which will be erected 
with the funds recently given anonymously for 
that purpose. As already stated, it will be 
placed just south of the present library stack 
in Gore Hall, and will be a rectangular edifice, 
about 100 by 70 feet. 

The central room will seat about 400 persons, 
and a series of small rooms will be at the dis- 
posal of the inatructors in different courses for 


consultation purposes. A sloping roof will 
form the ceiling of this room. There will be 
anee windows, so that the light will be excel- 
ent. 

On the fourth side of the central space will 
be a semicircular room, to be used for deliver- 
ing books, and it will be connected with the 
stack of books in the old library. The present 
reading room will be altered so as to hold the 
new books which are rapidly accumulating in 
the library. 

The whole floor space of the new building 
will occupy about 2,000 feet fhe exterior 
will be of light brick, and the whole general 
appearance will be that of a light, simple, com- 
modious building. The lighting in the evening 
will be by electricity. It is expected that the 
whole building will be completed in abouta 
year.

THE GOVERNMENT THINKS IT NOT A 
MATTER FOR DIPLOMACY. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.--In response to a reso- 
lution the President has transmitted to the Sen- 
ate the correspondence in connection with the 
building of the Ozana River bridge at San Do- 
mingo City by Nathaniel McKay of New- York. 

The correspondence dates from Jan. 20, 1892, 
to Feb. 4, 1893. Mr. MoKay olaimed to have 
secured the concession from the City of San 
Domingo to construct the bridge and collect 
tolls for thirty years, and asserted that he had 
complied with all the requirements made of 


him, but the city failed to abide by its agree- 
mebt and would not accept the bridge, and ran 
a ferryboat near the bridge which received the 
tolls. Mr. McKay then appealed to the State 
Department for protection of his interests there. 

The matter was investigated by the American 
Minister and other representatives to San 
Domingo. who found that proceedings had been 
instituted against Mr. McKay for debts to 
Americans formerly connected with the con- 
struction of the bridge, and that a mortgage had 
been placed on the structure in favorof A. P. 
Pell. Numerous other complications arose, re- 
sulting in a prolonged correspondence, and the 
State Department arrived at the conclusion that 
the affair could not be treated as a diplomatic 
question, and the United States Government 
could only use its good offices to effect an ami- 
cable settlement of the difficulties. 

The correspondence concludes with a letter of 
Secretary of State Foster dated Feb. 4, 1893, to 
the effect that, as the Senate hud called for the 
papers in the case, the department would take 
no further action until Congress signified its 
disposition. 





Contractor Gillies Dissatisfied, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Mr. James Gillies, the 
contractor of the new timber dry dock at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, was at the Navy Depart- 
ment to-day and saw the Secretary. He is en- 
deavoring to secure an additional allowance for 
the extra work involved in the lengthening of 


the dock. He expressed himself as dissatisfied 
with the compensation which had been recom- 
mended by the board of officers detailed to tix a 
fair rate for the additional construction. 

The amount decided as proper to allow the 
contractor was $45,000 in addition to the price 
bid by Mr. Gillies, making the total amount of 
the contract $480,000. Mr. Gillies is very 
anxious that the contract price shall be in- 
creased. He originally asked for $90,000 fos 
the work.

STATE INDICTMENTS OF ENO. 


WE 1S ADMITTED TO BAIL OW ONE AND 
COMMITTED ON THE OTHERS. 


John C. Eno, who on Monday gave himself up 
and was admitted in $20,000 bail by Judge 
Wallace, in the United States Circuit Court, un- 
Ger the indictment found against him in May, 
1884, by the Federal Grand Jury for having 
made away withthe funds of the Second Na- 
tional Bank, of which he was President, ap- 
peared before District Attorney Nicoll yester- 
day to answer to the indictments agsinst him 
in the State courts, of which there are six. He 
was admitted to bail in the sum of $10,000 
upon the one in which he is charged with 


forgery in the first degree. 

Col. George Bliss, Mr. Eno’s counsel, alleges 
that the other five indictments are nil, and that 
the local courts have no jurisdiction, since they 
are covered by the Federal indictment. 

The party, which consisted of Mr. Eno, his 
counsel, and his brother, William P. Eno, ap- 
peared in the Distriot Attorney’s office at 11 
o'clock yesterday, where Jehn H. Bloodgood 
and Benjamin Knower, who went on Mr. Eno’s 
bond in the Federal court, qualified in the sum 
of $10,000 each before Bond Clerk Unger. Then 
adjournment was takem to Part I. of the Court 
of General Sessions, where Judge Cowing was 
sitting. They arrived just as young Nesbitt, 
the forger, was receiving his sentence of five 
years in Sing Sing. 

Col. Bliss stated his position and asked that 
his client be committed on the five indictments 
until he could obtain a habeas corpus from 
Judge Wallace. Judge Cowing was satisfied, 
and turned the prisoner over to the tender 
mercies of the Warden of the City Prison, but 
he was not compelled to goto the Tombs. He 
sat down stairs in ong of the anterooms of the 
District Attorney’s office until Col. Blise re- 
turned about 2 o’clock with the necessary 
papers. The habeas corpus was returnable be- 
fore Judge Wallace forthwith, 

There was a little display of red tape, which 
threatened to resultin Mr. Eno’s spending the 
night in the Tombs. one some misunder- 
standing, instead of having been turned over to 
the custody of one of the Warden’s assistants 
Mr. Eno had been looked after by an Under 
Sheriff, and the Warden of the City Prison 
knew nothing about him. Therefore it was 
necessary, for form’s sake, to take him down to 
the Tombs, where he was committed long 
enough for the Warden to sign the release 
papers under the writ of habeas corpus. 

This had all taken a good deal of time and it 
was after 4 o’olock when the party finally 
reached Judge Wallace’s chambers. Col. Bliss 
announced that he was ready to proceed with 
argument, but the District Attorney asked that 
the hearing be put over in order that he might 
have an opportunity of looking up a little more 
thoroughly the pointe at issue. The Judge 
agreed and the argument was put down for 
next Wednesday at 2 o’clock. Meanwhile Mr. 
Eno was remanded in the custody of his counsel. 


MES. MITCHELL IS OUT. 


MRS. CHADWICK HAS SUCCEEDED IN 
HAVING HER DISPOSSESSED. 


At the Seventh District Court yesterday 
morning the first gun in the famous litigation 
involving the boarders of Mrs. Ida M. Mitchell's 
house at 463 Fifth Avenue was sounded, with 
beneficial results to Mrs. Helen E. Chadwick, 
from whom Mrs. Mitchell leased the place. Mrs. 
Chadwick, in dressy black, was at the court at 
an early hour, accompanied by her counsel, 
Pierre E. Talman. 

The euit to be tried wasthe ejeetment action 
against Mrs. Mitchell for non-payment of rent, 
Mrs. Chadwick claiming $290 due for February. 
Judge McKeon examined Mre. Chadwick, who 
testified that she had found it impossible to col- 
lect a cent from Mrs. Mitohell for the February 
advance installment. 

Mrs. Mitchell putin no defense, and at Mr. 
Talman’s carnest request the Marshal was in- 
structed to dispossess her at once. At 4 o’clock 
the Marehal, aecompanied by Mrs. Chadwick 
and a force of deputies, entered the house, 463 
Fifth Avenue, and served the writ upon Mrs. 
Mitchell. The latter vowed she would not leave 
the place, but after refiection she burst into 
tears and called Mrs. Chadwick *‘a hateful old 
thing.”” Then she went up stairs and proceeded 
to pack up ber effects. A large furniture van 
drew up before the door and Mrs. Mitochell’s 
furniture and trunks were placed in it, and the 
owner put on her street gown and went to the 
Park Avenue Hotel.

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CARRIED OUT IN SAFETY. 


RESCUE OF TWO BED-RIDDEN WOMEN 
FROM A BURNING FLAT HOUSE. 


A fire yesterday afternoon in the apartment 
house 2,066 and 2,068 Boulevard caused great 
excitement among the eight families in the 
house, and was not extinguished before consid- 
erable damage was done. The house is the 
centre of » row of similar buildings erected on 
a gore lot and facing on the Boulevard and on 
Manhattan Street. They are owned by Beverly 
Ward. 

The fire started shortly after 2 o’clook in the 
cellar of the house, in a pile of old lumber 
stored there. Ita origin is not known, but the 
tire spread rapidiy, running up the dumb-waiter 
shaft, which runs in the rear of the flats from 
the cellar to the roof. It was discovered by one 


of the tenants, who saw smoke coming through 
the crevices of the sliding door opening on the 
dumb-waiter shaft. When she opened this door 
she was almost choked with a rush of hot 
smoke. The woman ran through the house, 
giving the alarm to the other tenants. 

The tenants had no difficulty in making their 
escape down the stairs, with the exception of 
Mrs. Mary Hazlett and Mre. Mary Lana, both of 
whom are ill and were unable to move. Mrs. 
Haziettt was confined to her bed with an attack 
of rheumatic gout. When this became known, 
John Riley, a laborer, who was working in the 
neighborhood, headed a baud of rescuers, aad 
they took Mrs. Hazlett from her room on the 
third floor of the house and carried her down 
stairs and into a neighboring house. 

Mrs. Mary Land, the wife of a letter carrier, 
who is ill with consumption, was alone in her 
apartments, also on the third floor of the house. 
She was so frightened when the smoke began to 
fill her rooms thatshe could not make any at- 
tempt atescape. Riley and his associates en- 
tered the house a second time and, going to the 
apartments, wrapped Mrs. Land in blankets 
and carried her down the stairs. In this rescue 
they were assisted by Policeman Sawyer of the 
West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street sta- 
tion, who was a boarderin the house, and who 
was off duty and at home ut the time, 

All this was effected before the firemen ar- 
rived in response to the alarm. When the fire- 
men reached the house the flames were coming 
through the roof over the dumb-waiter shaft. 
Battalion Chief Short sent out a second alarm. 
The flames shot past the second floor and spread 
op the third, fourth, and fiftn floors on the south- 
erly side, burning out the rear portions of the 
apartments on these floors. Beiore the flames 
were extinguished ali the lower floors were 
drenched. 

The damage to the building can be repaired 
for $1,000. The tenants who sustain losses by 
fireand water are Kk. Speer, Mrs. Jane Creen, 
Mrs. Mary Hazlett. Mrs. Mary Land, James Wa- 
ters, and G. W. Wells. The tenants’ losses will 
aggregate $3,000, fully covered by insurance.
